The tiinrs eiven in this Atinsnac nre th6 civil or common rrckonin;; 

Midnight to Midnight. The column of the Snn*8 Meridian passage is calculated to the 
nearest eecimd of time for every day of the year rejecting fractional parts and will be 
found sufficiently exact for all ordinary purposes. The Moon will servo as well 
as the Sun to set or compare a watch by the dial ; when the diadow of the 
gnomon Allis on 13^., a watch ought to show at the same moment the time indicated 
in the column "Moon on Meridian* answering to the day the observntion is made. 
This time is calculated to the neare.st ferith of a ininnte ; should the shadojy fall on 
any other hour, as s, 4 or &, add to the time im^cated in that same column, about 63 
minutes for every hour after twelve, but should the dial show 6A., SA., or I ik., as many 
minutes must be deducted for every hour before 13. 

The two cnliimiis of the Sun's rising and setting include the refraction, which causes the 
Sun and all Die heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horizon about two minutes earlier, 
and to set on the western about two minutes later than they would irise or set were the 
not .surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same dura- 
tion throughout the whole year, the duration is in proportion of the obliquity of the 
Sun's using or setting. 

At the head of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Venus 
are visible lu the Morning or Evening. 

. When the symbol donating opposition occurs, such os on the 1st Nov. J84!), we 
me to niidcrsinnd that the Moon does not pass the Meridian of Calcutta, on that (civil) 
day. This is the case once, sometimes twice in a Lunar month, as on the ?nth of the 
some month of November, and atis' s from the cirniimtaiice of the Lunar day being 
longer thau the mean Sol«*r day. 

And because the Moon does not pass the Meridian in every civil day, but fails 
to do so, once at least in every civil montJi, and a-, one Meridian passage of the Moon 
produces only two Hiali Water tides, there arc in every Lunar month not legs than two 
lli^h Water (ides sometimes three wanting ; therefore on two days every month, falling 
s imetiines after Midnight sometimes after Noon, thvre is but one Ffigli Water given. 
The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
ertst of the wave travelling rouud the globe in every Lunar day. 

In a place like Calciiita.so far removed from the Sea, (he tides are strongly affected by, 
the n)nnsuon.s, occasional winds, the freshes, and various loial causes, so that it will 
always remain an imperfectly oolved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
eocuracy ; It will always, bf'wevcr, be found that for any period there will be only 
twice the uimiber of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Meridian. 

Jt should be recollected (hat the time of High Wafer is not that when the ships in 
the river turn round, but that when the water i.s actually highest, which always hap- 
pens about half aa hour before the current is changing its direction.

TNe tinoe, such as liiey presented in the Calendar, are coni^ 

pesed ef days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determiutog these dtvsw 
sions, toave been various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still vait* 
• lions in ttiese mode^ in the modern world. 


The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which subsist* 
amongst that people at the piesent tune, is, to commence the day at a certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at ilia same hour. I' bus their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the alternoon 
ofSaluiday. 'I he Uoinan Cailiotic church also commences its festivals in the 
•veniog ; and this custom is retained amongst ourselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o’clock at midnight, and lasts till th* 
same hour of the following night. I'lie civ 1 day is dJstlDl!Ul^hed l;om the a&iro- 
noinical day, winch begins at noon, and is i ouuied up to 24 houia. teiminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and itsomeiimes leads to in'stakes wuh peisons not familiar with 
this manner of computation: a tiUte consideration wtll obviate (he difficulty, 
i'tius, JanU'iry 10, fiiteen hours in astronomical lime, is January 11, 3 m tli* 
morning, civil time. In k' ranee, and in most of the stales oi Kurope, as with ug« 
the hours aie counted up to 12, tiom midnight till uoon, and tiom noon till mid* 
night, in parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
suH-set, and the houia are counted on nil the next sun'sat. 'J’hfs mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of (he ** Italiaa houis"' at the summer 
solstice IS 16 o’clock, and l9 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


'rUe English names of the days of the Wefk aie derived from the Saxons; 
and they partly adopted these names from the more, .civilized nations of antiquity; 
M'he (ollowing ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con* 
nexiuu with astronomical science. 'I'he planetary arrangement of Ftoleniy was 
t bus 1, Satuin ; 2, Jupiter; 3, hlars; 4, the Sun; 0, Venus; 6. Mercury ; 7 the 
Moon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over eaeh 
hour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn would 
preside over ihehist hour uf ihe first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third ; the Sun over the loui(li,and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over 
t be fouith, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day, and cairymg on the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day. Mars over the first hour of the fointli day. 
Mercury over the firs^hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hour of (he sixth 
day, and Venjus over the first hour of the seventh doy Idence, the names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions tbtoughout Europe. The pieseut English

THE CALEHDAR^ AKD ITS SUCCESSIVE REEORME, 


ail oatiAns have rtgttlated thair month's, in a great degree* by the 
o^fltion of the moon. Some have endeavored io unite tins division, with the 
nual course of thesun, byen augmentation of days at the end of, each year* 
by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every third, year. The Jews aud^ 

B Athenians followed this Utter method; the Odacedonians, and some nations 
Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days; the Turks and the Arabs have 29 
d 30 days; the mouths of the Anglo-Saxons were governed by the revolutions 
the moon. ThUir common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three. , 
onths^beina appropriated lo each of the four seasons ; hot every third year con- 
inedanAdditiottal lunar month, which was given to the summer season. The 
tmesoijheir lunar months, either had reference to their religious ceremonies^ uc 
the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevaiied.^generally, amongst the nations of , antiquity 
td still banisily prevails, with regard to the commencement of the year. The 
iwS dated the beginning ol the sacred year in the month of M arch ; tlie Athenians 
the month of June, the Macedonians on the 24ih September ; the Christians of 
gypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 30th of August, and the Persians and Armeoi- 
ns OR the I Ith of August. The Jewish civil year begins on (he first day of the - 
ionth Tisri, which year corresponds with our9rh of September ; the Mahome^ 
90*8 begins of the first of the month Mo/tarem, Mhicb year, corresponds with our- 
Ith of July. Nearly all the nations of the Christian world now, commence the 
ear nn the 1st of January ; but as recently as 1752, even in England, the year 
id not legally and generally commence till the 25th of March. In Scotland, at 
lat pei4od, the year began on the first of January. 2'he difference caused great 
radical inconveniences, and January and February, and part of March, some- 
mes bore two dates, as we often find in old frecords, as 1711-12. This practice 
ften leads to chronological mistakes ; for instance, we populaily say. **The Re- 
oiutipu of 168B/* that great event happening in February of the year 1688, accord- 
.ig to the, then mode of computation ; but if the year weie held to begin, as it 
oes now, on the lat of January, it would be“ The Revolution of 1689*\ In the 
nniversaries given in the British Almanac, the alterations of ttyle, made in 1752, 
lave net been followed, as any correction of date would have embarrassed the 
eader in, historical and biographical references. 

Tbi^ year, prep«r)y so called, is the solar year or the period of lime io which 
he aui»\passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. The period comprises 365 
lays, 5 pours, and, 48 minutes, 51 secondl, 6 deuinnats, and is called the astronoint* 
:al y^'. , 

The Cal&kjoar is a table of the days of the year, arranged lo assist the die- 
Iribution of time, and to indicate remarkable days connected with oevotion pf 
businees* If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar had been general throughout ctviltted states, history would present mucli 
fewer didlcuUies and contradictions, The progress |of astronomical science has 
necesaaHly produced great changes ip the fine oner of dividing tirne; and tbui, 
«btlsjt>ame nations have been ready to give their calendar every possible advan^ 
tageof.'f scientific constracUon, (he pr^udices of otbeis have rendered them unwilR 
iog todnpart from their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be curintis 
,pii4 mfructive to trace, very brieily, the changes of tire calendar, ordinarily called, '

had ainounthd lo ten enure days, the vernal equinox falling on the llth, instead 
of theEtdtoi March, at which period it fell coiiectly at the time of the Council 
of Nice, in the year E2‘>. loobviate this intonvenitme Gtegory oi darned, la 
1562, that the Hih Uitobei should be counted instead o( the '^uh, for the future; 
and to pi event ihs recUirence ot this erior, it was further determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception of the 
beginning of each lonith centuiy Thus >700 and ifiOO have not been bissextiie« 
nor will 1900 be so, but the year 2000 wilt be bissextile In this manner, three days 
are retrenched in four hundred years, because the lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days lo shout that period. 1 he year of the calendar is thus made, as 
nearly as pohsible, to coriespond with the true solar year, and futuie errors of 
chronology are avoided 

lbs adoption of this change, which is railed the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(Ihe Julian being celled the Old Style,) was foi some tune resisted by states not 
under the sutlioniy of the See of Rome, i he change of the style in England, was 
establislied by an A.ct ot Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should commenre oo the l^t of Jaiiuaryi instead of March Eith , and that in 
Ihe >ear 17 >i, th d lys stiould be numbered as usual until bepterober 24, wheh the 
day following should he accounted ihe 14ih of September, omitting II days Tfao 
Gregorian principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fouilh 
liundicdth, was also enacted, i he alteration was, for a long time, opposed by the 
prejuduesof individuals, and even now, with «ome persons the Old Style is so 
peitinaiiously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in* 
•tea*! 0 * the new For this reason, and not in deference to the prejudice, ihe old 
festivals are menti med in Ihe BrUnh Almanac 1 he RuSbians still letaio the Old 
Style, thU4 creating an inconvenience in iheir public and commeicial intercourse 
with otticr nations, which, we trust, that the growing inteliigence of the people 
will evintually be correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entiie change in the caleudat, which was in existence more than twelve yeara; 
and IS unportant to be noticed, as all the pubbe aits of the French nation were 
dated according to this alteiid style, Ihe National Convention, by a degree of 
Ihe 5lh October, 1793, established a new Rra whuh was called, in the place or 
♦he Chiisiian era the eiaof the French, 1 he cominem emeni of each year, of 
the first * Ven itmigire/* was hxed at the midnight commencing the day, on which 
the autumnaUquinox fell, asdeteimined at the oUervatoiy at Pans. This era 
commenced on the E2nd of Scptembei, 1792, of being the epoch of the foundation 
of the Republic j b«t «s estibUshraent was not decreed till the 4ih ‘‘Fnmaire** 
of the year 11 (4lb November, 1793). Iwo davs afterwards the public acts 
were thttf dated* Ihis calendai existed till the lOth Nivose,** year XIV. (thg 
3i8t December, 1805,) when the Gregorteo mode of computation was restoted.

. DoMrwtCAL Lftthw.-;— T hespven day« of the wfpk, rerkoneil as begitising 
on the 1st ol JatVuaryf are designated by the Arst seven letters o( (he alphabet, A, 
13^ C) D, K, Fj G ; and the one of these, which denotes Sqnday^ is the dominicat 
Jeiter. Thus, it the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter : if it beirtn 
"on^Mottday, thktietier isG ; if uu Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally. To 
And the domiiiical letter, call New Year’s Day A., the next day and soon 
till you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the dominical 
deUof. If thefe were . 64 days, or exactly 53 weeks in the year, the doniinical 
letier would be always the same; but the year contains days; an 
of 1| day over 53 weeks. I'heday is taken into the account every year, an<^^he one 
'fourth makes a day in every four year;; so that the dominical letter fjlls back- 
ward o«« foi each of the three years, in which the' date or nun^ber of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and, two letlert eveiy fourth 
year, when the date can be so divided ; as in the year 1B28, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, February will contain 9 days. The year began on Tuesday : count 
for warrt i'uesaays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days ; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive IS F. Theie'oreat first, F is the dominical letter; but the 39ih of Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intercalated^ throws the 1st day t»f 5Jarch a day later 
in the week than it would otbeiwise tiave been; and. thereloie, the Sunday letter 
for^iMarch and all the remaining months will be E. The years which have the S9 
days to February, and the two dominical letters are called i>issettile$, for the leasun 
vSttre^dy given or ie/ip yeiiri; because the day of the month, alter February, leap 
over a day of the week.

f. Tub Golden NuaiBER. At the end of every nineteen years the new aiui 
fall moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. 1'he ancients dia 
covered this, and reckoned the nineteen years, or *'cycle of the moon” as it i- 
aalled, so that It terminated the year beiore the Christian era. This cycle waa 
marked by the Greeks with letters of gold. Therefore, to find the golden numbes

‘Teniple, The festival was celebrated in the Christian Chnrxihes with an abun- 
dance of lights and was ortginally called " Candlemas Day,”' as well as the Day 
of Pur^caiiOQ. The practice of lighting the Churches has been discontinued in 
tbi^ country since the second year of Edward the VI. In the Romish Church, 
iHe 'orginal nprne and all its attendant cenmonies. ate still retained. 

4.“ SeptUfxgesima Sept 004081 in a Sunday, is a Sunday dependent 

upon Lent, at that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered as the prepara- 
tion for the fast of Lent. Its observation. was instituted by Pope Gregory the 
Great. The .name of the first Sunday in Lem having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and tho three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to tho gradual introduction of (he Lent Fast, the thiee Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of ti etr situation and reckoning by Do.

J4. St. Valentine, -The practice of “ choosing a Valentine/' as it is called 
on this day, is too well known 10 need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably of very ancient date. Va'emifie was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Home, 
A, 0-«71. 

18. Sftrose Tussdai/,- After the people had made the confession required at 
(fife season, by the dicipline of the ancient Church, they were permitted to indulge 
<D festive amusements, although not allowed to partake of any repast beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose tfie cnstom, yet prcseived. of eating 
pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these days of authorized indulgence, the 
mqst wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence coramanded by the Church ; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in which the Carnival originated, 
nrp also to be traced the nearly esploded diversions of cocb-fighling, and cock- 
throwing.

It is impossible for any one learned, or unlearned, to live tbionuh the year; 
Qi even ti>roueh the months, or the ilay, without noiii'in;; the infinHoce winch ihe 
cliaiiRiiic positions ol the heavenly b«die«. have upon bis own eomloit. and upon 
lite state ol all ihinus aiound him. I Ins is the bock ot wonder, which, at the first 
dawning ol reason, both individuals and nations, atlnnpt to read. It is always 
open; no perception h <>0 dull as not to be able to mice its gieater line*'; and, 
fioin the inssniitide of those, and the miMring cerlauny of ihetr recunence at 
(heir regular tinirs, and rhe i’hn'it>('3 winch they pio'uce upon (very ilnita that 
mows or lives. It i« diffi uM to tmairine the rxistein— ol a mind, so iiictirious as 
not to Iro.n to itself simie iheoiy of Iheii naiute and causes. 

In a country like FmaUnd where the changes are so frequent, and the con* 
tract '>0 atriktni;, the subject 13 vonsunily he'ori every body ; and he it in city or 
on common, in hall or in hut, ilie reason, the day, and the weathei, are amoni;

or individuals as an eclips of the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the [ishl, 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination of the stars, theie is no reason to infer,- 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, npotl .^ 
the earili itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can havpv 
no effect whatever upon the minds or condui t of men, any more than can be pro- 
duced by the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less comfortattio at the time they have an influence 
-^9 the genial temperature of the day raises ih^ spirits in the same way, and to 
TtHM^me extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of a common fire, 
or thelWit of the moon enables a man to find his way at night, juM in the 
physical aiewoultl find it by the same deg^e of lamp light; hut beyond these 
wav as pfiFfl^is. iheteis, and there can he, noihiog. If tlie lominarv is at the 
sime distance, shines Tor the same lencth of lime at the same hei;t»t above the 
horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac nr in witat part of the' Iv'aveiii , 
it may make its appearance, any more than it siffnifies whether the fire by which ' 
one is wanned, or the lamp l»y which one is liahtKd i-. one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s; and it would be iust as pbilosophual to calculate ibe future 
destiny ol a manfiom house” in which he happened to be bornf as from 
the "house” of the plants at the time of Ins birth. Indeed it would he much 
more «o ; for if intelligence and good sense happen to be lm'd$ of the ascend int in 
the Imuseof (he parent, they are very rational grounds for predicting the future ' 
welfare of the child; and co, also ignorance dis-^ipation, and vice in the parent 
are far litiore malignant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be horn 
under them, (iian any configuration which either ihe stars, or any thing else out 
of any family can assume. 

There was a time when not the people merely but the tiPed and the learned, 
were thrown in*(> the grea rest consternation bv an erlip<>e of the sjn or moon, ot 
tiie appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because tliey are of 
comparatively rare occurrences and when mankind do not know the lational ranse 
of any thing, they always from to themselves a supersiMious one A candle is to 
the inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants of the earth du- 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and, tf the fiame be large enough it gives them 
heat. If, too, (here be a mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected hy the mirror is ihione into a room which the caiidle Iocs not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to he 
there. Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, lhe>candle- their sun for the time-wouM be just as much eclip- 
sed to Ihe one ^om wlio'ie siglit it were hidden, as the sun of the world is wheat ' 
the moon comeS between it and the earth ; and so also if any one placed himself , 
in such manner, as that his shadow felt upon the mirror, that mirror— the tempo* 
rary moon of those in the dark chamber— would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the light of that luminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth.

might if it came in contact with the earth, sliaffer it as a cannon ball shatters t 
h(mae«or born it as a red'hot short or a shell does; but as long as we ate out of 
its way, we are just as safe tioin harm as we would be il we stood on a high cliff 
and saw rockets let off ten hulls at sea. A locitei lei oft’ in Vauxhall Gardena 
has juist as much inffuence on (he fate of n.ilions and individuals, as all (he comita 
that ever appeared ; and if ilie slick of the rocket happened to fall upon any 
body, it would have a good deal moie. 

There was a time when the “ Jark-o’-ihe-lantern”^ inflammable air over a 
fen I apiece ol ruiUn wcod, oi a putrid iisli^both ol which, in a ceitain state of 
lOttenness, give out a gas winch becomes luminous, was accounietl as sonieihioff - 
alarming; but as eveiy bungler m diemistry can now produce the same iivptar- 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ctased lb be regarded with anyy^eglee of 
aootehension. »' 

All these follies, with which people wasted Iheir time, disturbed fheir imagi- 
nations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted Irom the want of a little-a very 
liillc— sober and independent thinking. Effects must be similar to their causes; 
and every subject which is matter cannot affect the mine; in any other way than 
by affec ling the body. The aisenic which lies buiied a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores nl the Apothecaries' Company, is just as 
deadly in its natuie as that wliicii has, by accident, crltie, or madness, got into 
the human stomach. Hut while it remains there it poisons nobody; and though, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man ot weak mind might, in jtime, 
bring himself to believe that it would; and ihoiigh this should injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death (he aisenic would he quite innocent Of the matter. 
What Mould even the most ignorant man now living think, if he tiere tohl, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to be stolen from the stores of the Giand Signior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the lules of art, it. would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey'! Well, there was a time when tlie belief of 
such an influence in powder was far more prevalent than that ot the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and foitune is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, ate merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, ol course, without any power of thinking and acting as whole— 
though they may have diifeient classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the eaith has ; and it may be, that while we are fiighlening 
ourselves with ihe changing phases of the moon, the people on tlist luminary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. But bod ie.s placed at so gieat a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
saving (hat of gravitattonj and light and heat, which will, of course, change with 
every change of position and distance. As, if Ihe moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer “ up,*’ or above the horizon, to us in the'^e noitliern latitudes; 
if it be neai to the sun, on the eastern side, it will shine in the early pait of the 
ntf^ht ; if it be near, on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night ; 
if t( be directly opposite to the sun. it will, if just as far north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise ; if it be farther north, it will rise before the sun sets, 
and set after the sun imps if south of the sun, it will rise after sunset, and set 
before sunrise and if it be in the same part of the sky with respect to east and 
as (he sun, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, and not 
\b^^8^en, unless u he also in ilie same pan oUhe sky with regard to north and 
8 i^U;Uj; and in that rase il will come, in whole or in part* beivieen the earth and 
^h^'sua, according as their places are exactly or only ne«riy the same, and oeoa- 
uMit a totah, or ft partial eclipse of the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
t^l^rd to shape and time of appearance, take place in eveiy lunar month, from 
pftfi new moon to another. All tha variations, of appears ncis. eclipses and other 

a inena;tficur in a period of ahoul nineteen years; and any of them may be

expeiinfittuti Take an orange oi an ap{}\e» or any ihing round, ant! hold it in your 
lelt hand between you and liie cand e, only as tar to the lelt aa that the light will 
shine on a part ot it to the shape o( a new muon. This moon may be much 
narrower or bioader, acocoiding as you hold it nearer or lurther from the line 
between you .md ihe candle. Jl you hold ii just as high as ihe candle, the line of 
the points will be upright ; if you move it higher the candle, the line- will lean 
backwaids, moie and moie as it is raised; ami it you move it down lowet lhan the 
andie, the line will lean forward, more aud more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculianiies of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
» those who are igiioiant of Ihe causes aie, “ the haivest moon,” in Septem* 

otTrrv^d the hunter’s moon,” jti March; the foirner ol which, when near the 
full, risi:i\for seveia! nijrliU at nearly the same hour, and the letier, at the same 
age, IS equity lemarlcahle tor the ilifleieoce Imtwe^n the times of Us rising. The 
moon move^ nearly to ihe same distance fiom me ‘■un every day, but it moves in 
a path, the one-h||H ol which is niueli neater ilie north lhan the other; and this 
IS the case also with the apparent annual path oi lUe sun ; that luminary appear* 
ing niuch nearer to the norih in summer than in winter, 'rhus, wlien the Imoon is 
moving north want at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the honzon northward, 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
pioaches to the horizon, earlier. The lull moon can he in the foimer 

position only in Septembi^nr Ociober, and in the latter in March or April ; and 
huB the harvest and hunter’s moons are, occasioned. 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance ; they are all to li« 
explained upon the simple fads oi the motions of the muon aud the earth; and, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which supersti* 
tiun, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more remote from the earth than the moon ie, and 
having little difference in their appearances, saving what arises from Ihcir own 
motions and that of the eai ill round the tun, have little about ihem that claims 
attciiiiun, as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes ol the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the corofoit or the oidinary pur«iutts of mankind, tliey have none whatever; and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearances and moUous may very properly 
be left to the study of astronomy. 

Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of the nnnua) appearances of the 
Bun~ihat grand squise of light, and life, and enjoyment, to all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
Jinuch knowledge of geography and astronomy it may not be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising fiom the real 
rotation of the earih. When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball, 
i!» made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it^ although 
there may be no mark upon jt. one can easily peiceive that there U ond point in 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all ihe rest turns, just as a wheel 
turns upon an axle ; and if one could see it from below, there would be found a 
similar point in the middle of the under part, round which the wtiole would bo 
seen to lurn. '1 b«,8e two jfred points would be the poles of the ball or orgnee ; and 
' it we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to th« other, that lino 
would be the (ixiso/ rotatfen* The earth turns round ft om- west to east every

The second point will be the veinal equinox^ equti day aid night in the 
spring, and in the quarto (torn thence to the thud point the days in the northcin 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours and the nights Uss. 

1 he thud point will be the midsummer oi longest day, in ihe noilhern hemis- 
phere, and in the quaiter fiom that to the fouith point, the day will be again moie 
than twelve hours and the night less 

*!he fourth point will be the autumnal equinox •-equal day and night 
autumn, and in the quarter from thence to the point at which we suppose 1 the 
earth to set out ihc day will be, aetu the quaitcr first noticed, less tiun twelve 
hours, and the night moie.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS. — Accounts are kept here in Rupees, with their subdi* 
visions, Annas and Pie; Pie make 1 Anna; 16 Annas I Rupee. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasipnally coined, but the greatbulk of the currency is silver. 

There are various kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal, 
whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominations 
are the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base uieial, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coming 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom ofein* 
ploying shroffs or money-changers, vvbose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one these shroff's, he eiamines them piece by piece, ar^ 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Company's Rupees, 
Siccas aodSonauts; and this done, the values in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth ;.8o that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Crore, 100 Lacs or,, 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in tlioV 
foregoing examples.

If the salary do not exceed 2,400 rupees per mensem, oiie*eighth for first 
year, and one-sixlh for tbe second year. 

If the salary of officer be not more than 600 rnpees per mepsem, no deduc- 
tion shall be made for the fiist year ; and if it be only so much more, that the 
p^yjfCfibcd deduction at the rate one-eigiuh would reduce the aijowaiioe drawn 
to Use than 600 rupees per mi n8ern,>,oiily so much shall be c!edui]ted os will 
reduce the salary drawn to 500 rupe\,s per mifiisem., After (t)e first year, of 
dednciion of onc-eigiuh shali bemade from the salary of ibeoffi .ers referred 
to iti this rule. 

2. After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceasps, civil 
argrvants who obtain an extension of leave, will draw the subsistence 
al^ewuucc of tl^ rank only, but no such servant, absent on leave, on account 
of sickness, shall draw a less allowance as a civil servant out of employ, than 
tl^t of a junior merchant, uz. Sa. Us. 224 per mensem. 

,fi. The mexlmum, periled of .which any civil servant shall' be allowed (o 
draw the salary of office, or any part thereof, is two years from the date of em- 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
viU be vacant and liable to be filled by fresh appointment. Civil' servsois who 
may so overstay the period of two years, provWvd they obtain an exieiMion of 
I^ve, and account to the satisfaction of tbe Government to which they are at- 
tached, fur the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 

J ^stence aliuwance of a servant of their rank, subject to the exception 
Ve specified in favor of junior servunfs; but if they conlinue ai’Sent in 
[bedience of un order to return, ur without Buffieient cause shown, that 
wanes also will b« forfeited^ 

, 4. Civil Seri’anls absent on leave, on aocount of sickness duly certiB&d, if 
ptdcsed to England without returning to their presidency, may, bb 
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heretofore, apply to be admittpd to ftirlouuh by the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, and t!ip furlou^li will, in such cases, take effect from the date fu 
teavini^ their presidency, consequently the allowances of office that may have 
l-een drawn by themselves or their a^tents, after their departure, must, in that 
case, be re^adjusted, and the dlift’reQce re-funded. 

5. Cii/it Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of the act 
above referred to, an i to draw their allowances while absent on account of 
sickness under the above rules, 'trill be required to give security in sneh amount 
as 'may be rt-qaired by the Govcrnhicnt for the refund of anyjexcess that may 
be drawn, either by accents at the presidency or by themselves, is case of their 
proceeding to Europe on Furlough, or otherwise coming under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be (rranted to* any Civil Servant who has been 
absent beyond sea for two years, until three years after the date of return 
fromsr’tt; but if a Civil Servant is compeilcl by aickness to proceed to sea 
attain within this period, after having been absent less than two years, he wilt 
be allowed to complete that period, drawing the proportion of salary allowed 
for the remaining time, as if the leave had been continuous.

7. Military officers employed in the civil department and drawing a ciul 
allowance, are entitled, in common with officers holding staff situntioiis in the 
military department, to draw the military pay and allowances of their rank 
while absent at sea, on leave under medical certitleate, and likewise one-half

8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period not exceeding 
two years from the date wlivn the vessel in’- which sucti officers embark roiiy 
leave the presidenuy or other port of departure; and the civil situation held 
by any officer who shall not retura within that period, shall be considered 
vacant. 

1). The rules for furnishing medical certificates and for regulating the 
f orms and manner of drawing military aMowatrees during absence on leave, 
have been laid down in Qciicral Order«^^.r the Military Department. 

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave beyond sea, 
under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil salary which they are 
permitted to draw by those rales, In like inuhner, as is provided for Civil 
8ervants proceeding to sea on medical certificate. But it Is ht^reby provided, 
that Civil allowtfhcds shall not be drawn by a military officer under this rule, 
after the (late of departure beyond sea, unless security shall have been pre* 
viuusly given in such amount as may be fixid by Qoveroment.^

17. A Member of the pilot service, absent under the above rules, may, provid- 
ed ha forwards renewed medical certificates every six moDths« as reqalred in the 
preceding rulp^continoe absent from India, for a total period not exceeding two 
years, drawing during absence the allowances stated, either tbroogh his agent, 
at Calcutta, or by bill signed in the pereence ofa Magistrate at the place 
where he may be residing, and certified to be so signed on the date specified. 
The bills may be drawn in duplicate, and will be payable to the order of thft 
pilot, provided, however, that no pilot shall be allowed to benefit by this pro* 
vision, tinleis he shall give secnrity to such amount as may be prescribed bjr 
government to cover any re-fonds to wifich he may become liable in case of 
proceeding to Europe or of over-receipt by agents. 

18. Any member of the pilot service who shall be absent beyond sea for 
8 period exceeding two years, shall, from the date of the expiration of the 
two years, be considered as suspended from the service. It will remain to be 
decided upon his return at any subsequent date, whether he sh-tll be restored 
or not, according as be shall be able to satisfy the marine board end go- 
vernment, that he used all possible exertions to return within tbc time fixed, 
but failed to do so from eausea beyond bis control. 

10. Under the authority of the provisions eontained in the latter part 
of clanse 1. Act I. Victoria, cap. 47, it is farther provided, in respect to

The case of sucli 
persons has been considered by the President in Connell, to require a oeip 
rule, wbicb. under the ter me of.the eet. requires to be submitted for the con- 
firmation of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, before it can take effect, 
Jt is accordingly declared, that the security to be given by servants as the 
condition of their drawing allowances while absent from tbeir presidency, 
mast provide for the case of such retirement, and the servants must bind 
themselves to re- fund the whole of the allowances so drawn, in ease of tbeif 
resignatloB and departure for Europe without return to their presideDcy, 
provided, that the new rules to be established, should require such re*fund.

V^aBRBAS by an act passed in (he fifth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, entitiiled an act^ to make further re- 
55 O. 3. c. no. gulations for the reghtry of ships ,huilt in lr>dla, it was enact- 
ed, that nothiog in that or in the therein-recited acts or in any other act contain *

Act 'N o. XIX. Dated Decesiiieu 18, 1847. 

An Act to walte certain Amendments in the Articles of War for the Govern'- 
•merit of the Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the 
Jinst India Company. 

Wherpas it is expedient to make certain Arnendmenta in the Articles of War 
pTo\ided by Act XX. of 1845, to||the Government of the Native Otticers and 
Soldiers in the Military Service of the East India Company, and for the Adini- 
nlstiotion of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden on such Officers and 
Soldiers : 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that from and after the Hirst day of 
Match 1848, the Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 1845, are repealed. 

n. And it is enacted, that the following Articles of War shall from and 
after the said day be the Articles of War for the Governnient of the said Native 
Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the said Company, and for the 
Administration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden on such Officers and. 
Soldiers. Provided always that all crimes and o(fence.s committed af^airiat the 
Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 184 > aforesaid may be inquired of and 
punished in like manner as if they had neen committed af^ainst the Articles o? 
War hereby provided} and that eVery Warrant for holding any Court Martial 
under the Articles of Wat provided by the Act XX. of 1845 aforesaid shall 
remain in full force notwithstanding the repeal of such Articles; and that all 
proceedings of any Court Martial upon any trial begun utidor such Articles, 
shall not be discontinued by the repeal of the same.

Summonifi/j Witnesses jiot amenable to these Aiticle. 

Article 90 —In all cases where persons required as witnesses before a Court 
Martial, may not he amenable to Militarv Law, the tudue Advocate or Com- 
mandirnr OHiccr shall transmit ii the Magistrate within whose iurisdiction the 
witness may reside, his summons for the sftendunce of such perBon, and the 
Magistrate sbali cau^c the witness to be duly summoned. 

Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 

Article 100.~For the prompt and instant repression of all irregularities 
and crimes which m ly be committed by Troops in the Field aud on the Line of 
ftfareli, Provost IMaishals siiwU be appointed by the Ommnnde4 in Chief, and 
their powers sliall be regulated according to the established Usages of War and 
Bulas of the Service ; llietr duties are to take rharce of Prisoners confined for 
ofionces of a general description ; to preserve good Order and Discipline ; to 
proyeiit Breaches of both, by Soldier and Followers of tbs Armv. and to punish 
on the spot, on the same day. those wiiora they nia\ find iu the luainediate act ot 
committing Rreiichesof good Order and Military Discipline ; Provided, that the 
punishment ho limited to the necessity of the case, and ahall accord with the 
O^irs which the Provost Marshals may from time to time receive from the 
effin^mander of the Forces in the Field, and that vrhstevermay he the crime, the 
ProvQit Marshal or his Assistant shall, 4iee the ofiVnder commit the act, for 
which summory punishroent may he inflicted, or it the Provost Marshal or 
his Assistant anould not see the offender actually commit that crime, but that 
sufficient proof can lie established of tPe nflVnder*s guilt, a Report shall he made 
to the Commander ot the Army in the Field, who is hereby em mWeiMl to deal 
with the case as he may deem most conducive to the maintenance of good Order 
and Military Discipline. The duties of Provost Marshals being limited to the 
pnitishfoent of offenders wh<fm they may detect in the actual commission of any 
crime* the General Commanding the Forces in the Field will cause them to 
PKArnisse the powers entrusted to them In such manner and|iuider such cireuinstan* 
eei as he may consider host calculated to prevent and Instantly to represy crimes 
Injurious to the Discipline of the Bast India Company’s Army and the Public 
Berviof. 

Trial by European Courts Partial. * ’ 

A*ikU 101 4 — At any Presidency where the Native Tfopos hnvc hithnrto 
beait anthorlasd to claim to be tried by European Courte Martial, every persona 
iHidhible to lUhsc Articles of War, and wlm may be under ordera for trial by 
a Oaart Marital, shall have 4 he right to claim to be tried by BurOgean Officers; 
and ihould Im make such claim, the Conrt, whether Oeneral» District, or Qarrllon, 
or BagimeilAI, shall be oomposed of Boropatn Cofumlssloned QfBeers, and the 
noMber of Wombers and the proceedings shall be goveraOd in all respects by the 
ptwvliloas of these Artlejesa

Effects of the Dead. 

* Article !0*3.— When any or SoMier, or any person rpeolvintr pnb?f<S . 

pav (Iriuvn by any Oflkier in eharsare of a Public Oepartrncict bel^^'^dinsf t-' Hie 
Arrnv, may liin, or be killed in the servioe, the Comniaridinji Ollicer of the 
Rpuiinent or Party, or Otficer in charae of the Department, shall, if n - Heir or 
Executor be present, sttciue his Effects, and direct an inventory thereof to he token, 
a duplicate of which is to be lodged in the Office of ‘he Adjutant, or Officer in 
chart^e of the Deparfmeiit. 

* Article lO’i.— It tliere be no Ilpir or Executor on fho spoty the Effeets are ", 
to he publifily sold; tha Co ram a riding: Officer of the Ilf'^riment or Party, or 
Officer in charije of the DepaJtment, after disclmrgrini; tlie debts of the deceasad, 
viz. the expense of Funeral Ceremonies, hi|. Debts in Camp Quarters, ami 
Kegi nental Debts of every description, shall account for the residue to the Heir ^ 
or Heirs declared by Will, whether written or verbal, or nomin uted in the Betri- 
mental Register, or in failure of such to the leual repre'^entative of the deceased; 
and in the event of no Executor, Heir, or other representative, of the deraaed . 
attending and establiahing his claim within twelve moiths from the date of tlia 
(ffosualty, the amount in the hands of the Officer having charge of the Estate, 
is to be remitted to the General Treasury at the Presidency.

Provided always, that It shall ha 
lavvlui forihr Governor General in Council in his executive capacity, to direct 
that (he Troops, or any part (hereof o£ any Presidency, whilst serving without 
the limit® of such presidency shall continue under the orders and authority of 
t'*e Commander in Ehiel, or Cominandiiig Offi erofthe Forces of the Presidency 
to which they Vielongfor all purooses of these Articles. ^ f

Provided always, that after, a Soldier 
shall have been fou id guilty by a Court Martial of any military offmee, such 
Court Martial shall iuquire into and receive evidence of any previous convict ion of 
such Soldier before a Court Martial or a Court of Justice, and shatl enquire into 
the general character of such Spldier; for the purpose of aifixingtlie punishment to 
which he is liable to be sent<^nced for tiie offence of which he has been so found 
guilty. 

Provided that no such evidence shall in any case be received until the Court 
aha) t have Ascertained that such Soldier had previously to his trial received notice 
of the intention to produce such evidence on the same. And it is hereby directed 
t^t such notice shall ba uiv^n to all Soldiers previous to trial. 

* Article no.— No Non-Commissioned Otfieer shall be Reduced to the ranks 
but by the sentence of a Court Martial, or by order of the Commander in Chiefof 
the Presidency to which tht^ Offender shall belong. Provided that no Non-Com^ 
missioned Otficer shall be Reduced to the ranks for any llmitqd period ; nor Su9< 
pended troro his rank ; nor Reduced from a higher to a lower grade of Non-Com* 
missioned Otficer; nor sentenced to suffer Corporal Panishment or Imprisonment, 
without being first Reduced to the ranks. 

*Afticle 111.— Any Oflicer or Soldier thinking hiraselF wronged by the Su- 
perior or the other Otficer is to complain thereof of the Commanding Otficer of 
h a Troop or Company, by whom if the grievance be not redressed, such Officer, 
Non-Commissioned Officer, or Soldier, may Comphdn to the Commanding Offi- 
cer of bis Regiment, who is hereby required to examine into such co>oplaint, nr 
rimit it to his superior BUtliority as the circumstances may require; but if the. 
complaint should appear to be frivolous or groundless, the party preferring it 
shall be liable to be punished according to the sentence of a General or other 
Court Martial in manner hereinbefore mentioned ; provided that such offender 
shall not be liable to be sentenced to Dismissal, nor to suffer Corporal Puninli- 
ment or Imprisonment with bard labour.

vice, he shall be entitled to receive ei.ther the whole, or such portion of his arrears 
cf pay and allowances as the Government of tlie Presidency to whicli he may 
belong shaitdetermine, after the opinion or finding of such Court Martial shu i 
have been confirmed by the Commafider in Ohief. . every Officer or Soldier

Mode of dealing toith offences not Military.

' Article lU.-^In&ll places within the jarisdioticn of any Civil Jnilicaturp, 
estabiisLed by appointment of Her Majesty or of the said Company, Otticers and 
Soldiers accused of capital ciimes, or of violence, or of offences aj^ainat person 
and property, punishable by such Civil Judicature, shall be delivered over to a 
]Maai?trate to be proceciied auainst accordin«r to Law. 

And all Officers a ltd Soldiers are lie.eby required to assist the Officers of 
Justice in apprehending and securing any person so accused. 

Crimes to be tried by Court Martial where no regular Criminal 
tribunals exist. 

Article 115. ■—In any place within the limits of the Charter of the East In- 
dia Company, whither in or out of the British Territories, where there may be 
no Civil Judicature appointed by Her Majesty «r the said i'qmpanv for the trial 
of persons accused of offences ordinurialy cognizable by Civil Tiihunals, such 
offences when committed by Officers or Soldiers shall be cognizable by Courts 
Martial. 

Article 116,— General Courts Martial shall have cognizance ordinarily, of 
offences punishable with the Death; 

Transportation for Life ; 

1 in prison merit for Life;

Detachment, or Line Courts Martial, shall hove 
OngQizauce, ordinarily, of offences punishable with Imprisonment for a period 
not exceeding six calandar {months, and, by special order, of offences ordinarily 
cognizable by District, or Garrison Courts Martial, with power to sentence per- 
soiis' convicted of such off'euces to Imprisonmuiit fora period not exceectiog six 
calctiidar months. ^ 


General Courts Martial. 

Punishment of Death. 

Article 1 ’9 —Any officer nr Soldier who shall be convicted by a General 
Court Martial of the crime of " Murder’* shall be sentence to suffer Death by 
being hanged by the neck until he be dead.

Shall be sentenced by such ('ourt to suffer Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour for any period not exceeding three years. 

REGIMENTAL, DETACHMENT, OR LINE COURTS MARTIAL. 

Offences punishable by Imprisonment not exceeding six months. 

Article 145.— It shall be competent to any Officer having authority to 
convene a Court Martial, to cause otfendem, not being Commissioned Officers, ac- 
cused of any of the offences specitifd in the preceding Articles of M'ar, for which 
no punishment exceeding Imprisonment with Hard Labour for three years is 
therein provided, to be tried before Regimental, or Detachment, or Line Courts 
Maittal, and any such Court shall have power, on conviction, to sentence any such 
offender to suffer Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour for any period not 
exceeding six calendar months.

Ai'ticle 158.— The Regulations at present in force at any Presidency, by 
which tlie office and powers ot Ooinmisbariat Officers, or Officers in charge of the 
police, or Superintendents or Bazars, are defined and ooritrouled; or by wliicli 
PuQchayets are constituted and guided; or by whicti juris iction is given to 
Courts Mai tiat over offences committed by persons amenable to the Artulesot 
War, within certain limits beyond or around Caiitonments ; are hereby declared 
to be ill full force, and the same shall coutiime to be observed at the several 
Presidencies respectively.

Act No. XXL Dated December 18, 1847, 

An 4ct for the vnprovemmt of the Administration of Justice and despatch 
of Business in the Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay,

Business of the said Court, at the same time when the other Judges or Judge, 
as the case may be, of the said Court shall be sitting for the despatch of Business 
in the said Supreme t/ourt, and that all Proceedings wliatever so had by and '

And whereas it is of the most essential importance that all the inha- 
bitants of the said Town should be supplied with good and wh'-lesotuc water tor 
drinking and for domestic purposes to the utmost extent that the local and other 
circunistances of the said Town will permit, and especially that the poorer 
iuliabitauts thereof should be so supplied with water ; and whereas snpplit s of * 
water are also required for the elficient and wholesome cleansini; and watering of 
th'^ streets, and cleansing the main and other sewers and < rains which may be 
constructed or maintained under the provisions o( tliis Act : 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall at the same time cause their 
said S)iirveyor to report upon the existing supplies of water in the said Town, the 
euilicicncy or iiisiiificienc^ of such supply for all tthe several purposes aforesaid, 
and the healtiifui or palatable quality as water for drinking of every description 
of water so supplied, or which the said Surveyor shall recommend in future to ba 
supplied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his report upon this latter 
subject the said Commissioners shall cause such water or waters to be analysed 
and reported on by competent (Tiemists and Medical men, and the said Surveyor 
shall also state in his report from what point on the River Hooghly, North of 
Calcutta, water in sufiicient quantity can be conveyed into the Town for the

any Court of Law or Equity for recovering any sum of money or valoahila thing 
alleged to be won on any wager, or entrusted to any person to abide the event, . ^

II. The several Courts of Justice established by Royal Cliarter, instead of/;,, 
directing an issue to be tried on a feigned wager for ascertaining any disputetH 
fact, in the exercise as well of the Equity or Admiralty or any other Jansdlctioti 
as of the common Law Jurisdiction ot the l ourt, may Hsne summonses to wif^-';^ 
nesses and cause them to be examined oral y in open Court as witnesa^s in 
cause; and the wiihesses so summoned shall be bound to attend and glaa tiiejp/^^ 
evidence in the sama manner, and under the like penalties for neglect virdisobe- / 
dience, or for giving false evidence, as any witness duly surnmonitd to give 
evideace according to the practice of the Court before the paaftln;^ af thb Act.

An Act to simplify Indictments for Forgery. 

ForWtter^nvnidin^ the failure of jastiee in Crtuiinal pruceeding^ for Forgery, 
J 4 is enacted as fallows ; . 

]. In Hiiy mfprmafion or Indictment laid or brought in the Courts establish- 
ed by Royal Charter, for forcinir, or in any inariner ntiering, any torjrert iristni- 
ment or writing, it shall not be needeil to set forth any exact copy thereof; but 
It shall be enough to describe sneh forced iiistruruant or writing, in' such manner, 
as would sustain an indictment for stealing it.

An Act to amend a Clerical Error in Act No. XXV. 1840. 

For remedy of a Clerical Error in Act No. XXV. 1840, It is enacted as 
follows;

.' XXV. 1840, sball be liable to the punishment therein provided lor such olFence, 
on conviction thereof before any Magistrate.

An Act for providing for the ea'ercise of certain potcers hy the Goi'crnor 
General during his absence from the Council of India. 

Whereas it is expedient that the Gf>\prrior OenerHl siiould vi^it the North 
Western Provinces and other parts of India unaccompanied by any Member of 
the Council of India, it is enacted as follows : 

I. During the ahaenee of fhe Governor General from the Council of India, 
it shall be lawful for the Governor General alone to exercise all the powers which 
may he exercised hy the Governor General in Council except such powers as may 
by a Resolution of the Governor General in Council be exercised by the Presi- 
dent in Council during the absence of the Governor General, and except the 
power of making Laws and Regulations 

II. This Act shall commence from the day on which it shall he notified by 
Rn Or,(|er publishi^d in the Ofiiciai Gazette, that the Governor General has quitted 
Calcutta for the purpose of so proceeding ns aforesaid. 


Act No. XXV. Dated Nov. 25, 1848. 

An Act for E€.^toration of the Jagheer of HunganapilJy. 

Whereas, by Act X 1843, the administration of justice and collection of the 
yevenue in the districts of Kurnool and Bunganapilly were vested in an Agent 
appointed by the Governor of Fort St, George in Council ; and it is now deemed 
expedient to restore the Jagheer of Bunganapilly, to he holden hy the Jagbeer- 
dar, subject to the same conditions and reservations us heretofore, it is enacted 
as follows; 

1. On the First day oD January 1849, the authority of the Agent of the 
i|;^43oVernor of Fort St. George, appo nted under Act X. 1843, shail cease as to ibe 
^district of Bunganapilly; and no Agent shall thereafter be appointed for Bun- 
ganapUly nnderthat Act. 

If* Alllawful proceedings of the said Agent end his Assistants before the 
aaid First day of January sslialt stand good. 

JIT, The Foojdaree Adavrlut and Sudder Adawhit shall continue to have 
and sxErcIse the same jurisdiction respectively as to criminal trials referred by 
the Agent before the said First day of January, and as to appeals from any decree 
made hy the Agent before the said First day of January, as if his authority had 
not ceased in the said district; and their iudgments and orders shall be executed 
Sn the spme manner. 

JfV. When the Agent shall have duly acconnted to the Governor of Fort 
. St George in Council, for al| monies received and paid hy him in ins adminisira^ 
/ lion of the revenues of the said Jagheer, and shall have received, hy order of 
^ the said Governor in Council, a discharge in full of all claims against liirii for 
l^nch dll ministration, neither he nor any of his Assistants Shall he liable to give 
Wnnx farther necount, or to be otiesiioned for the same or any part thereof in any 

^'^urtof .loetfce. 

V. Nothing in this Act contained shall be deemed to waive or abate any 
part of the paramount authority and coniroul of the East , India Company over 
the s^||^isirict|i or of the Sovereign authority of the British Rovernment.

He slinli also 
be examined in moral philosophy, and in the evidences of the Christian religion as 
Bet forth in the winks of Fa ey. 

It is however, to be onders’ood, that supeiior attainments in one of the de- 
liartuienia of literature or science, compiiaed m the foregoing plan of examination, 
efiall, at the disoretidn of the examineis, be considered to cornpen.'mte for cornpa- 
lative deficiency in other qualification'i ; and also that Iho examination shall he so 
conducted as to give to each candidate reasonable time to prepare himself fur the' 
said examination, • 

A student publicly expelled (he college will not be admitted into the coiii- 
pany's civil or military service of India or into the company's Military Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a writer in the company’s service whose age is 
less than eighteen or more than twenty three years, nor until he shall havq resided 
two terms at least, in the college, and shall have obtaiut'd a certificate signed hy 
the principal of bis having conformed himself lo the statutes and regulations of 
the college. 

On a studenFs appointment to be a Writer after he haa left the college, a legal 
inatrnwent is to be entered into hy some one person (to he approved by the Court 
of Directors) binding himself to pay the sum of ^15,000 as liquidated damages. 
In the company, for breach of a covenant to he entered into by the student's numt 
nation bath not been >n any yvay bought, or sold, or exchanged fur any thing con- 
terlilde into a f ecnniaiy benefit. 

The rank of studi n(s leaving th? college is determined by the certificate of the 
principal, wliicli is granted with lefeience to the industry, pioficieucy, and general 
good bebiivioui of the stndfnts,

N.B. file students are to prdvide themselves wUh proper academical habits, 
RECKONING OF TIME PASSED IN COLLEGE. 

The East India Comniany having established a college in England, for the 
appropriate education of young men desigoed^^ior their ci\il service in India, it wilP 
be therefore espedient that, under certain ciicnnistances, the time spent by such 
young men in the said cullegu after they shall have attained the age of 17 years^ 
entitles themlto the same privileges as they would have been entitled to, .if they 
had been resident such time in India, and it has been euaoted that all time nut 
exceeding two years, as shall be bona spent in college, in the regular course 
of such education, by any person, after they shall respectively have attained the 
age of 17 years, provided they shall spend, either before or after 17 

years of age, two years at least, in the said college regular course of such edilcatlop 
and shall afterwards go to India, in the civil service of the said company, shnll bo 
appointed to the oflSces, places, and appointments, which such persons are entitled 
to be appointed to, and to hold, as so luurihtime actually spent in India.' 


- JSxtract from a public General Letter from the Ilon'ble the Court of 
Uircctors dated the l%th June IblO, 

Par. 20. We perceive by the abstract of the Act of the 53d cf the present 
majesty, chap. 155, annexed to your list of civil servants, dated 31st May, 15J4, 
tliat according to yonr construction ol that aet, a civil servant may now, upon hia 
arrival in India, receive ;C50O a year, but this is most assuredly a mistake, the act 
ahoveiTientioned has shortened the period'two years, which it was required previ- 
ously to the passing of that act, for a servant to have resided in India to enable 
him to receiv.e more than 1,500, 3,000, or 4,000 pounds a yeaV ; but it has not 
shortened the period which it was required previously thereto, for a 'servant to 
lia\e resided as abuvemeiilioned, to enable him to .receive more than £500 a year ; 
coDseqneutly that remains the same as it w^a before the act of the 53d was passed, 
namely three years. Allowing, with respect to the servants educated at Hertford 
college, the time not exceeding two years, passed in that institution after they wero 
seventeen, to be considered as time passed in India, and this will be your 
guide in future. 

And whneas, by'virlne of an act passed in the forty’seventh year of the reign 
of his said late Majesty, nil such time as shall be bona fide spent in the college 
established in Eiigian<i by the East India Company, for the education of tbeir civil 
servants by any person after they shall lespeetiveiy have attained the age of seven- 
teen years, is acnounted as to certain offices, places and employments, which such 
persons are entitled to hold in India, as so much time actually spent in India, pro- 
vided that such persons shall, either before or after seventeen years of age* spend 
two years at least in the said college; and whereas it is expedient, that the 
privilege so granted, stvonld, under certain circumstaDces, be extended to young 
men, who may have spent less .time than two years in regular course of education

FourtJh If the applicruions received by Govein.iunl before the list ^'o- 
vombcr of any year, shoulil not equal in iiuiubcr, tji^ available furloughs cal- 
culated a:i dbove, the same may be taken by servants pithcr on sick certificate 
or otherwise at any time of the year following, until the number shall be cmri- 
plcte. When it may be so, further certificates on account of lapsing furltuighs 
shall not be granted, except on the applications being ;iccompanied by sick cer- 
tificates ; the lapses in the course of the year being reserved to meet the de- 
mands of the service according to the principle laid down by the Ilonovable Court 
of Directors, that is, with due prelcrence to cases of sickness and to seniority. 

Adverting (21) to the inconvenience likely to aiise both to the Government 
and to the jVf embers of the civil service, from the withdiawing of applications 
for furlough after they have been granted, th^ Governor General in (,'onncil lias 
been pleased to determine, that henceforward, any civil sci vaut who sliall with- 
draw his application for furlough after the same has been granted shall be eon-

Suhsi^tOnce aiiowance is citargeahle only so long ns the officer may rernnin 
within India limits by express or implied permission of the governor of his own 
presidency, nnd without any official employment. U ceases whenever thiQfflfe limits 
are passed ; nor is it regained or resnioed until return to India in the actual service 
of the E. 1. company. / 


TOWELLING ALLOWANCES ^ 

By an order of government, general df^nitment, dated 2nd October J 

tmveHing allowance was restricted to cases of joining a first appointment and the 
same riila was extended to chaplains, medical and other officers. That rule has 
exceptions however in special cases under authority from an order of government. 

Iimior officers having ondc drawn the allowance for a near station on the first* 
trip, have. been considered entitled to a further allowance on removal, when not at 
tiieir own wish, hnt by exnress order of government, thence to a remoter station* 
But if Mr A. B draws travelling allowance for Midiiapoie. and not liking that 
station after reaching it requests to be sent on to Onltaclc, lie will not receive any 
travelling allowance for the distance between Midnapore and Cuttack. 

By (1 resolution daled Juno 18;10, the civil Auditor was directed to fix the 
rates of travelling allowance wUli reference to the rates in use at the post office* 
They were signified at 8 annas per mile with exception to the Hellil nnd Oude dis** 
tricfs where (lie charge was 12 annas, and in the .luanpore division one rupee. 

These rates generFilIy goveined the grant of travelling nllovvaiice. and were 
calculated by a table of distances printed by the post master geneial which also 
gave tlie adilitional charges made for certain routes direct from Ca'culta, the cross 
distances also were ascertained hy special anplication to the same antliorily. Since 
(he publication of captain Taylor’s T.ibies, however the distances exhibited thereia, 
have been adooted. 

The time for travelling from one (o another stalion had also been regulated 
by allovying one day for every ten inileH of such diHlauces, and a week (or 7 days) 
over and above such computed time. A delay beyond which involved forfeiture 
of salary, . * r 

By (he more recent rules of 'rfidi January last, other periods are assigned of 
one, two and three months for 300, 600. Sre, miles^^on exceeding vvliich the loss uf 
salary and hy a month more that ol office t«ke.s place. 

By these rules 8 annas per mile by Taylor's polyfuefrical distances is the 
general allowoiice made when due under their specific provisiorn. Thi* advau^ 
■lage has been extended to civil servants out of employ, when deputed to act at a 
distance, and they are allowed a charge at the same rate as that sanctionpd in the 
caae of a first appointment. The charge however is now to be made after the 
performance of the journey- 

Covenanted officers ami otheis employed in the interior of their owndistricts on 
settlement and police duties draw a travelling allowance at the rate of Rs. 5 (ler 
diem npoh the rountersign of commissioners of divisions and the sopierintendent 
of the police, provided their other allowance do not exceed 23,000 Rs. per aiioain,

HAILBYBURT RANK. 

The Act passed in the 10th year of Geo. IV. oap. Ifth extended the privL 
leges granted by the Act 47th of' Geo. HI, cap. 68 in favor, of young men who mar , 
have spent a less time than twP years in the college eatablishment in England, ana^ , 
enacted ' that all anch time not exceeding two years bona-fide spent in that col- 
lege after the age of 17 yeara, on proceeding to India, aball be acoounted ay time 
spent in India, in tegard to ot^es, plaoes.and employments, which spob persona 
are entitled to be appointed to hold, the salaries, perquisites, and emolumento;

' .To the above may be added an article which h«fl appeared in the 'East 
India Register* of recent date, 'The rank of students leaving the college is 
determined by the certificate of the orincipal such Rank to t>ke effect only in the 
event of the students proceeding to India, ntiich in six months after they aie so 
ranked. 

N, B.—The order of Rank is now settled by the hon’ble conrt and the 
Oovernments of India are informed hy penodiral commnnications specifying the 
names of W riters, the period passed after the age of seventeen, the date of the 
^ court's order and that of sailing for India, with a referr*ncs for Rank to the certifi* 

. nates held by the individuals respectively. These data however do not appear to 
iodiente any change in the mode previously adopted of computing seniority by 
Rctnal service with an allowance of time passed in college in England. ^ 

' Temporary absence nnder the furlongli rules does not interfere with the com^ 
pntntion of original rank or senioiity in the service, unless such absence be pro* 
longed beyond five yenrs ; in which case restoration become necessary. Hence 
nil the period of non-residence incidental to those rules or not exceeding five years 
at any one time is inclnded in that of seniority. 

Temporary absence from the presidenev to which the officer belongs, with the 
express leave of the Oovernnient of India, limited by rnle'to two years is likewise 
included in the period of seniority, or so long as he may continue witliin the geo- 
graphical limits of snch leave. Hut any absence without such leave must be held 
prejhdicial to rank ns also eVeiy refusal to renew the term thereof. 

Withdrawn! from the service hy a Civil Servant joining any mercantile concern 
or firm has been held a relinquishment, or surrender of the origihai as well as the 
local appointment, and all rank in the service ceases thence forward. Such 
sorirender involves a necessity of formal Restoration by the anthorities at Home. 
Upon snch restoration the loss of rank would follow unless it be made express 
' without prejudice’ to it 

Siispenstoo or removal from the service affects rank nnder Che provisions of 
Act 53d of Geo. HI. sec. 83, which enacted, that * no restoration by the hon'ble 
court of any servant so suspended or removed by the authority of the presidencies 
and' Governments in the East Indies, shall be valid or.etfeotiial without the appro- 
bation and consent of the hoard of commissioners for the afiuirs of India ’ Upon res- 
. toralisn, seniority would equally in this as in the preceding case be governed by 
like express terms of the order granting it.

''The transfer of a civil servant from one sister .presidency to another (which 
has sometimes taken place under the old rules) 

See Buis Srd July* 1795, has aiven rank from the day of the first arrival, 
GenL DeptAst jPeA, 1807. of the season of Lis own eppointroeot, and the 
same governs the case of a military officer who 

is appointed by a civil rnnvenant. 

The transfer of the civil servants of the late China and St. Helena establish- 
ments of the oompany was provided for by the act 3id and 4ih of the last reign* 
c. 85 Sec. 11.3, which enacted (hat a civil servant of the rompanv employed in the 
factory of Canton, or in (be Island of St. Helena shall be capable of taking and 
holding any office in any presidency or establishment on the Indian territories 
which he would Imve been capable of taking rmd holding, it he had been a civil 
servant uf such Presidency or on such Gstahlishiiient doling the same time as be 
shall have been in the service of the said oompany. 

The preliminary order of the hoo’ble court bearing date (he 97th December 
1833, assigned to the China civil servants (heir rank on (he Bengal Establishment, 
from the date of their respective first appointments, witii certain specific allow- 
ances of time, to form their election npon the offer of transfer to the India service, 
the same being varied in some respects, according to the situation of the officers 
at the time, bnt.not exceeding sis months to all servants in China, from the date 
'of this Oov.erniiient receiving (he hon'ble court’s despatch and (he same periods, 
as respected servants in China, were to be considered part of the time of resi- 
dence necessary to qualify them for ‘ annuities in the event of (heir accepting the 
transfer.* The present position of those servants who have done so, is that of the 
last of the season of their own appointments. The same piirioiple was formerly 
applied to certain civil servants of (he then Foit Marlbro’ estabUsinneut, who 
were transferred to that of Madras, and by an express act of Parliament were 
directed to be considered the youngest uf their respective ranks. 

SPBClAIi CA8BS CONNUCTBD WITH THB RULBS ON RANK. 

Bank of a civilian supposed to be wrongly stated. 

Mr. A. R. re^sented to Government that the Secretary to the C. S. A. F- 
had made an erdRn regard to his standing in the service, and urged a claim to 
prioiity of oninron of taking the annuity over certain other civil servanis in con- 
teqiience. He was told that the rales of the Annuity Fund piescribed definitely 
that annuities sboiild be tendered to mfuihers of the civil seivire in the order of 
rank an fixed in (lie lists received from'tlie Hon'ble Court of Directors and con- 
tained in the Civil Anditor's books. 

The rules of determining the method of computing the period of service is 
distinct from that which refers to rank, and though (he peiiod of service may have 
been completed under that rule before (hat of others stauding higher in the grada- 
tion lists of rank, the latter would be entitled to take precedence, when both are 
alike qualified by standing and residence for the annuity. 


Similar Case* 


Mr. A. B. brought to notice a supposed mistake in regard to the position of 
his name in the gradation lists of the officers of civil service published in the 
Directories, and snbmitted a certificate granted by the Board of Examiners in 
Europe shewing liis standing in the service and solicited that he might be restored 
to his rank He was told that the circumstance represented by him would be 
Lroiiglit to (he notice of the Court of Directors as it was from the Honorable Conrt 
that the lists nf lelative rank of civil servants were received, and that the Governor 
of Bengal did not feel that he would be wan anted in making pny alteration in them 
without a special sanction*

Similar Case. 


Mr. A. B. left Haileybury College in Dec, 1812, and signed his covenant at 
the R, I House on the 24lb March 1813, and arrived at Calcutta lo November of 
that year, in the B I. H. register of I8i2, Mr. A B. wns entered as nominated 
for Bengal 12th Jan. 1810 and as transferred from the Madias nomioationa on 5U(h 
March, 1810. The rules in force fix the period of -26 years' service to commence 
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from tli<* <^a*« of iniimAtion of Rppninimrnt, or from the date of covenant, whiob- 
overmnybf antecedent By the Honorable Coart’s letter to the Government of 
Bengal, dated let April, 181 4 rank was aaiiiftneil to Mr A B aaa writer of the 
eeaion 1808 1809 whereaaby the Honoiahie roart’a decpatoh of 16th March 1816 
rank vvae aaaiKned to Meaars- C D and B F who retired on annnltiea of the 
eeaaon 1837-98 and who entered the college at the aame time with Mr A. B bnt 
who in consequence of being implicated in a distnibance tvere sent out to India 
before the completion of their fodrth term as writers of 181 i-l2 

By Para 8 of the II ronrtV letters dated iSth Janniry 1813 fotimniion of 
the appointment of M r G H (who proceeded to India in (his same ship with 
Mr. A B ) and of 20 other writers was conveyed to the Bengal Government and 
Mr G H. who signed Ins covenant snbseqiient to Mr A B retired on an snnnity 
of 1837 38 the period of his venire being calculated from the date of the Hono- 
rable Court’s letter ahoie mentionOil 

Mr A B never having prmeeded to England on Furlongh completed Ins pe- 
riod of23 year s residence in Ind a in Nov 1816 At the end of 1837 lie applied for 
one oftiie annmties available in 1837 38 on the favorable terms of value, and was 
told in leply that the date of intimation of hia appointment as a writer * not lit mg

In consequence of this construction of the managers, which was snhseqneDtly 
upheld by the government of Bengal Mr A B was debarred from tnking annuity 
before the 24(ii Mnnh 1843 by whi h |ieriod the available annuities of the season 
had been taken nn (one of them hy Mr P G who completed his 22 years a<'tnal 
residence on the 24th Mai cli 1838 only) and Mr A B was consequently deprived 
of an advantage to whirh lie conceived he was pistlv entitled 

Mr A B III ged that the cirrnmstanre of the intimation of his appointment 
* not being trac eahle in the records of the Bengal goveinment ’ was \ matter which 
was entirely beyond his own rontiol, lud ftirtlier that it wis ohvioni he ninst have 
been appointed to the H Co s serviie it a pc nod coiiiriding with, if not an 
tecedent to Messrv C D and E F an 1 those other servants to whom innk was 
assigned by the conrt of directors of a date one or two yeats subsequent to that 
assigned hy the honor lUle conrt to him, Mr A 13 

Mr A B compelled by ill hcilth and oti er rircamstances Co embark for Bog 
land on farlough nnd had no chnnet of obtaining an annuitg^ the season of 
1838 9 the fht-n supposed last year of the annuity on the faypuruhle terms of 
quarter premiom sniictioned by the honorable < ourt, by reason of (he hrge numbers 
of civil servants at the head of tivs list who it was understood had Jiesoived to 
avail (lieiiifelves of the SIS annuities of tha^ season Mr A B therefore prayed 
that the conrt would ascert 110 from their recoids the actual date ot lira appoint 
meot to their service , and (not permitting Jiim to suffer so serious a los" as would 
he entailed by his being compelled to pay rs 50 000 to secure the same 'idvant iges, 
which bnt for a contingency entirely beyond his own control, wool I have|hpeii his for 
a payment of 25 000 r$ ) would be pleased to assign him an annuity out of the 
•nrpias funds or out of the one third anna ill) carried to the credit ot the tuurt, 
on the favorahlt terms of quarter piemiiiin 

The home authorities found that Mr A B s appointment took place on the 
29th Jannary 1821 and tint the fart ought to have been duly brought to tiie notice 
of the local gos eminent within a reasouabie pel lod of its orciirrenie, mJ in that 
case it should have been bo, on a much earlier dite than that home by Mr A 
B s covenant 

Further that Mr A B ought to lime been admitted to an annuity from the 
39th January 1838, and should undoubtedly have been so admitted but frtmi his 
being unfortunately deprived ol the requisite means of pioving his period of stivire 
On that defect being remedied, the court of directors decided that Mr A. B might 
be permitted to pnrcliase nn annuity at a quarter value commencing from Ibt May 
4838, sad he was gdmitted to an extra afinitity 

The point relative fo the possible conflicting clainiB of rank and srrtgce , did 
not appear to (he hon ble govermnent to call for interposition, because it was 
expressly stated in the tales of the fond that the anaoities should be tendered, 
to the snbionbers according to their ■emoTity . , . . 

Further the court of directors ruled that it was nbt necessary to distorh 
the I nie by which tliA commencement of service is at present comiiiited If of 
(he two dornments, (Uie (rOvenant and court's letter of notibcation,) upon which 
decisiou rest, cue only can be found , the questioa » to be decided by that 
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one, onleoi os in the cnse of Mr A. B.'i evidence exiiitfl which Bnppliei the place 
ofthe docnment Hhirli is naoting. In each cases the sonant is to be restored 
to the advantages of which accidental cirmmatances have deprived him. 

Mr.C D. was appointed a writer at the same period as Mr, A. B.'Vis. the 
89tb January 1H42* and under similar circomstaDCCB. bis length of service must 
therefore be reckoned from tliat date* 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


RESPONSIBILITY POR DELAY OF AUDIT. 

From a delay of audit of a ease, loss was occasioned to (he Government; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a rule of the government, and distinctly esplained 
to the officers of account and andit that the ^ home authorities wonJd hold each 
officer upon whom the duty of causing audit devolved, responsible for every loss 
incurred in consequence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse to 
the means which weie available to prevent such loss. 

Officers in charge of trensiiries are to forward aloug with the half-year! v 
repoitson inefficient balances, a sufficient proof that the nou adjustment of sucii 
items has been occasioned by circomstaiices beyond their control. Should any 
one item nppear in two snccessire statements without proof being forojshed that 
an adjustment had been applied (or, li will be deemed a culpable remissness on 
the part of such officer; and the amount of the item will he deducted from his 
salary withoot reference to his having been the disbursing officer or not.

Sir,~1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 
3rd of June, and its enclosure, from the civil auditor at 
General Department, Agra, relative to Mr. A. B. and the rule, regarding the 
transfer of civil servanta from one division of the 
Bengal presidency to the other. 

2. 1 am directed on this subject to refer the hon’ble the Lieut. Governor to 
(he resolution of the president in council, dated Gth May 1819, of which a copy is 
aiineied to the present letter, from which it will appear, that the transfer having 
been previously arranged between the two local governments, and allowed by the 
governinentof India; it takes place at the same time with the appointment of the 
servant to a situation in the division to which he is moved. 

3. The civil unditor reckons the period allowed to join the new stntioni and 
passes the bill for such servant’s salary accoidingly. It the salary is of higher 
amount than the salary of the situation which he was left, he draws in the time 
allowed (ior travelling, out of the salary of bis new appoiutroent, a sum equal to 
that of his pieviona situation, 

4. Servants of one division are not eligible for deputation duty in another 
except under special circumstances. 

5. If in contemplation of permanent transfer the service of an offiefftf 
from one division are obtained for employment in another before the vacancy 
of the appointment has taken place, ns for instance, by the departure of the 
incumbent to Europe, the sanction of the government of India having been 
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pevionsly obtained for bis bein^ ,sp placed at the disposal of the local fpoverD- 
.^ent to wliicb he is hot yet per maaently attoebad^ he will be considered thereto, 
bht for a dedaite timh, which may be extended if necessary, until by the vooaaoy 
of the appothtment for which he is ^ intended,^ he can he permanentiy transferred, 
when his pn|ect transfer and appointment wilt be simoltaueously gazetted. 

Pending this annonnoement, he will draw (he salary of his appointment 
,ilif'ihe other , division, and snrh deputation allowance in bis new division as be is 
dhM^d to by the rales of the service, and his appointment would not be dlled 
Up tilt the permanent transfer was made and a new anpoiotineut assigned tahim* 

' 7« There is no reason why this role shonld not bo observed in all cases of 
transfer with a view to eventual appointment in a fixed sitnation of another -divi* 
aioti,auoh for instance as the case of Mr. C. D. last year, who was permitted oq 
licb certifirate to proceed to the Noj^lh Western Provinces, and obtained emplojit 
me^ni there, 6rst in an acting sitnation, and eventnally in a ilted situation. In that 
.ntise the appointment that Mr. G. D. held in the lower provinces having been tilled 
up- Without reference to his exact position, it becomes necessary as a measure of 
jnft Compensation, to permit him to draw an allowance equal to what he lost by the 
premature appoiuinient of a successor to his lute situation during the short period 
which intervened before he was appointed to another fixed situation in the North 
Western Provinces. 

6. In the case of Mr. A. B also on acconnt of sick oertificste. retained for 
tcmploy in the lower provinces after his return from the Cape of Good Hope, the 
elt^cunistanres were special as provided in the rule above eiplained, but bis 
appointment in Hundelcund has not been disposed of, Mr. A. B. having been 
recently appointed to a fixed situation io the lower provinces, will, from the date 
or that appointment (2iid of June) cease to have any connection with the North 
Western Provinces, or to derive any part of his salary thence. 

9. The word * returns’ made use of in (he order of the government of India 
of the 90(h November last as quoted in the reference from Mr, Morland, the civil 
(loditor at Agra, meant only to denote that Mr. A. B. when the separation of the 
jni'isdiciion took place, being the incumbent of an offio.er in the N. VV. P. was 
annexed to that division of the Bengal presidency, and was by the order of the 
^th November re^aunexed to the lower provinces. 

10. Mr. A. B.’s salary bills, a deputy collector orBuDdelcnnd,Bre to be audit, 
ed at Agra op to the date of his recent appointment to a fixed sitnation in Bengal, 
when his transfer to Bengal and separationlroui Agra were completed. 

11. The necessary directions will he\given thro* the government of Bengal 
to the civil anditur of Calcntta to conform to the suggestion contained in the 5fii 
fKiragraph of Mr. civil auditor Morbnd’s letter to you dated the 20th May, viz. to 
/nrnish the audit office at Agra with a monthly return of all hills oassed in the 
audit office at Calcutta for the salary of civil servants attached to the N. W. P.’s 
absent at tlieCape or elsewhere, or which, from any other canse, may have obtained 
aadht below with the deductions on acconnt of leave, subscriptions to Funds, &c. 

" >12. With regard to para. 2d of Mr. Morland’s letter it wonid not appear that 
t^e WOfds placed at the disposal of the governor of Bengal, have any different 
sense from the words ^transferred to the BengnI presidency.’ In public corres. 
pondence and notifications they have, it is believed, always been used indiscrimi- 
nately, The gsaette would alwavs, in due time, inform the auditor when a transfer 
was conplaleil by permanent appointmeut. 

13. ' Assistants drawing everywhere eqnal allowance if transferred from one 
dljyifdon to another should he considered as transferred altogether, and be ciiarged 
division in wtiicb they are employed from the date of transfer.

Circnmstan** *‘^^**‘» 5 .''*'*''’ently come to the knowledge of Government which 
Rnggest tlm **p**”'*'‘'®y nrev‘eii.,(i„jr gdipfi of valuable property, from being made 
Civil and Military OlHcers of mb .?,onoiahle compHuy’s service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank *or opulence residing nnder the protec- 
tion of the British Government, without Udne intimation to Government through 
the principal local authorities, of the piir|u,osed sale and transfer of such property 
and the consideration to be received for it. I His Excellency the Governor Gene- 
ral in council is pleased to prohibit in futitejre all sales, purchases, and transfer, 
between the Civil and Military servants ot .one kno;irfrm' 

natives of the description above noticed on tlie other, of grounds, houses, boats, 
equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, and generally, every desciipifon of 
private property exceeding the value of five thousand (5,000) Kupees, without 
the sanction of Governineut being previously obtained, under' such penalties as 
the circumstances of each particular case of disobedience to these orders may 
demand. 

The Governor General in Council takes this opportnnity of adverting to (he 
JResolntion passed in the Political Department under dale the 17ib Septf^mber 
I8$l, and pablished in General Orders of the 16th of the same month, cautioning 
all Civil and Military Officers of Government against carrying on any coiiimiini- 
catioDS with native piinces and chiefs, or their wakeels, except through the chan- 
nel af. the Political Authorities. 

CHARGES OP.CGltnrPTION.

EORROWIl^a, LENDING. 

■Ry Regn’alion X^XVIII. of 1793, covenanted servants of the rompany* 
employed in the administtation ofjiHlire, or the collection of the Reienn'e, are 
prohibited lending money to proprietors or faiiners of land, dependent Ulookdars, 
tinder farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. 


By Revenue C. 0, of .Tune 4, 1823, it is ruled that there is nothing moie to 
be dep.ei ated, than that the officers charged with the civil administraljon of the 
country should be under pecuniary ohlj.ations to zemindars, or other iioldeis, 
or farmers of land, in the districts nndpr their aiiiliority ; the ohjectiori applies 
still moie directly to such loans received from the Guardians of Wards, or the 
managers of Ihcir estates. 

In this respect tlie practice of borrowing money is likely to prove miicli 
more linrlful to the public service, and injliiioim to the good names of the nfticers 
of Government, than tlirit of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVm. 1793, is directed. 

The ■Revenue C. 0. of May 23, 18*23, requires timt no public servant shall 
'omploy, or appoint, or coiitinne in ofbre.any lelative to whom, or to whose le- 
lartive or dependant, he is, eilhei diiectly or indirectly, indebted, wilhoiit iuror* 
Ting, whenever the circumstances may be made known to his superiors, the must 
if^rious respousibib'ty. 

BALES TO 7JATIYBS. 

Tlie Court of Directors having declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly culpable in being hnbilually conccrimd in Sales of Miurses, eatt e, &r with 
jacmindars who might be suitors io their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an

notice, and that it is the eipectalion of government tliat all public Futtctionnries 
will adopt every measure within their power to make this prohibiton generally 
known, and obeyed, by all natives of wbaiever rank or degree with whom they 
have oHiciai or private intercourse. 

fn direction (he abolition of the custom above referred to tbe goveinor gene- 
ral in council deems it due to the servants of tbe bon'hle C(>in|<auy generally, 
to declare that the measure has not been adopted by governmrnt on tire ground 
that it has been perverted to improper porpo^es by any public officer under 
government, but bom Ibe conviction that it s|fbjects f natives to. lurless, and fre- 

2 uently vexatious expence, and to extortion on (he pait of ineni.il servants and 
epartments. His Lordship in Council is indeed (iiily presnaded tlial the abolition 
of a practice open to such serious ohiections will he viewed with satisfaction 
by every officer in the hon’ble company’s service. 

In circulating this resoliilioii to political ollicers it was staled that the pro« 
liibition relative to (he acceptance of nnzssHrs and presents of frnit, &r, was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are .subjects or dependents of 
llie British government, and consequently under llieii cnntiol. and not to native 
princes and others to wlioni we have no right to issue p prohlbitoiy order, for with 
regard to complementary presents of frnit from native piinces, and others not 
snbject to our Miithoiity the refusal might be offensive to their feelings, as contrary 
to estahiished usage, but in as much as the practice can he discouiaged witiimit 
giving umbrage, the political officer were not to fail to net in the spirit of the 
resolution above quoted. 

The resolution was ciicnlated to all Revenue and' Judicial officers and to the 
Army with a ineie intiiuation, that it was for their information and guidance. 


SORROWINa ARTICtBS FROM KATIVES OR OTHER PRIVATE INDIVI- 
DUALS PROHIBITED. 

Extract of a General Letter from Ike Honorahh the Court of Directors, 
dated the 13/A l9ov.and'2'M December, 1833.

Para 65, Jt was found that Mr. A. B. officiating commissioner of ciiciiit 
bad applied to a Zemindar for the gratnitons use of bis budgerow which was to 
save him an expense of some bundled rupees. We enliiely concur in the ceumre 
with you passed upon his conduct Mr. A. B. we observe, made the following 
assertion! ‘Borrowing boats and elephauls is a ciicumstanre of daily occur- 
rence, and I may with safety assert I believe that there is not an officer in the 
service vCho has not done so.’ If this representation be in any degree vivell 
founded, we desire that a practice which is nut creditabie to persons in public 
nutliuiity, and is in violation of the rules of our service, may be effectually 
put clown. 

On this it was ordered that the above should be circulated to the several coni- 
missioDers for their intoruiation and for that of the officers subordinate to them.

(liem, to fuinish them vyith all Statements of the iillotineiit of work to tlieir 
assistants, and with ail (he other materials that may be necessary to enable tlietn 
satisfactorily to perform the duty above required of them. 

It is hereby declared fbat it is duty of the Sadder Courts and Rnnrd of 
(ho Commissioners, of the Collectors and Deputy Collectors, and of the. Ma-* 
gistratea and Joint Magistrates, to report to their iiiiinediate superior every 
cases ill which they may be of opinion that a covetianled Officer, subordiiifiJe (• 
them decidedly disqualified to discharge efficiently the duties entrusted to 
him; and it is hereby notified to all sncli Functionaries that it is roDsidered an t 
essential peri of their duty to make themselves acquainted with the manner ia 
which their subordinate officers perform (heir duties; and that they themselves, 
will be held responsible for any mischievous consequemes that may result from, v 
any inefficiency, bad habits, or serious errors of conduct of those under (hem,.'/ 
that ought to have been known to them, unless they report the same for tho 
inforuiation of (heir superiors. 
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In framing the rales which have heen above preseiribed, (he right honorable 
(he governor of Bengal bait discharged the duty connintteil to him of' improving, 
as far as possible, (he established system for (he control of the civil administration; 
for ensuring to efftcieney its just reward ; and protecting the piihlic interests 
from the consequences of incapacity ,or neglect. But he cannot allow (he 
oppqrtnnity of promnigating (he rules to pass, without making known to the civil 
service in these provinces the high satisfaction with which dift. ^giah w arrival in 
India be has observed the zeal, the justice, and the success with' IH yiii. with rare 
exceptions, they have apidied themselves to the performance of ffiift'>Brk>us and 
arduous functions. To their diameter and pnhiic spirit more than to the operation 
of any formal system of eupervision and control, he loohs for a perseverance 
. in the same meritorious exeitions, and for a mainteoance of the same careful 
regard, in (heir important and often delicate (losts, alike to public and to 
individual rights. 

CASUALTIES. 

All casualties to be reported to the departments of government concerned, 

CUSTODY OF EFFECTS OP ESTATES AND PUBLIC PBOPERTY. 

All government servants are called upon to take charge of the effects of de- 
ceased public officers, and all public property genet ally when without costody. 

GAZETTING MILITARY-CIVIL. 

All matters effecting military officers employed civilly are always communi- 
cated from the civil to the military department and where gazetting is necessary, 
the same appears in the orders of both departments. 

EXCHANGES. 

Exchanges between servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may be sanc- 
tioned when the arrangements made for the exchange preliminarily by the parties 
concerned is utiuhjeciionable in its nature ; but application for transfer is not 
usually complied with except under special circumstances of which the go\eru- 
uieut judges taking into cousideiatioD the merits of each particular case. 

LAW OFFICE HS OP OUVHllNMBNT IIOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the taw officers direr t, or otherwise than 
ilrrough the governiueut secretariat of the department under wdiicb they serve, 

ASSAY MASTBli’S EETIBING PENSION. 

, Assay mastera and deputy assay mnsters are permitted to retire after 529 
yeais service, ini'liidiug three years for the one fill longli, the former upon :f300 a

n wa# COiltrary to military usage and the established rules for officers and soldiers 
ill file service of governuieut to.receive presents of such' a nature. 

EHELUT TO POLITICO-MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

All Medical officers employed .under orders of the political department for 
some weeks in atiendaiice on the lafe Maharajah (tuiqeet Siog, was presented on 
Jhis depaiture from Lahoie by that court wilh a Khelut and a cash ZeBiut. 
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Tb^ qnpMion having arisen a» to ivhether nniier the geoernl prohibition agaloBt 
the retention of Ritch public otficers they coaid be kept in tliis’ instance, tiie gover- 
nor aeurrnl decided that both the fChe'nt and the amount balance of cash that 
had been tendered as a Zesfnt might he retained hy the medical officer in qiien- 
tion, not a political I present, but as a fee for medtcnl attendance ^ as the chancea 
were that liad he been at his own station he woald have been gaining fees to the 
aamd aiuonnt for family medical attendaiiee. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at the puTiiical Residency of Indore drew a bill for dr putation 
allowanOB lor settling disputed boundary claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
Powar estates. • 

This bill was returned by the civil anditor on the ground that the claim was 
not founded on the requisite nnthority of government for the charge. 

The bill was passed, hpt the government remarked that officers on depn. 
tation were entitled to extra allowance, only when anch deputation Jiad the 
lanction of government. 


2d assistant INDORE. 

The 2d assistant to the resident at Indore having claimed bis military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his civil appoinfment, such claiui 
was declared inadmissible, in consequence of the rule established under the or-i 
dera of the hon’ble court prohibiting the same, and it was rnled that he could 
draw only the salary of 2il assistant, viz. a consolidated one of Rs. 10* 15*6. ftli 
chargeble to the opium ; and ^ to the political department, after deduction of 
miliiary allowances. 

TENTAGE ON POLITICAL DEPUTATION, 

On a claim of Capt. A . B. to compensation for loss in tents sustained by him 
when deputed with the ashes of Maharaja Rniijeet Sing to Hiirdwnr, it waa ob- 
served that as Capt. A. B. enjoyed an allowance for tentage under the regula- 
tion of government, his aopliratinn for re-imbursemeut oo account of wear and 
tear of tents could not he admitted. 

His extra carriage expenses were however passed to Captain A- B, 

OFFICE RENT, 

TheO. P. A. at —-having solicited the sanction of gOTerj^ent (o 
charge of 80 R» as office rent for conducting the duties of the ngendPrat A. B.‘

Ills Majesty being desirous of hntdin||||lt further encouragements to offi* 
cersnn half pay, to becum* settlers In NW^Somh Wales |and Van Dleman’s* 
Lani, has been pleased, m refermce to lh«> General Orders of the 8ih June, 
1896, and 10th May 1897, to command that the following additional induce* 
mfnts shall be promnlgaied to the army, for the information of those officera 
who may be disposed to avail themseives of the benefit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever fhay 
have been the period of ihpir service, or offica'-s on half-pay who did not pur* 
chase, but who, atit'r having served twenty years, ha'f of which on full pay, 
have been reduced, or have retired to half-pay on account of wounds or im- 
paired health shall be exempted from that part of the regulation contained

shall be thiywle on this head; and that the cases in wh>ch pensions and 
all I wane be n commended to us to be granted to officers, shall be 
limited to STounds inj<iri<>s n’ceived in action, and shall be established by the 
production of such c««rtiflcates reports of Medic jI Boards^ as shall be required 
by our secretary at iVar. *

REQOLATION. 

1st,— If an officer shall recpive a wound in action, which shall occasion 
the loss of an eye or a limb, or the total use of a limb, or limb^, nr shall receive 
bodily injury fully equal to the loss of a limb, he may be eligible, to receive a 
gratuity ID money of one year's full pay of the regimental rank, of stuff 
appoioment, held Uy him at the time he was wounded. 

find,— If an officer shall he wounded in action, and it shall appear upon 
an inspection made of him by a Board of army medical officers, assembled by 
iorder of the secretary at war, that such offic*r has, In consequence of his 
wound, lost a limb or an eye, or has totaly lost the use of the limb, or that ha 
has austained a severe injury in action, fully equal in every rgspeet to the loSs 
of the limb, he may be recommended to His Majesty for a peoslofi at thiO 
fate Bxed in the annexed scale for the rank held by jbim when he was wound- 
ad, and commencing one year after the wound was received ; the oooUnuaoca 
of which ahali depend qpao subsequent examinations before the Military 
Medical Board. 

3rd F-lf the officer shall have lost more than one limh or eye, he may h6 
recommended foiveusloB (or each limb or eye so lost in action. 
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4Hi,-*lf thf' wonnd rpcoivpd by ao ofEm in acj!on shall he so sever<», in 
its I erinaoent (ffocte,as to be nearly eqaRl but not fully eqoal to the loss of 
a limb, such officer may be rec 'mmended for a gratuity uf eighteen months’ 
full pay of Itia regimental rank, or staff appointment, held by hitn vrhen 
wounded ; hi which case no pension shall at any subsequent time be granted 
to him under this regulation. 

5th,— 'If any wound received in action shall be certified to be severe and ' 
dangerous, but in its permanent effects not equal to the loss of a limb, the 
officer receiving such wound may, in consideration of ihe expence attending 
the cure therof, receive a gratuity, varying according to the nature of the 
case, of from three to twelve months' full pay of the regimental rank^ of staff 
appointment held by him at the time he was wounded. 

6th,— If an oiiieer shall have held a dpiension for a wound received in 
action for a term of five years, and shall h'dre been rxarnined twice at the 
least, before a Board uf Army Medical Ofiic era, he may be recommended for 
the permanent conliniiance nf such pension ; but if the otficer, before the ex- 
piration of the term of five years, slmll have so far recovered that this wound 
for injury is not fully equal to the loss of a limb then he shall cease to re* 
ceive such pension, and shall have a gratuity of full pay according to thn 
degree of his injury, as laid down in article 5. 

7th,— If within the period of five years after a wonnd has been received, 
an officer does not apply for a pension, or applying for it, the wound shall not 
have been proved to be fully and permanently equal to the loss of a lioib, sncli 
officers claim to a pension shall not at any subsequent period be entertain»‘d. 

8tli,— Pfn gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after 
the lapse of five years from Oie time the wound was received. 

9tii,— No pension for the loss of one eye, from a wound received In action/ 
shall be granted, nnbss the actual loss of vision shall have occored wlibln five 
years after the wound was received, and be solely attributable t||^h wound. 

lULh,— As a general rule, the pensionahall be granted aecordf^lK regimen- 
tal ranks ; but in cases in wiiich officers with Brevet rank shall have been; 
employed at the time, they where wounded, in discharge of duties superior to 
those attached to (heir regimental commissions the pension shall 'be given 
according to the Brevet rank. 

11th,— These pensions being granted as a compensation for the pemianent 
disability sustained by wounds received In action, may be held together 
with any other pay and allowance to which in officer may be intiilcd, without 
any deduction on account thereof.

General Order, Hone OuardSfWh June, 1835, No* 520.] 

Some caeeB having lately occarred, in which soldiers have drawn their 
bayonets upon each other, and ati*o opon other persona who happened lo 
come in contact with them, whilst qnarrelling' in the streets and in public 
houses. The General-commanding*in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the 
army may be reminded, that they are armed for the protection of their King and 
country, and for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called 
out for these purposes ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable 
diatiiiction of the profession to which they belong ; that they are not to use 
them in private broils, or even for their own personal defence upon such 
occasions ; and that It is the duty of Iha soldiers to avoid resorting to places 
in which snch broils are likely to take place, more particularly when dressed 
as soldiers with' their side arms. 

The General-commandingoin^chief is determined to put an cfTectual stop 
to so dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punirhment and degrade* 
lion of every soldier who shall hereafter be convicted of it. 

To (his end Loud desires that the commanding officer of regimen- 
tal depots, will briug into summary trial, for un8oldier«like and disgraceful 
conduct, every man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted (o 
draw, his bayonet for the purpose of using it against another person in any 
case of dispute, affray, or interference. 

His uBIbip farther desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of Having used, or attempted to use, Ills side arms in eny of the coses 
herein conieinidated, may, In aditlon to Ibe pntrshmrnr awarded by tlje court, 
be degraded on Mie public parade, in front of the rei^iment or depot to wlitch 
he btio 'ga, by being tiiere strifCd of h’s baypntt, and bayonet belt, anrt 
proclaimed by the cominuiidina officer as a mao unworthy to be entrusiid 
with the care ot his bayonet, ixcept in (be ranks, under' the vkw and 
command of his officer. 

In all such cases, the offi^ndcr shall b’e stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order In enhance his degradation. He who is thus degraded . 
Shalt not be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt except upon duty, 
for one year from that date of his degradation ; during which time he shall 
be denied e^ery indulgence to wliich the good soldier is entitled, and shall 
march to church, in the ranks, with side arms. His name shaDir. moreover, 
be posted upon some conaplcuoue place in the barrack room of the com- 
pany to which he belongs’, on the barrack gale, and on doors of the guard 
house, and canteen. 

The General Commanding-in-chief feels confident, that these measures 
will, with theztaloQS co-operation of all classcB of officers and the vigilance of 
the Non- commissioned officers, soon rescue the army from the stigma which a 
few unworthy individuals would atUch to it, .by resorting to a base and 
qniutaniy expedient, heretofore 'unknown amongst BiilUh soldiers.

It is quite impossible to hold commanding officers of Reelments responsi- 
ble for the important charge with which (hey are entrusted, if their iesitimate 
anthority and controul over the members of their corps is not duly nyiintaioed 
and unhehl. 

They alone are the fit judges in the first instance of the merit and claima 
. which entitle the officers and Soldiers undef their command to indulgence and 
considera'ion, and itis ronsrquenily to their Jurlgineut and Rrcoinmendatiotia 
the Co(nmandcr>in-chii:f mainly looks for the information which may enable 
him justly to determine upon the Applications which are submitted for bU 
decision— 6!^. 0. C. C. January 1823. 

With reference to the conciudiog paragraph of General Orders, dated 21st 
January 1823, the Communder-in -Chief is pleased to direct, that all applicatlona 
to His Lordship for appointments on the Stuff, shall be transmitted to the 
Military Secretary, through the Commanding Officer of the corps to which the 
applicant belongs, or through the heads of Departments, when the applicant 
happens to be employed in any Department of the Staff. 

The transmitting Officer will give his opinion on the qualifications of the 
Officer applying for an appointment; esprciolly stating whether he has received 
from him (hat support and assistance, which he ought, in his situsthm in the 
corps or Department, to have afforded 

A statement of Service should also accompany all applications of the above 
nature.— C?. O.C C dtdjuly 1827. 

Under instructions from the Right Hon’ble the Oommander-in-Chlef, the 
Major General Commanding the Force direct^, that all applications for Regi- 
mtiital Staff Appointments in the Ilon'blc Company’s Service, be addressed to < 
the Adjutant General of the Army.— 9/A May 1834. 

On the occurrence of a vacancy in (lie appointment of Adjutenf, or of 
Interpre't’er and Quarter Master, in any of (he Rigimentsnf the Bengal Army, 
the officer Commanding the corps will accompany his report of the vacancy by 
a Return containing the nnmes of the three Officers in the Regiment whom he 
may consider the most worthy of his recommendation to fill the situation. 

2. Opposite the name of each Officer in the Return is to be inserted a detail 
of his qualifications in the following particulars, namely ; '

Date, Signature of the Commanding Officer ^ 

The Comraander*in*Chief takes this occasion to call the attention of> the 
commanding Officers of regiments, to the views which led him to issue the 
order under consideration. His object was to be enabled to place in the two 
situations, which, in a native corps he considers to be so important, the Officers 
in each regiment who are really the best calculated to fill them advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
and from their acquirements. 

In making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officers of regiments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on any occasion he discovers that such has been the case, or that any 
tinder means have been used to obtain a selection for cither of these appoint* 
ments, the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency's decided repro* 
bation and discountenance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not woik as well ill the artillery, as in the regiments of 
the line, owing to ‘ the frequent change of subalterns from one battalion to 
another,’ and the itncqual * distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
service require.' 

The order, therefore, as far as it respects the artillery, is to be modified as 
follows, viz. * The officer commanding a brigade of horse or battalion of foot 
artillery, , on a vacancy, will send in the names of three officers of the corps under 
his command (as at present) to the Brigadier commanding the artillery, and that 
officer nuty kdd the names of other officers, of the same branch, and submit 
the whitji^'for his Excellency's consideration.’— G. 0. C. C. 27th Mfli/1836.

With a view of reducing the number of Oifficera permanently with* 
drawn from corps, and of extending the advantages of staff emptoymeht more 
generally than the system which now obtains will admit, the right honorable 
the Governor General of India in council is pleased to resolve that henceforward 
the following situations shall be held only by officers whose regiments are ae^*.

appertain, is not applicable to the situation of Fort Adjutant of the fortresses > 
of Fort WiUiam, Port Saint George, and Bombay Castle.— G. 0. (?.

Tho honorable the Vice President in council is pleased to direct, that the 
following General Order by the rigiit honorable the Governor General, be pub* 
Ijshed for the information of the Army : 

/ G. G. G. G., Simla, July 1831. 

A specific reference having been made to the Governor General upon tHp 
subject of the right of Military men employed in any civil branch or the arm|^' 
or under the civil Administration of Government, to take Military command 
by virtue of their commissions, when entitled by seniority to claim, the sam^' . 
It has been deemed necessary to lay down a general Rule, appliosble id the 
Vies f»f the three Presidencies. The following Order has accordingly 
passed^ «wltli the concurrenc^of his Excellency the commander «’ia*o|iUlcif <Uis 
Majesty’s and of tbc Hon'blo CompRny's fuic^s in India* ^ ' 
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whan holding; litaations io any civil branch of the Army, or 
under the civil Administration of Government, cannot .be allowed to claim or ex- 
ercise the right of command, as senior officers, by v'rtae of their commiBsions, 
without first resigning and relinquishing their civil employ or situations. 

The distinctions and advantages of command are claimable only by those 
who are in the exercise of tfuir profession, may be called upon for Military duties, 
are liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By accepting civil 
' employ, a military man obtains present exemption from the severer duties of his 
profession, and generally superior emoluments, he cannot thereforebepermitted 
.tounite with the advantages of this line of service, the privilege of asserting a 
claim to supersede those, who, in the routine of duty and of promotion become, 
entitled toa^military charge or command. 

The above Order is not intended to apply to officers placed with detach- 
ments, or otherwise, in the temporary charge of districts by military authority, 
pending operations, although performing civil duties in consequence of such an 
appointment. GmpioymcMit of this description may fall to any officer in the 
course of his professional ser\ice, and cannot, therefore, be considered to involve 
any foifeiiure of military privileues. — G, O. F. P. ^9th July 1831.

The riumber ofeach of the three )att«r grades bring regaiated from time to 
time by the several governments respectively, a< cording to the necessiUes of the 
service; and it shall be considered the imperative duty of the several commis- 
saries general to report to eoveriiroent, whenever they may find, that the number 
Of officers can be reduced consistently with the efficiency of their respective de- 
partments 

2?id All appoJnlments to the commissariat shall be made from the European 
commissioned ranks oftha Honorable company's army, but no officer shall be 
held eligible to the appointment, who has not passed an examination in the na- 
tive languages. 

3td Every officer on his first appointment to the commissariat shall enter 
the department at the bottom of the junior grade. The only exception to this 
rule will be in the case of the commissary general who may be selected from 
the army at large, and be at once appointed head of thedepartinent, due attention 
and consideration being of course given to the service, claims, and fitness of the 
office rsalrearly serving, or who may have served in the department. 

4f/i No sub-assistant shall be promotrd tothegradcof the deputy assistant 
who has not served three years in the former, and no deputy assistant to the 
grade of assistant commissary general who has not served four years as a deputy 
assistant, or seven years in the department; norshall any assistant commissary 
general be promoted to deputy commissary general who has not served five years 
as an assistant, or twelve years in the department. 

0th If there Should be no ofllceriii one grade of sufficient length of service 
in the commissariat, qualified under these rules to be promoted to the next, an 
officer wjli be appointed, when a vacancy occurs, to the lowest grade, and the 
promotion will be made only when the obstacle here supposed no longer exists. 
But seniority alone is not the onTy qualification for promotion from one grade to 
another, as superior claims, founded on servicts performed and supported by 
the recommendation of the commissary general, will have the preference, as laid 
down in General Orders by the supreme government, dated tlie 32d December 
1815, S7th March 1819, and 24th April 1822 ; provided the Individual shall have 
aeived in the Department the period necessary under these rules to qualify him 
for promotion. 

6t/i A 11 officers of the commissariat are subject to the stafiT regulations, on 
being promoted from one rank to another in their respective Ttegiments, but any 
officer in charge of a branch of the Department on actual field service, or wilH 
a foreign expedition, ^who may become ineligible by Rrgimental promotion may 
be continued in charge until such time as the commissary general can relieve 
him without inconvenienoe to the public service. 

7t/i Officers leaving the Department on furloiigh to Europe, if re-appoint- 
ed after their return, will have to enter at the bottom of the list of sub-assistanre 
but efficers compelled by sickness to return to Europeon me(lical’certificate,and 
officers removed from the Department by promotion in ihvir Regiments, will be 
held eligible to be re-appointed to any grade which their previous length of ser- 
vice in the Df'partment may entitle them to hold under these rules, and the 
general regulations of service; provided that, on appointment they are not placed 
above any who where previously their seniors. 

8th Officers temporarily appointed to the commissariat by government 
will receive while so employed, an allowance of 150 Rupees per mensem, but^ 
wiihdutany claims tdbe confirmed inthe ofl^ce. and the same role will apply, to 
temporary appointments made on emergency hy commanding officers, on theap- 
plication of officers of the c iinmissariat suddenly obliged to quit their charge or 
otherwise, provided such appointments be confirmed by Government. — G, G.

Section VI.— Detachment Staff. 

His Excellency ihe commnnder-ln-chfef is pleased to direct that whenever H 
detatihaient'ia sent ftoiu a regiment, the strength of which lenders the service of 
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RQ-A^jutAiit reqaieUfitbltnoniinadon fs td be made by Ihe officer commanding 
Iba regimeat previoua tp ibe departure of the party ; In like manner, when a 
deUehment coittposed ikf d^aita from different reglmeote is made from the head- 
quarters'of a district or station, and for the staff duties pf which an officer is 
allowed by existing reguUtions, the Brigadier^ or other sop^ior officer, detailing 
tbd party for the duty, will nominate the etaff officer in his distriot or station 
orders— G?. G* C. C, SOih January 1838. 

' . Several Instanoeg having rfcently occurred of adjutants being nominated to 
perform the di'ties of detaichment staff, when quarter roaeters were present 
and available for the situation, the commander of the forces directs attention to 
General Orders hy the Governor General of the iGtb December 1816, which 
are now republished for general information, and ordered to be strictly con-* 
formed to.— f?, O. G. G?, 16fA Dtceir.ber 1816. 

* The Right Honorable the Governor General in council, adverting to the 
refuiation of the 6th April 1814. whereby the post of adjutant and quarter 
master of the Native Infantry is abolished, is p1e.«eed with reference to General 
Orders by Government, hearing date the I5ih January 1811, to direct that 
when a detachment consisting of the actual strength of two and less than three

the earnest recommendation of the commaiider-in-chicf to establish on this 
head, a further restricllun as to the grades from which the five individuals 
ai^e to be taken.

«p object, that a proper number of experienced officers should be present ,with 
every regular Regiment, to contribute their aid in sustaining its dccipline, and 
in diffusing that confidence amongst native nfficprs and men the which conduces 
80 easentianV to the well*being ofany army constituted as thai of Bengal. To 
secure therefore as far as means at disposal will admit, ihe services with every 
corps of a portion of competent officers, the number of Regimental captains 
be absent aj one ti.me from the same corps of the line, on staff, or 
other peimsinent public empioyment, Is 'restricted to two. 

The ib^sore here indicated, as calculated, to conduce to the greater effici- 
ency'of thb.army, Is diesigned to be wholly prospective, and by no means to 
affect pri^fafit incumbents of the grade of captain, unless in such cases of einer- 
gSTfey aslitjlexcelie^Dby the commander-in-cblef may feel cont|(faiaed to bring 
40 the special notice of government. 

L 1'^ obviate all occasion for references, and for decision, on particular eases 
^ar^after, the Vice President id coancU U pleased to aniiottuce as a rule lor 
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future guidance that^vlifn Iwo captain a, are absrnt from a corps in public situ* 
aiiona, and a Eubaltcrn t>f the same corps lioldiug a ditachtd staff situation, 
comes to be promoted to the rank of regimental captsin, the officer f o promo* 
ted sliall be the ineiividuMl to vacate his appointment, under the operation of 
these orders. — (?, 0 V, P., 17f/i August 1827. 

The right honorabie the governor general in council is pleased to relax the 
operntion ot‘ the rule published ingeneral orders of,the 17th August last limi- 
ting^ihe number of officers to be eitnultaneoualy absent from any one corps 
on staff employ, in favor of officers unequal for a limited period to the p6r«. 
formance of regimental duty, from wounds received on service, and to declare 
all such offici^rs eligible to be appointed to staff situations without reft rence to 
the number i>b ent; from the corps to which they belong, but this relaxation of 
the rule in favor of wounded otficera is not to be considered as giving any per- 
manent encrease (or staiTeinploy from the regiments to aucli officers, the number 
allowed from them being, as from all other corps, limited to five to which it will 
be reduced as situations lapse. — (?.

The governor in cnutuil having understood, that the phrase' permanent 
public employment,' used towards the close of the 2iid paragraph of general 
ordersof the I7ih August last is liable to misconception, is pleased to explain 
that the term * permanent' has reference, not to the condition* on which any 
public' emploN mentis held— 1. e. whether the occupant be the real incumbent, 
or a locum tenens only — but to ihe nature of the employment ; and was inten- 
ded toexempt from (he restrictions of the cited orders, such stsffsituations as 
may be found requisite on the fonnaiion of any army for service or of a body 
of troops for any special purpose; in which, and all similar cases, the officers to 
fill the brigade, detachment, or other local and temporary staff appointments, 
may be drawn from the corps coinpustiig the force, notwithstanding the provi-

Any officer, so witlidrawn, and who does not hold an 
a iihorized stuff appointment, will be directed to rejoin his corps, and in no 
easels any officer not of the regular istablished number of Aides de-Camp lobo 
granted any allowance as such. 

General Letter ^ Zrd December, 1 828. 

Para. 17. ' Yon are aware of our great anxiety that Ihe demands for the 
staffshould be supplied equally from all the regiments in the service. Our 
orders limiting the number 10 be withdrawn from any one regiment to five, 
were dated on the 25ih November 1838, und we are glad to peiccive from your 
general order of the 17ih August 1827, arising outof a valuable suggestion by 
Lord Cttmbermere, that those orders have been made more precise in their 
application. We fully approve of the new regulation as published by you 
on that occasion ; and we desire that U be strictly enforced at oui several presi- 
dencies.* 

18. * The number of officers in each regiment, placed at your disposal fqr 
the staff, being more than adequate for all the demands which have ever bee& 
made for (he services of offierson detsched duty, we think it advisable still 
further to contrset the limits of selrction laid down in our letter of the 25t^ 
on November 1823, and we accordingly desire-thal no Reuiment of Cavalry or 
Infantry shall have three officers withdrawn for d(duched emplojmfnt, up|j|i 
< ail regiments have two nor four, until all have three.* 

20. ' Sufficient time has now elapsed since our orders of the SdlU Nd^ 
vember 1823 wereieceivtd and promulgated, to alloV’ of their hgviug been 
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^ into complete operation in every r^piment, but if at the date of re- 

mipt of theea orders, any regiment ehall have more than five oihcera absent 
from it on detached einplo}ment, we desire that all in excess to that number 
he immediately relieved from their staff employ, and directed to rejoin tbeir 
corps. ' 

2(. * In any future esse, when four officers shall have been withdrawn 
from one Reaimeot on detached duties, and the number allowed for as being 
absent on furlough, (namely four) shall be complete, we df'sire that, 1/ an 
addilionaj officer shall ri quire to proceed to England, on sick certificate, one 
of the four absentees on detached duty (the last withdrawn) be required to 
retoin his corps.' 

32 * We have fixed the number at four, because by, the operation of oiir 

piresent orders no more than this number can be withdrawn for staff employ- 
ment, the number absent appearing by the returns, to average rather less

But we must express our firm rellai ce on the 
diseretion and good feeling of our several governments, that the claims of 
officers to these or any other appoiotmcnts arising out of length of service 
will never be set aside^ exeept on public grounds. 

* With respest to the question raised as to the disqualification of colonels 
eligible by seniority to divisioual commands to hold*ciMtain offices which they 
could not bold under the present Regulation as (Jeneral Offic- rSj— We are 
of .opinion that colonels so situated ought to have the option either of retain* 
ing their Bppoiulmonis, or of succeeding to divisional commands as Brigadier 
Generals, ; but if they were to preter the retention of their offices, the divi- 
sional commands should uot afterwards be oj ea to them, except In sp<'cial 
cases to be determined by government, and reported to us for our approbation 
and sanction. 

* The same principle ought to be applied in case of senior Brigadiers 
paving their right io succeed to divisional commands. If they prefer remain- 
ing as Brigadiers, the superior appulntmeut of Brigadier General ought not, in 
our opinion, to be open to them, except in sprcial cases.

The favorable certificate and opinion of the committee will be sufficient au- 
thority iu the fir-»t instance to render an Oflic«>r eligible to hold the situation, but 
before he can be finally confirmed iu it, he ^ill be required to undergo, with the 
sanction of the Quvernor General in council, a further examination by the public 
examiners of the college of Fori William, and to obtain from them a favorable 
certificate and opinion of hisqiiilificstions. And lor this purpose he will (on the 
occasion of his arrival within die limit or the Presidency division, either in the 
course of relief or otherwise) be directed to repair to the Presidency. 

But Otficers within the limits of the Presidehey division, at the time of 
their application for the situatiun of ialerpretcr will nut be required tu pass any . 
preliminary examination. 

The foregoing rules will be applicable to all Officers rccimmcnded to offici- 
ate as Interpreters; and Officers now actually holding the sitiiuti'ii of'

The cum luioder-in-chief is pleased to notify to the subaltern Officers of 
the Army, the scale of qualifications expecud in the candidates for the olfice 
of Interpreter iu Native corps and the tests by which such qualifications are to 
be ascertained ; viz, 

Ist, A well grounded knowledge of the general principles of Grammar. 

2nd. The ability to read and write with facility ihe modified Persian cha- 
racter of the Oordoo and the Devi Nagri of the Kburree Bolee. 

3rd. A colloquial knowledge of the Oorduo and Uindoostanee* sufficient 
to enable him to explain with facility, and at the moment, any orders in those 
dialects or to transpose Reports, Letters, &c. from them into English. 

The tests by which these qualificaiious are to be tried— are : 

Ist. By well selected questions not of niceties, but of Abe general leading 
principles of Grammar. 

2ud. By viva voce conversation with the Examiners. ' 

3rd. By written translations into Hindoostanee iu both characters, of se* 
lected Orders or Kales and Regulations. 

4th. By reading and translating the Bagh'-o-Behar in Hindoostanee: the 
Prem Sagarin KUurree Bolee: and the Qooiistan or Uuwar-i-Suhcily in 
Pers an. 

It will be the duty of committees of examination to ascertain the attain- 
iients of candidat' s by the foregoing rules ; and their Reports are to specify, 
the profit. iency of the party examined, under each of those heads. 

The commander-in-chief desires it to be further understood that previoue 
examination in the college of Fort William, if surc^ssful, will, be con^iidercd as 
sufficient proof of qualification : but that the examinations which took place of 
Officers quitting the Barusut Institutions, which will not exempt candidatea 
from the operation of the foregoing Orders.— .G. 0. C. May 1823. 

The commander-in-ohlef impressed with the necessity of obviating the 
convenience likely to arise to the Public Service, from the appointment of 
Interpreters who are not qualified for the duties of the Office, has determint^d 
not to appoint any Officer pei^manently to that situation, who shall not 
passed an examination, and have been reported qualified fur it.

I am dirpcted by the (superintendent of Marine to request, in the event of 
the Ship or Vessel under your Command experiencing any detention at the Sand 
Heads from the want of a Pilot) that you will report the circuiOBlance to me, 
when an equiry into the causes will immediately be instituted. 

2. I am further directed to inform you that the following Kales with res- 
pect to the draught of water at which Ships may be moved, have been in force 
since the 8tli June 1646, and continue to be so 

1st. I'be Officers of the Pilot Service will, as usual, take clmrsre of inward- 
bound ships of any draught at the Pilot Station, but they are slrictly prohibited 
from bringing any Vessel of more than 22 feet draught higher than Kedgeree. 

2d. A Pilot roust not move a Ship between Calcutta and Kedgeree either 
outward or inward -bound without the aid of steam, if she is drawing more than 
20 feet, unless in the absence of a Steamer it becomes necessary to change her 
anchorage for safety. 

3d. An outward-bound Ship may be moved by her Pilot from Kedgeree to 
Saugor with or without Steam, at his discretion, provided she does not draw 
more than 22 feet, but the Vessel cannot be moved at all within the limits men* 
tioned, if her draught is beyond 22 feet. 

4th. Beyond Saugora Pilot is left to his discretion whether he will move an 
ootward- bound Ship drawing more than 22 feet. 

3. It being understood that a practice has very generally obtained among 
Commanders of Vessels frequenting this Port of making pecuniary Donations to 
the Pilot in charge of their Vessel, yon are to understand that such^a practice 
is entirely discretionary, and that Pilots are peremptorily commanded on no 
account, either directly or indirectly, to seek any such Donation, any Pilot so seek- 
ing a gratuity or neglecting his duty with a view to exact one, or in consequence of 
Dot obtaining it, is liable to experience the severe displeasure of Oovernmenta 

4. You are requested on the Pilot boarding your Vessel to fill up the acconi* 
panyingtwo Forms, one to my address and the other to that of the Master 
Attendant, in order to their being delivered to the DAk Boat on the Vesaers 
arrival at Kedgeree. 
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6. Government having been pleased, at the recommendation the late 
Marine Board, to remove the interdict hitherto preventing vessels beng under 
way in the river under any circnmetances during the night, I am directed, 
with a view to prevent, as far as possible, any accident arising from the 
permission now given in order to facilitate the progress of vessels passing up 
and down the river, to desire that you will be particular in attending to the 
following directions, which the pilot is ordered strictly to require your attention 
to, while your vesset is between Calcutta and Saugor. 

VeBsels at anchor are after dark till day-light to shew a light at the star- 
board foreyard arm. 

Vessels under way with a steamer are in like manner to shew a light at 
each foreyard arm, the steamer showing one where most convenient. 

Vessels under way without a 3teamer are to show a light at the foretop 
gallant mast head. 

6. Immediately on yonr arrival in Calcutta, you are to report yourself 
personally at the Master Attendant’s office, and at your earliest convenience to 
communicate to him in writing the name and residence of the parties to whom 
the bills for pilotage, &c., are to be presented for payment. You are farther re- 
quested prior to quitting your vessel, on arrival at Calcutta, to give, or to cause 
your chief officer to give, the pilot a certiflcate%>^our actual registered ton- 
sage and of the draft of water at which your vesjll has been piloted, as also 
that she has or has not been accompanied by a row boat, in order that the bills 
for pilotage and port dues may be correctly made out. 

7. Should your ship or vessel be coming up to Calcutta, you are to land 
your gun-powder at the magazine at Moyapore previous to passing that place, 
on no account retaining on board more than one hundred pounds weight ; any 
quantity beyond that weight being liable to seizure if found on board. 

8. You are also informed that by order of the Hon’ble the President in 
Council your Pilot is authorized, should he have reason to suppose that the 
preceding order is about lobe evaded by you, to refuse to proceed with the 
Vessel until the order iscimformed to, or he is furnished by you with a written 
declaration on honor that no Store Gun-Powder, in excess of 100 lbs., is on 
board. 

9. It is hereby fortlier notified to you that you are strictly prohibited 
from throwing overboard, into any part of the river, ballast of any description 
whatever, under a penalty of Co.’s Rs. 500. 

10. Under the act No. XIV of 1836, passed by the Right Hon’ble the 

Governor General of India in council in the Legislative Department, under date 
90tb May, 1B36, you are required immediately on the receipt of this letter to 
insert under their proper heads in the accompanying printed form of manifest, 
all the particulars which are specified therein, relative to the goods, wares, and 
marchandize laden on board the under 

your command •, and, after filling up the document, to return it, duly attested 
under yonr signature, to the pilot in charge of your vessel, to enable that officer 
to transmit the same to my advlress by the first dak that may be despatched 
from Kedjgeree after the entrance of the vessel into the river. 

11. The pilot, 1 am instructed to add, is prohibited, by the orders of the 
Bight Hono.able the Governor of Bengal, under the powers conferred by tho 
btbs^tlon of the aforesaid act, from bringing the vessel higher up the river 
Hooghiy than Kedgeree, until the manifest of her import cargo shall have been 
fornished to lilm. 

19, lam further directed to inform you that, under the 5th section of 
the said act, if the above manifest shall not contain a full and true specification 
of all the goods imported on the vessel under your command, you will be lia- 
ble to a fine of one thousand rupees (Rs. 1,000) and any goods or packages that 
mtiy be found on board in excess of the manifest so delivered to the pilot, or 
dl^crltigin quality or kind, or iu marks and numbers from the specification 
i;<^tidned therein, will be liable to be seized and confiscated, or to be charged 
T%ltb sueb increased duties as may be determined by the Board of Customs, 
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Salt and Oplnm. In tbe event of there being a deficiency In the pBckages or 
goods entered in the manifpstf you are liable under the said Act to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred rupees (Us. 500) for every missing or deficient 
package of unknown value and for twice the amount of doty chargeable on 
goods deficient and unaccounted for, if capable of being assessed therewith. 

13. In the event of your vessel remaining ourside or below Kedgeree, 
you are required by the said Act to deliver the manifest, so duly filled up and 
attested to the pilot, immediately on the vessel being brought to anchor ; and 
if you should neglect to deliver the said manifest for the space of twenty*four 
hours after the vessel shall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
thousand rupees (Rs. 1,000.) 

14. 1 am directed, with reference to the 15th Section of the Act No. ^ 
XVII. of 1637, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet onboard 
your vessel, not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to the d^k peon who 
may first board your vessel ; and I am to add that by the next Sections of the 
above act, you are liable to a penalty, not exceeding Rupees 1,000, for any 
wilful neglect in this particular, which penalty will assuredly be levied— in* 
stances having occurred of commanders wilfully detaining their packets. 

15. You are to observe that the coUector of government customs will, 
upon application being made to him, grant receipts for all goods which may be 
landed from your ship or vessel, and lodged in theCustomHouse ; and he will be 
responsible for delivering from the Custom House all goods for which receipts 
shall have been granted ; but should you, your Officers, or passengers, omit to 
take such receipts upon your good’s being landed and lodged as above-mentioned, 
you or they will not be entitled to indemnification for any of them that may be 
host in passing through the Custom House.

REGULATIONS, 

OR THE GUIDANCE OF COMlfANDBRS AND OTHERS, BELONGING TO SHIPS 
AND VESSELS RESORTING TO THE FORT OF CALCUTTA. 

* Under the Orders of Government, in the General Department, 

Dated 5th August 1835. 

1st. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, tbe Officers 
of his department are not to be interfered with in the execution of such im- 
portant duty. After a ship or vessel is moored in a clear and safe birth in the 
stream, she is not to be shifted, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honorable company’s moorings, and except in cases of emergency. 

2d. All applications to take in or castoff from the moorings, or for other 
assistance from the harbour master’s department, are to be made in writing to 
the master attendant, who will direct the harbour master accordingly. Applica* 
tioQS will be complied with according to priority of date. 

3d. On ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to have their jibb 
and driver booms rigged In, as soon as practicable, and to keep them so till tbe 
pilot takes charge fur the purpose of taking them to sea again. The comman* 
der or owner of any vessel in which, in breach of this regulation, either jibb or 
driver boom shall be kept rjgged uut one day after warning has been given by 
the master attendant to the commander or commanding officer at the tim^ 
shall be liable to a fine of 100 rupees for that day, and a further fine or 20 
rupees per day for every day after, that either jibb or driver boom fihaU COntt* 
nue rigged out i& violation of the rule herein laid down. 
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4lb. Ship* and vessels laying In the stream, or at the honnrahle company's 
mooiings shall have at least on^ anchor at the bow, with a cable bent and ranged, 
ready tor letting go at all times. 

5ih. No ship nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of the 
lionorable company's mooring buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
berth, under the direction of the harbour master, or bis assistant ; and specially 
no warps are to be out during the night on account of the risk of bouts being 
thereby upset, and the almost certainty of the consequent loss of lives. 

6tb. Serious accidents having taken place in transportiug vessels, from the 
circumstanre of one ship letting go another’s warp, while in the act of moving, 
commanding offioers are to permit warps to be made fast, and to keep them so, 
until requested to let them go, All vessels in the port of Calcutta are enjoined 
^ toassisteeohotber,nhilein the act of warping. 

7tb. The harbour master’s assistants are directed to take care in hauling 
ships or vessels into dock, tliat the waiet anchors are got up out of the chains, and 
to see that no projections whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can be re- 
moved) be suffered to remain. 

8ih. All ships or vessels moored in the stream are to keep a cleor hawse, 
to prevent accidents occurring. 

9th. Commanding ofheers of vessels are strictly prohibited from boiling pitch, 
dammer, or rosin on board, to prevent accident by fire. They are also prohi-' 
bited from throwing overboard ballast, or rubbish of any kind, detrimental to 
the bed of the river. 

loth. Commanding officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at 
any of the honorable company’s moorings, are to slack ilown their cables, to 
enable vessels to pass over them, when required by the officers of the harbour 
master’s department to do so. 

11th. Ships or vessels meeting with any accident, or causing damage to 
others, while in charge of an officer under the authority of the master attendant, 
have no claim on government for such damage ; but the parties concerned are to 
represent the case to the master attendant, who will take such cognizance of 
the same as the merits of the case may appear to require. 

12ih. In order to avoid misconception as to the responsibility of Government 
for the safety of Ships and Vessels making use of the Uororable Company’s 
Chain Moorings, the Governor General in Conncil has been pleased to direct, 
that it he explicitly notified to the Public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any Ship or Vessel wliicb may use those IVloorings. 

Idth. Government have been further pleased to prohibit Commanders of 
all Ships and Vessels more than 200 Tons burthen from moving them in any 
part of the River, unless they have a Pilot or an Officer from the Harbour Mas- 
ter’s Department on board, under penalty (independent of such consequences as 
the Owners or Commanders may be subject to by Law on the part of individualSyX 
or Two Hundred Sicca Rupees, for every breach of Ibis prohibition. 

14tli. Vessels of 200 Tons burthen only or less may be moved by theig 
Commanders with the pennisaion of the Master Attendant (which must be 
applied for in writing) without hhvinga Pilot or an Officer from the Harbour 
Master’s Department on board, any where within the limits of the Port of 
Calcutta, that is to say, between Sulkeah Ghaut to the North and the Bishop's 
College on the Right Bank of the River, and the Ghaut opposite thereto 
commonly called White Gunge Ghaut to the South from high water markon 
each side of the River. Should Vessels of this description however he moved 
without such permission having been obtained they will be liable to the fine 
specified in Article 13, 

I5th. Several accidents having lately occurred by vessels driving from single 
anchor, at which they where laying contrary to the rules of the port. It is 
hereby notified to the masters or owners of vessels, resorting to the port of 
Calcutta, that under the sanction of the hon’ble the deputy governor q 2 
Bengal, a fine of 501) rupees will in future be imposed on all commanders' 
who may reluse to have their ships moored, when required to 'do so by a Pilot 
or other duly authorized Government officer. 

16th. The pilot is forbidden to quit your ship in any part of the river unless she 
U properly moored without being duly relieved ; he is also forbidden to move her 
eight above Bishop's college/.or pass that point in tow of a steamer on a 
Rood tide. 

)7tb. Should you have any complaint against any subordinate of the master 
^ attendant or harbour master’s department, vou are requested to make it known to 
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tlii . as soon fis posslblt*, tUat it may be enquired into wlillst tlie circum- 
staupp'* are fresh in the rneinorv of thoge coneerneil. 

I8tb. \ t l)“inir necessary that the officer should be shewn the ship’s register in 
order to fill in the tonnatse correctly in the report, and certificate of draft of water^ 
you are required to shew it to liim on application. 

10th. With a view to tlie. extinction of fires on bnanl ships when they unfor- 
tunately break out, all ships and vessels in the port are required to be provided with 
fire buckets in the proportion of 5 to every hundred tonsot rciiistcred burthen, one- 
half of wliii-hare to be kent constantly hnnj tip on the quarterdeck, orotlier con-*- 
veuient place with lanyards attached, ready for drawing water, under penalty 
of^fjO rupees. The di*ntitv harbour master will visit the vessels to see that this, 
rcffiilaiion is complied with, and on his reporting any vessel iu the *port to bfl^ j 
witliont the proper number ol buckets, the eoinmandar will hpconie liable to 
penalty specified, unless it can be proved that the deputy harbour master is 
error, and that ihe ship at vessel really is provided witli the number of buckets ' 
required. 

20lh. The practice of drawing ofT spirits by candle light from which so many 
fatal accidents to ships have occurred, is aUostrictly prohibited to all ships and 
votcpiq in t)ip port, under a penalty ot 500 rupees for every offence, half of which 
will he awarded to till’ p'lrtv giving information ot such infraction of the port 
regulations. All pilnt^ and officers of the liarhour master’s department are 
strictly enjoined to see that this regulation is observed, and to report any infrac- 
tion of it. As in other eases of breaches of the port regulations to which aijy 
penalty attaches, whenever and as often a«, either of the fines specified in this and 
the foregoing clause, shall have been incurred, a bill wilMie made out against the 
commander lor the amount, and no pilot, will be granted to the vesicl onboard 
of which the offence has been committed, until such fine he paid. 

2Ut Finally, von arc hereby informcil, that no pilot will be allowed to 
fake charge of your ship outwards, until a certificate from the collector of cus- 
tom- '■liull ha\e bet n presented at the master anendaiil’s ofticc. stating that, ull 
port charges due ondier account, aud all fines if any have been incurred, have 
been paid.

ORDER OF HIS BXCBLLENCT THE MOST NOBLE THE OOYBRMOR-GENE- 
RAL IN COUNCIL. 

Fort William, Ju^ ID, 1801. 

Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for ships importing at Calcutta 
to retain their gunpowder on board \vhiie laying in the port; and whereas, the 
explosion of a large qnantity of gunpowder on board of a ship, lying off the town, 
might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the 
inhabitants ttiereof, and to the shipping in the port; and whereas, instances 
have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into the coun- 
try adjacent, by ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, with a view 
of obviating the serious consequences wiiich might ensue from a consequence 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to establish the 
following rules. 

1. The commanders of all vessels hound to the port of Caleiltte, and pro- 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part of the river above 
Moyapore are required on or before their arrival off Moyapore, to land at the 
magazine, which has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they 
may have on hoard, (whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammunition) 
exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which quantity every vessel is 
permitted to retain on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in cases 
of distress. Officers appointed by Government, will take charge of the gun- 
powder immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapoie, and will 
deposit it in the magazine. Commanders of vessels are required to mark the 
names of their respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpowder, 
preyloualy to their being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted 
by the officer in charge of the magazine, 

D. In order that vessels may he detained as short a time as possible for the 
delivery of their gnnpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
s’ght of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore-top-mast-liead, whereupon the of- 
ficer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in readi- 
ness at the river side to receive the gunpowder. 

.3. • Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between 
sunset and sunrise. 

4, Tile commanders of vessels outward bound, who may require gunpow- 
der for their outward voyage, shall not take gnnpowder on board in any part of 
the river above Moyapore, with the exception of a quantity not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Shooid any gunpowder 
have been landed from any vessel, when inward bound, and deposited in the ma- 
gazine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of the vessel 
to the officer in charge of the magazine, (such application being accompanied 
by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gnnpowder in the magazine) be con- 
veyed to the river side, and delivered to siich person as may be sent to take . 
charge of if. 

5. In future, vessels entering the port of Calcutta, shall not at any time, 
whilst lying in any part of the river between Moyapore and Calcutta, have on 
board without the express sanction of Government, any qnantity of Gunpowder, 
exceeding one bundretl pounds for the purposes before mentioned ; the collector 
of the government customs is hereby empowered and directed, should he have 
reason to believe that a quantity of gnnpowder exceeding one hundred pounds ', 
has been received on board of any vessel, to cause the vessel to be searcbedt ^ 
and should any greater quantify be found on hoard, to seize the seme. The col- 
lector is also empowered and directed to seize any unauthorised qnantity of gun- 
powder which may be attempted to be shipped on any vessel, in opposltioii to the 
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rules herein prescribed ; nil each gun powder so seized, shall be liable to confis- 
cation ; the collector shall immediately send all the gunpowder so seized to the 
magazine in Port William, and shall report the circumstance of the case to the 
board of trade ; the collector shall not grant a port clearance for any such vessel 
from which gunpowder shall have been so seized, without tlie express authority 
of the Governor General in Council. 

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be con- 
fiscated under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to the col- 
lector of the customs and bis deputy; the remaining moiety shall be granted 
in equal proportions to the informer and to the o/ficer assisting in making the 
seizure. 

7* The commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in any other 
part of the river below Moyapore, will be permitted to deposit their gunpowder 
10 the magazine at Moyapore. ** 

6. Pursuant to the orders contained in the 5th article of these regulations, 
the commanders of ail vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, having on 
board a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are required to 
send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, which they 
may have on board of their respective ships, or any place on shore, to the roaga- 
alneat Moyapore. if the commander of any vessel shall not conform to this 
le^uisltion, he shall be liable to the penalties stated in the 5th article. 

9, The commander of ail vessels lying off the town of Calcutta, or any 
part of the river between the town and Kedgeree, are prohibited from firing guns 
(excepting for the purpose of saluting Fort William, or for signals in case of the 
vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without having previously 
obtained the permission of His Majesty’s justices of the peace for the town of 
Calcutta. When guns shall be fired from any ship for the purpose of saluting 
Port William, or for signals in case of the ship being in distress, and also in cases 
in which guns may be fired with the permission of the justices of the peace, the 
commander of the ship is enjoined to be particularly oaretul that the guns be not 
fihotted.

A« T IV. OEO. THE IV. CHaP. 80. 
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RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND 
OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 

1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors ^that 
•have been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every description of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the means placed by govern- 
ment at the disposal of that officer, for the purpose specified. 

2. All recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions, shall 
'be landed as soon as may be practicable, in the same state in which they are 
recovered. Articles belonging to the Hon’lde Company, are to be deposited in 
Barikshsdl premises, and immediately after their being so deposited, a full and 
accurate description shall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature or not ; place where, and date when found; 
and such other information as may be at all calculated to enable owners to iden> 
tify their property. A distinguishing maik is to be placed on the anchor or 
other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will admit of it, the 
mark expressing the year in which it was recovered, and its number in the regis^ 
ter of that year ; when the article will not admit of being matked with paint, it 
is to be in .some other manner sufficiently identified, so as to connect it which 
its particular item in the ie;{istry. 

3. The above information is to be regularly entered into books of registry 
to be kept for that purpose at the Master Attendant's Office, which books shall 
be always open for public inspection, during the hours of business ; a copy of 
this registry shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered articles, with ^all the 
necessary information, to be bung up in the Exchange Roomsy for the informa- 
tion of the public. 

4. Ill the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in ca&c of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., or 
the proprietors of the Exchange ; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed by 
them should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the valuation shall have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the 
place of recovery ; viz. |th of the value of articles recovered above F ultah ; 
40 per cent, on articles recovered between Fultali and Culpee; 50 per cent, 
on articles recovered between Cutpee and t^augor; and 65 per cent on articles 
recovered below Saugor, wiih interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. as 
above directed. The bill is to be sent to the (Marine Board for registry; it is 
then to be passed to the Marine Paymaster for collection, on the production 
of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer will deliver up the aachoc 
or wreck identified. 

5. All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. three months after its recovery; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non-perish- 
able property shall be sold, at quarterly public salest twelve months after re* 
covery. On receipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in article 4tb, 
shall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the ** wreck and anchor concern,** 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without in- 
terest, to parties at any time subsequently establishing their right thereto. 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is imihediate- 
iy communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the 
, requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &<\ when 
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recovered, are to be delivered to the ownersj on security given for payment, 
at the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property; any 
■other description of property so recovered, is to be delivered, on payment of 
one-balf the amount of salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, according to tlie 
pl^ipe from whence the property is recovered. The valuation thereof to be made 
by Messrs. Mackenzie,'LyaMand Co. subject as before f to atbilraition. If the owners 
or commanders possess suitable roeanj^for recovering their own anchors of 
other lost or wrecked property, within 48 hours after they have been parted 
from or lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interfeieiice of the Master 
Attendant is then forbidden ; but, should they fail to remove the obstructions 
within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanction of the Marine 
Board,) the Master Attendant is authorized to effect the subject himself; aniT 
all such anchors or property, when '^recovered, shall be subject to the piescribed 
charge of salvage in article 4th. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
■owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own ancho's, 
they shall be delivered to the Master Attendant in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing attached to them and be registered in the 
aarae way, is if they had been .recovered in the first instance by the Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
sball be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. The above ruies are not to be construed to extend to the case of any 
ship or vessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
Attendant shall, on the regulation of the parties concerned, afford every prac* 
ticablc assistance fur recovering theeaid ship or vessel, her stores or cargo,; 
and such a claim, or compensation in the nature of salvage, shall be preferred 
by the Marine Board, as to them, under all circumstances of the case, shall 
appear reasonable ; should, however, the partios concerned decline the assistance 
of Che Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interferred with, unless 
by their negligence the nangatioa of the river should become liable to continued 
■obstruction from the accident. In this case, as before, the Master Attendant 
Js to adopt all be necessary measures to remove it.

ACCOMMODATION ON BOARD THE PILOT VESSELS. 

The following revised rtileSf relative to the accommodation of individmls, 
to the Sand Heads or down the rivery on board any of the Ho- 
norable Companifs pilot vessels^ having been sancUonsd by Governmentf are 
now published for general information. 

1st. Officers, civil and military, when ordered to proceed down the river 
on public service, on board a pilot vessel are to notify the same to the master 
attendant, or in his absence to his assistant, who will select the vessel with 
reference to the exigencies of the Service, on which such officer shall embark. 
>ln cases, wheie persons, whether public officers, or private individuals, be 
desirous of proceeding on board a pilot vessel for the benefit of their health, 
application is to be made, as above stated, accompanied by a medical certificate, 
shewing the tecessity fur the party to proceed to sea, when permission will be, 
.granted by the Master Attendant or his assistant, to repair on beard such vessel 
as may available. Individuals again, both in lire service and out of it, who 
have oceaaion to go on board a pilot vessel for purposes unconnected with their 
duty or health, are to make application to the superintendent of marine statii^ 
the purposes for which they desire the indulgence, and the time for which they 
are likely to be on board. The pilots are on no account whatever to receive on 
board as passengers, any individuals who have nut obtained the sanction above 
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Individuttls proceeding on board pilot vessels under any of the cir. 
, cumstances stated above, are entitled to occupy the larboard half of the after 
, accommodation, free of other charge than that of mess or table money hereafter 
. specified. It must be understood that in all cases when in conformity with these 
orders the larboard cabin has been assig^ned to any lady or genlleman, no one 
can claim a share of such accommodation while the party by whom it 4 yas first 
> engaged remains on board. Other parties either in or out of the service, permit-^ 
ted to go on board, can only have such accommodation as the dining cabin afTordSg 
unless the pilot in charge should let any of them have the use of his, the starboard 
cabin. It is to be optional with him to allow the occupation of it except as ta 
officers ordered on board on duty, to whom he must give up his or the starboard 
half of the accommodation if required; but be is on no account to demand a 
greater sum tor this accoiarnodation than eight company’s rupees per diem foe 
the first fourteen days, and six rupees for .ev^y day after, whether it be givea 
up volun|^ly or under orders. 

3d« Pilots iu charge of vessels are to provide a situable table for their 

Passengers and on no account to demand 
a larger amount for table money than the 
sums specified in the margin, at.d any 
pilot making directly or indirectly any 
demand cither for table money or accom- 
modation, not strictly authorized by these 
regulations, besides being compelled to refund any overcharge, will be subjected 
to such loss of rank or other punishment as government, at the recommendatioa 
of the superintendent of marine may award. 

4tli. Warrant Officers, or other respectable parties whose means do not 
admit of their paying theaimve rates, can be accommodated, und mess with the 
2nd mates and Volunteers at a charge of two rupees a day fur the first fourteea 
days, and one rupee eiglit annas for each day afterwards that they remain on 
board. The brunch pilots in charge of the pilot vessels are to see that such 
passengers are not charged more than these rates. Any demand of more^ will 
subject those who preterit to punishment.

TRIAL OF OFFICERS OF THE PILOT SERVICE. 


Fort William, Home Department, Legislnlive, the 2'id November, 1845.? 

The following Act is passed by the honorable the President to Council qq 
the 2’2d November 1845, with tlie assent of the right lion’ble the Uoveruot Gene- 
ral of India, which has been read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be prornnl|;ated for general information, 

Act No. XXIV. of 1845. 

An Act for establishing a Court for the trial of Officers of the Pilot 
Service accused of breach of duty. 

1. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the first day of January next ^ 
if any person employed in the pilot service of the East India Company, at the 
presidency of Fort William in Hengal, shall be accused of having committed any 
breach of duty while engaged in such service, and it shall appear to the Superin- 
tvndent of Marine that such person ought to be brought to trial for such breach 
of duty such person shall be brought to trial before a court, consisting of a pre- 
sident and two merchants of Calcutta, four commanders of Britisli ships and twa 
branch pilots or masters pilots of the East India Company's service, as members. 

li. And is hereby enacted, that the said president shall be such a person as 
ehall be, from lime to time, appointed for that purpose by tbe governor of Bengal. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it shall appear to such su- 
perintendent of marine that any person employed in the said pilot service ought 
, to be brought to trial before such court, the said superintendent shall convena 
such court by giving notice to the said president, and summoning by writing 
under his hand any two merchants of Calcutta, any four commanders of Rriiish 
ships lying in the port of Calcutta, and any two branch pilots or master pilots oC 
the East India Company’s service, to appear for the purpose of holding suclit. 
trial at a time and place to be subsequently intimated to them by the judge advo- 
cate appointed to conduct the proceedings of such court. Provided always timt 
, gyery cqart to.be held under this Act shall consist of the president, and, at. 
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four nenibcrsiand that the decision shall in every case be according to the votes 
of the inujortty^ and that in case of quality of votes the president shall have 
ti casting vote. 

IV. And It is hereby enacted, that if after the court shall have been Gon« 
vened the president shall be prevented by siekness or any other cause from attend- 
ing the said court, it shall be lawful for the members of the said court, not being 
less that five iii itumher, to elect one from amoni? tliernselves. who shall perform 
the functions of presidc^nl qf the said court until the end of the trial 

V. Anl it is hereby enucted, that if any person summoned, as aforesaid 
shall neglect or refuse to attend in pursuance thereof, or to remain in attendance 
to the end of such trial without sunicieiit cause, then it shall be lawful for the 
said superintendent of marine to impose upon any such person a fine not exceed- 
ing the sum of Rupees 2UU for every such default, and every justice of the peace 
for the town of Calcutta is lieieb}' authoiized and required upon representation 
tuadetohim in writing and Bi^ned*''by the said snperlnlendent, to |^rce the 
payment of such Him in like manner as if such fine had been imposed t^ffihnself. 

Vi. And it is hereby ciiucltid, that the proceeding before such court shall 
becoiiilucted on the part of govornitietii by such person as the uovenior of Ben- 
gul shall from time to time appoint as judue advocate for that purpose. 

VII. And it is hereby enacte 1, that it shall lawful for the said judge ad- 
'Vocate. and he is hereby authorized and required either at the request of the party 
accused, or of (he party Tn.tking the accusation, or of the said court, by writing 
under his hand to s imtnou any person whatsoever, to attend as a witness at a 
time and place to be speciHcii in such summons for the purpose of being examined 
ftt any trial before a cAurt constituted as aforesaid, or it such person shall be 
about to depart from Culcut a so as to be unable to attend at such trial without 
aerious ineort\enienee, then to be examined before the president of the said court, 
and any members of the said court, pro\id 'd always that due notice of the time 
and place ui aurh examination shall be given, to the person against whom a 
chaige is about to be preferred, and pro\ided n iso that such witness may never- 
theless be examined at the trial. If he shall be able to attend thereat in which 
case his previous examination may also be read at the trial. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that every witness duly summoned to 
nttend any such court or president and to members, shall during his necessary 
atteudenceon sncli court or president and to members, and tii going to and 
returning from the same, h.^ privileged from arrest, and shall, if arrested in 
-breach to such privilege, be discharged by such court or presid iU and two mem- 
bers, or by the supreme court, or any judge thereof, or by any justice of the 
peace in and for the town of Calcutta upon its being made to appear lo such court 
cir president and to members constituted by this act, or to such supreme courti or 
judge, or to such justice of the peace by affidavit in summary way that such wit- 
ness was arrested in going to or returning from or attending upon such court or 
president and two meinhers constituted by this act, and that every witness be 
duly summoned to attend as aforesaid, who shall not uttend on such court or 
president and two members or who attending shall refuse to give evidence on oath 
< 11 * solemn afhruiatiou or declaration, or to answer all such questions as the court 
dr president and two members may legally demand, shall be liable to be attaciied 

• Sti tha supreme court, upon complaint mads in like manner as if such witness bad 
.uegleored to attend on any trial in such supreme court, 

IX* And it is heieby enacted, that every member assisting at every such 
•^ourt before the coaimejicemcnt of any proceeding to be liad before it shall take 
the following oath upon the Hvdy Evangelists, which oath shall be adiuiatslered 
by the president of such court to the other members thereof, and to the president 
'by the judge advocate, that is to say. 

*'1, A B do swear that 1 will duly determine and administer justice accor- 
•iSiag to the evidence in the matter that shall be brought before me, and that 
will not divulge the seuteuoe till It shall he approved of by competent antbo- 
3 'ity, neither will 1 at any time divulge the vote or trplnion of the president, nor 
' iny own vote, nor that of any member of this* court unless pequfred to give 
evidence thereof as a witness by a court of justice in due course of law. So

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the judge advocate, who is to conduct

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that every witness before any such court or 
president and two members, ohall be examined upon oath, which such courts 
and president and two members are hereby authorized to administer. Provided 
always that in all cases wherein a eolemn declaration or affirmation would be 
allowed in her majesty’s courts of judicatare to be substituted for an oath, the 
sitip court or president and two members constituted by this act, shall substituted 
such solemn declaration or affirmation for an oath 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that any person wilfully and hnnwingiy giv- 
ing false testimony on oath or solemn declaration or affirmation in any case in 
which an oath or solemn declaratioB qr affirmation by this Act required to be 
inode, shall be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury, and being duly con* 
\icted, shall be liable to the pains and penalUes of perjury. 

XlUk And it is hereby enacted, that if the party against whom a charge 
is pref'eMl shall appear, or shall not satisfy the court that he has a reasonable 
excuse for not appetring, the said court shail proceed to hear and determine the 
charges preierred by the eaid enperintendent s^ainst any pei son or persons so 
employed in the pilot service as aforesaid, and if such person or porsons shall be 
found guilty by the said court of the breach of duty laid to his or their charge, 
it shall be competent to the said court, and it is hereby required to sentence such 
person or persons to dismissal from the said pilot service, or to such other punish- 
ment by loss of rank or pay as to ilia said court shall appear fit, whether or not 
such breach of duty he punishable under a certain code called the penal code tor 
the better order and government of the members .composing the pilot service, 
passed by order of the right hon’ble the vice president in council, on the 31st 
December 18*26. 

XIV. Provided alwajs and it is hereby enacted, that in all cases wherein 
the charge preierred before such court is a charge of a breach of duty punishable 
under the said code, the said court shall award such punishment as is prescribed 
for such breach of duty in the eaid code and no other. 

XV. Provided also, and it ie hereby enacted, that the eaid code shall remain 
in full force as regards tlie several breaches of duty therein specified, but that it 
shall be competent for the said superintendent of marine, and lie is hereby em- 
powered in any case of breach of duty not specified in the said code, to frame 
such charge as shall be applicable to the facts of the case and to prefer the same 
to the said court. 

XVI. Provided always and It is hereby enacted, that nothing in this 
Act contained shall prevent the said superintendent from deciding summarily 
in cases in which lie was empowered to decide summarily before the passing of 
this Act; 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that the proceedings of such court shall be 
sent on completion of the trial to the superintendent of ra trine, and it shall be 
lawful for the said superintendent of marine to send back the proceedings to the 
court for revision of the finding or sentence or both. 

XVIIl. And it is hereby enacted, that every finding and sentence of such 
court as aforesaid shall be subject to approval of the governor of Bengal, and 
that no such finding of sentence shall be considered final or conclusive under it 
has been subrolttcd to and approved by the governor of Bengal, who is hereby 
empowered to remit any part of the whole of such sentence as he shall think fit,

Experience of the new Pilot Station oif the South Channel, having establish- 
' ed that it can be made by Vessels from False Point with the greatest facility, 
and that Pilots can also be readily supplied, and the same causes existing which 
originally rendered necessary the removal of the Pilot Station from off Point 
, Palmyras to a position about fifteen miles S. W. b. W. of the Outer Floating 
Light in Lat. 20® 50* N. Long. 88^ 03* E., and in from 17 to 22 faths, water, 
'Notice is hereby given, that this latter' Station will in future be continued during 
the S. W. Monsoon, viz. from 15th March to the 1 5th September. 

No difficulty can possibly be felt in passing from False Point to th« present 
Station, if common attention be paid to the lead and to the following Directions, 
prepared by Captain Lloyd, late Offg. Marine Surveyor General, after a careful 
Survey of the ground between the two Points. 

** False Point Light House is in Lat. 20® lU.y N. and Long. 8G" 47' E., 
“and the South Channel Euoy In Lat. 20® 59’ N. and Long. 88® 4* E., and 
“ bears from the Light House N. 61® E. true, or N. E. by E. ^ E. by Compass, 
“ distant 83 miles and is laid in 12 fms. 

“ A bank of soundings extends from off Point Palmyras in a direction 
“towards the tail of the Western Sea Reef, and the nature of the bottom (as 
“ distinguished from that of the Ilooghly deposit which is sand and mnd with 
“ shining specks) is a gravelly substance composed of sand shells and small 
“ pebbles dischaiged from the “ Kunka,’’ and other Rivers near Point Palmyras, 

“ the lighter mateiiul of which being carried further out, is deposited, and forms 
“what is called the ‘Pilot’s Ridge,’ which in crossing to the N. Wd., shews a 
“little less water than on cither side. In coming from Seaward you sbogl 
“ rather suddenly from 28 to 23 fihs. upon its eastern edge. It is composed of a 
“shelly sand, or minute gravel of. a leddish or rusty brown color. 

“ The best guide therefore to enable a vessel to direct her course from False 
“ Point to the Pilot Vessels at the present Station, will be to run down the edge 
“ of the ‘ Pilot's Ridge,' which can readily be done by making the Light House, 

“ and bringing it to bear about W. S, W. or S. W. by W, distant by computation 
“from 10 to 15 miles, then steering to the E. N. Ed., and having gradually

Vessels approaching the Station during the day are required to shew the 
usual signal for a Pilot and by night to give as early and as much warning as 
possible by firing guns, burning blue lights and by exhibiting two lights in a 
veitical position, where best seen, but Commanders are strictly enjoined to avoid » 
as much as possible making the Station during the night. 

Ships have been lost Iroin running for the Station in dark or threatening or 
actually bad weather. In such weather, the Pilot Vessels cannot be made out, 
and if fallen in which, cannot board the inward bound vessel nor could the Pilot 
take her in, if he was on board. No advantage then, is gained by attempting to 
get a Pilot in such weather, while the- danger is imminent. It is strongly yecom-

Sailing Directions for the Port cf Ahjab, in the Arracan Fiver. 

Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West Monsoon should steer for 
the South end of the Western Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93’ 3’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Nonhward and Westward, about five or six 
miles offshore, until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, at the entrance 
of the Arracan River, then steer so as to bring it to bear N, by East or N. N, E,, 
and if they intend to run in during the night, with cither of these bearings they 
will cross the bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water spring tides. 

' • After deepening across it, the course should be altered to N. by W , or even 

N. W., according to the ^tate of the tide and sea at the time, to avoid the 
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Weste»’n Hocks (sihove water) bearing from the Light ?. W. ) 9., distant nearly 
half a mile j the Flood Tide sets in on these Recks. 

When the Light bears East in sijc to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat 
to the Westward, the course must be altered to N. N. E. and N. E by N., hav- 
ing brought the Light to bear S, E. by 9. \ H. the ship will be inside of Passage 
Hock, which is five to seven feet above water, and bears from the Ravage Light 
N. W. ) M., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then steer N. E. Easterly, 
to avoid the Reef projecting from Faqueers* Point a mile in extent to thesouth; 
some of the Rocks are above water at half ebb. There is a Red Buoy placed 
on the southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which with attention may be 
seen in a clear nighty, without the Moon, and after bringing Faqueers Point to 
bear, N. W by N. to N. W. the ships should anchor. * 

On Faqueers Point a small Light Hous# is nearly finished, the Light of 
which will be a deep red, a^d will he seen about six miles, or three miles be- 
yond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the Western Rocks, keeping it a little 
open to the Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or out, also to point 
out when the sMp is inside of the Reef off Faqueers Point. With this Light bear- 
ing N. W. by N. to N. W. is good anchorage, having excellent holding ground 
and perfectly sheltered from the sea. 

A stranger should not attempt to run in at night, particularly in the rains, 
except at high or low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in strong eddies off 
the Passage Rock, over the dangerous flat to the Westward, and the flood m 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 

During the N. B. Moonsoon Ships bound to Akyab, from the Northward, 
should endeavour to make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in Lat. 20‘' 1’ 
N. then steering due East they will avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20“ 5’N. Long. 
92“ 4' East, which is distant from the Savage Light fifteen miles due West. 
This course is recommended, as although in favorable weather the Savage Light 
is seen outside the Reef in 18 to 17 fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probability of hazy or rainy weather would prevent the Light being seen, 
and .steering boldly in to sight it Nortliw'ard oi Lat. 20“ L', would endanger llie 
.safety of the Vessel, by suddenly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef before 
sighting the Light House. 

I would not advise strangers on any occasion to make use of the Channel 
inside of the Oyster Rock or Reef.

9th, Any member of the pilot service who shall be absent 
beyond sea for a period exceeding two years, shall from the date 
of the expiration of the two years, be considered as suspended 
from the service. It will remain to be decided upon his return 
at any subsequent date, whether he shall be restored or not, ac - 
cordingly as he shall be able to satisfy the marine board and 
Goverumeut, that he used all possible exertions to return within 
the time fixed, but failed to do so from causes beyond his control. 

GEN UR At RULE. 

10th, Under the authority of the provisions contained in 
the latter part of clause 1. A. N. I. Victoria cap. 47, it is further 
provided in respect to ail the above classes of officers, that if 
they embark with the permission of Government at any other 
Presidency than their own, or at any other place or port in In- 
dia, provided that it be not more distant from their .station than 
the ports of their own Presidency, the date for the commence- 
ment of the operation of the above rules for sick leave beyond 
sea, shall be that of actual embarkation at such place pr port, 
and not that of leaving the frontier of their own respective Pre-

llih. In the above rules no provision is made for the case of 
servants of the classes mentioned resigning the service after leav- 
ing their Presidency with the permission of the Government in 
consequence of sickness. The case of such persons has been 
considered by the Pi esident in council to require a new rule, 
which, under the terms of the act, requires to be submitted for 
the confirmation of the Hon’blc the Court of Directors before it 
ran take effect. It is accordingly declared, that the security to 
be given by servants, as the condition oftlieir drawing allowancc.s 
while absent from their Presidency, must provide for the case 
of such retirement, and the servants must bind themselves to re- 
fund the whole of the allowances so drawn, in case of their resig- 
nation and departure for Europe without previous return to their 
Presidency, provided that the new rules to be established should 
require such refund.

2d.— It does not appear to the Board to be necessary to make^ any remarks 
on the above documents, beyond requesting you to apprize tlie members of the 
Pilot service, that the withholding the reduced pay of individuafs absent oti 
medical cc'rtihcates in the Cape or elsewhere, until their return, arises out ot 
an act of Parliament, prohibiting payment of salaries to absentees on such oc- 
caaioiis during the period of their absence. 

Sd. Referring to the 3d pension rule, you will perceive, that it is neces- 
sary for the married members of the service to forward certificates of their mar- 
riage, and of the birth and baptism of their children, and for those who are now 
unmarried, to do the same on their marriage and the biith of the children, iti 
each case within one month of the event occurring. Notices of the death of 
wives and children are likewise required to be forwarded within the same period. 

4th. With regard to the Gth pension rule, the board do not piopose to 
make any alteration in the existing practice, viz., the production of a certificate 
of existence by a member of the pilot service not below the rank of mate ; 
and if these certificates are duly forwarded on the 1st of every alicruate monthf 
they will suffice ; and in the case of widows and female, orphans above the age 
of fifteen, if they are forwarded on the 1st of January, March, July and Septem- 
ber, they w'ill be sufficient, with the half yearly declarations of their not being 
mairied, which are required to be forwarded in May and November. The 
Board have been particularly anxious to make the anangeinents in this parti- 
cular as little burdensome and as pleasant to the parties as their duty to Govern- 
ment would admit. 

5th. In conclusion, I am directed, with reference to my letter to youc 
address, under date 2‘Jlh April last, No. 967, and its enclosure, to inform you, 
that the prospective reduction of pay from the sicca to the soiiat rupees, is not 
under the orders of Government, to affect the existing incumbents of the pilot 
sei vice on their promotion to higher rank, or in respect to their pensions, oc 
the pensions of their families, or the increase of pensions which female orpliana 
now on the fund under 10 years of age will be entitled to after that age until they 
marry ; but is to affect those only who hereafter enter the service and the 
families of such members. Such new members of the service will receive all 
their pay and allowances of every description in sonat rupees, their subscrip- 
tions to the pension fund will be made in the same number of sonat rupees as 
the present incumbents of the service pay in siccas, and their pensions and 
those of the widows and orphans, will be paid in the same currency,

2d.— Pilots are entitled to pension at the above rates on medical cer^ficate, 
hy the invaliding committee comnosed of the inirine and assistant suigeons, and 
the secretary to the Medical Board. 

3(i. — To entitle widows* and orphans to the above pensions, pilots are to for- 
svard to the Marine Hoard, through the master attendant, certificates of their 
marriage, of the birlli of their children, and of their baptism within one inonili 
after the occurrence thereof.

haiid’s decease may be living in a notorious state of incontinence nor any lemale 
orphan living in such state, shall be entitled to receive any pension under these 
rules. 

6lh— If a Widow pensioner marries, her pension is to cease during her cover- 
ture, but in the event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be re^adiuitted 
to the pension to which she was entitled during her first widowood, unless her 
second husband shall have been a member of the pilot service, and have hern at 
his death of a higher grade than her first husband, in which case she shall be 
entitled to the pension of the higher rank. 

0tli.--Ail pensioners under these rules ore to make personal appearance at 
the Marine Board Otiice on the 1st day of every alternate month, or to niFud 
euch other proof of their existence as the Marine Board may from time to time 
jequire. 

7 til. —Widows ot female orphans above the age of fifteen years, are re- 
quired, to forward to the iMarine Board Office declarations half yearly, in May 
and November, that thev are not married, and that they have not been married 
lit any interventing period. The declarations are to he countersigned hy the 
Executor to the Estate of the deceased member of the pilot serv>re, oi pen- 
aioner, or by the guardiao of an orphan, and by a member of the pilot service, 
certifying to the truth of (he declaration to the best of their knowledge and be- 
lief. Forms of the declaration will be furiMslied on application at the olfice of 
the Secretary to the Board. 

8th.— The several amounts of contribptioD and pension referred to in the 
above rules, will continue to be made in Sa. in tiie case of all present pen- 
aioners, and of all existing members of the Pilot service, and of their widows 
and orphans Individuals joining the pitot service, after the Ist of July 1885 
will be paid their allowances and deduciioiit of all descriptions will be levied in 
the same rupee, and pensions to themselves and orphans, will in like manner be 
viaid in sonat rupees.

2iid.— A portion of the Cabins may be engaged In each of the above vessels 
{ for the voyage round, or to or from any of the Ports at which they touch ; tlio 
remaining CabiriSi when not immediately required for the Oovernraent Service, 
will be hired only upon coitdiiioii of the parties vacating them, should they ba 
required for Government purposes, either in Calcutta, or at any of tlie Pons at 
which the vessel may touch, in the course of her voyage.

Horses and Dogs are excluded from tlie Steamers. Treasure is conveyed to 
bloulmein at half per ('ent., end to Arracan at quarter per cent. 

Officers and olbers enjoying the privilege of sending their Packages and 
Goods by the Government Steamers, must Instnict their Correspondents by a 
latter sent in the vessel to land such Gimds immediately on the arrival of the 
l^eanter in Calcutta, and Goods not applied for within 24 hours after the arrival 
of the vessel, will be sent to the Custom House. 

The address upon Stores and Packages sent to the Steamer for conveyance 
must be full, each package having the name of the party for whom it is intended,

All applications for P^s^age on the Government Boats proceeding *lo tht 
North-West Provinces must be made at the office of the Controller in Calcutta, 
and all applications for cabins on the boats returning from Allahabad must be 
made to ihe Steam Boat Agent at Allahabad. 

The distance between Calcutta and Allahabad by both the Sunderbunds and 
Uhageerutty routes is assumed to be eight hundred miles', and the distance be-

When two persons occupy a private cabin, full Deck passage for one persoa. 
will be charged in excess of the cabin hire. The officer whose cabin is so occa* 
pied, to pay the Deck passage of the second person. 
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passrnpfers rleimingr to mess TPith the commander when tiorerrunent 
cabins are available will be etiartred 4 rupees per diem tor their pai*Haee (but hi 
no case to exceed the estiinaif d number of days to each station) exclusive of 3 
rupees per diem for niesp. When povermneiit. cabins are not available, deck 
passengers may mess wiih the commander, paying the usual rate of ^ aiiiia per 
luile and 3 rupees per diem for mess. 

Deck passengers providing their own food will he charcred \ anna per mile. 

In the same way, a cabin retained in Allahabad, .will be charged to Ubau< 
gulpore for however short n distance it may be ocupied. 

One servant is allowed to eacii cabin occupied by one person, but if a caidn 
he occupied by more than one person, an additional charge will be made of twelve 
rupees eight annas, which will entitle the cabin to a second servonr. All otiier 
extra servants are charged for half an anna per mile, or twenty-five rupees from 
Calcutta to Alhtliabad. 

The charge for passage on return voyages is fixed at two-thirds the rate on 
Ibe upward voyages, 

Passengers are allowed the baggage and cabin furniture, placed within 
their cabins, which is nccrssary for the voyuge, and this m>iy include a piano if 
required for use during i lie voyage, and not in a packing case— but pianos iu 
packing cases and all other poekai^es, as cases of Millinery, Saddlery, libs'V and 
Earliienware, Rcer and Wines, and other Stores, will be stowed in anntlier part 
of the vessel, and to tiie extent, of half a ton, O' 2) cubic feet, be charged for at 
half the established rate for Freight; all in excess of half a ton will be charged 
fit the full rate of Frei lit. 

Deck passengers are allowed one roll of bedding 2 feet wide, and a box of 
six cubic feet solid contents. 

A Table is provided by the commander at three rupees per diem for each 
person, exclusive of v\ lues and Beer, which if provi>ied by the commander, 
are charged at regulated piiues, of which a list is exhibited in the dining room, 
and likewise all rerreshinents required between the regular meuls of breakfast 
8t ^ past 8, biscuit, &c. at noon, dinner at 3 p. m., and tea and coffee in the 
evening, Fersoiis who provide their own Wines, pay 3 annas for each cork 
drawn. 

Children who do not come to the table are provided at one rupee per day, 
the same charge is made for Christian servants. 

Mussulman servants may feed with the crew, paying a rate of two annas 
per day. Hindoos must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of three rupees per day for the estimated 
term of the voyage, must be paid on engaging a passage, and any aarpliH of 
Table Money will be returned, or an additional charge be made by the comma ri- 
der of the voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for wliicli the depi sit was 
calcultited. Half the Passage Money, and half the Tuble^ Money become forleit 
by persons who relinquish a passage after having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats is generally advertised in the order of their expected 
arrival in Calcutta, but it may sometimes occur, that the vessel first expected, 
may be the last to arrive, or from damage, be prevented going in her turr> 
in such case the boat next for despatch will te substituted, and keep the ap- 
pointed time as nearly as possible, and the passengers engaged for the first boat, 
will still be the first acconimoddted. by a substitution of one boat for the other, 
and should it even be more convenient for any passengers, originally engaged 
for the second boat, to proceed by the first one under the above circumstaiices 
despatched, the claim on account of the name of the boat, in which they en- 
gaged their passage being that ordered for fust despatch, will not he recognized, 
to the prejudice of another passenger, and vice versa. 

OF FREtqnT. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Government Boats, must be sent 
to the boat office, in Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of ten and four, 
Bundayr, Christm'is Day, and Good Friday excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless they be addressed to a resi- 
dent at the place at wliich they arc to be delivered from the Boats. The direc- 
tions must be marked on something not liable to be destroyed by vermin, and 
fioiii which it may not easily be obliterated. A direction written on a card or 
maiked with ink oq a tin bo^ would be liable to the above objection. 
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The Boat O^ce will not be responsible for any damafre or lots that may he 
occasioned by accident to the Vessel or other cause whatever, not traecahle to negli- 
gence or uiismanagemctit* 

All Goods Rent to the hoat ofnre must he accompanied by a note with suit- 
able direction for the guidahee of the officois of the dipartment. 

Goods not applied for on hoard the hoat by the consignee, will b6 carried 
on and charged with additional freighr, unless addressed to the Steam Agent, in 
wliich case they will be delivered to him. 

It must he understood, however, that although all persons arc at liberty to con* 
sgn their goods to / he S team A gent of the stations /. / which they are to ^e landed 
the, Uovernment is not responsible for such Steam Agent, or for the safely of the 
goods after the delivery of the same to the consignee, or to his order, whether such 
consignee be the Steam Agent or any other person. 

Freight on an packages, excepting tfcasuic laden in r.'ilrntta, or for which 
tonnage is reset ved in (’alciitta, and which does not exceed in weight 35lbs , or 
174 seeis, per cubic foot, will he »hrt»gcd by the cubic foot.

The commanders are ins^lracted never to wait lnr pusaeiiuers either t'lose 
who merely uo ashore at a station and are proceedin-i lurtlier on, or thos»* who 
intend to embark there. If tlie steamer arrives in the evening she reinaina all 
night, hut ill the day she remains only the time stated, and passengers, going 
ashore will be left behind if they are not on hoard again before that time expires. 

Parties who ship (ironds must engage to load them on hoaid the Government 
Boats at the rale of Fifty Tons per day of 12 honra, the working hours are be- 
tween Daylight and Sunset, and Commanders of Boats are prohiliited loading or 
receiving Goods after dark. Should Freight not be ready for shipment on "the 
arrival of the Boat at the several stutions, the Conauiunder of the Siediner will 
have peremptory oiders to the next station. 

The scanlinei»s of water in the Ganges having on more than one occasion 
prevented the Government Steam Vessels from attaining some of the higher 
tations for delivery at which packages have been received on board, it is to be 
understood that all goods and packag'S, (Treasure excepted) laden on boats so 
arrested in their progress, are at ihe expense of government conveyed to the 
stations at which they should have been delivered by the boats, and are free of 
every additional charge to the shippers or consignees, who with regard to expense 
of conveyance are placed in precisely the same situation they would have been 
in had the boats been enabled to reach tlieir destination. Should any persons 
having goods on hoard any of the Goveriimet Boats so arrested in tlieir 
gross desire delivery of such goods at any station i^hort of that to which 
were to have been conveyed, they will be entitled to a refund of such proportion 
of freight paid on such goods as may be in excess of the freight that would have 
been levied upon such go ds bad they originally been shipped for delivery at the 
station at which they may, under the above circumstances, be delivered. 

Treasure laden on a boat whose progress is arrested, will be retained on 
board until the boat is enabled to proceed to her destination, unless the consignees 
holding the bill of lading of such treasure may require its delivery, giving a full 
acquittance for the Treasure and receiving such difference of freight* as may 
have been paid in excess of what would have been charged for conveyance of 
such treasure to the place of its delivery. 

The boat agent at the diiferent stations make no charge for landing goods 
from the boats into their godowns nor for shipping goods delivered .into their 
godowns, provided such goods are not merchandize intended for traffieje, nor aui# ' 
maU nor machines for conveyance, for all such they will charge the following ratei 
Eor embarking or landing a Horse, Cow or Bull, Bs.

INLAND STEAM TRAVELLER'S GUIDE. 


Rules and Regulations to be observed on Board the Government 
Accommodation Fesscls, 

1st. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of 8 
rupees per day, fur breukfait at ^ past 8; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and tea and coffee at 6. Intermediate meals or refresiiinents must 
be paid for, accordtiiir to prices fixed and exhibited on the card, which is to be 
suspended for general information, in a conspicuous part of the dining room. 
Every aiticle must be paid for at the time of delivery, and the steward is 
strictly proitibited supplying any article if not paid for at the time ; he is pro- 
vided with iiienty of small silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers if 
preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever irom the mess 
(ubia to the cabins for children, servants, or invalids, as such practices tend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refreshments 
ill their cabins. 

2nd. The servants arc required to be always clean, and dressed with tbeir 
turbands. European or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
witliniit tbeir jackets and shoes ; they are reqoired to keep tbeir heir cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy. Bach servant, when attending at 
^ble, is required to carry a clean napkin in his hand. 

i|P 3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour oi the servants is to be represented 
to tbe purveyor or conductor, who will take thenecsssary measures to prevent 
a recurrence. 

4ih. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5th. All meals taken away from the publie table, will be charged for as 
extra meals. 

6tb. The steward is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o'clock, every 
day, to remain suspended in the dining room. 

7th. Ill case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines, 
Jcc., it is requested that the same be represented to tbe coinmanler, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cause of complaint, if possible, will 
be removed. 

8tb. A mehteris retained on board the vessel for tbe express purpose of 
attending to the cleanliness of the cabins. 

0th. When the boats are ready to start, after anchoring at any part of 
the river, the only notice given will be the ringing of a bell a quarter of an hour 
previous to starting ; and the commander of tiie steam boat« is strictly probibi* 
ted waiting for any person whomsoever. 

loth. A boat will be available to take tbe Hindoo servants on shore, when 

vessel anchors for the night, and to bring them off again. 

Uth. No presents are'to be demanded by the servants, under pain of dis* 
^isissal, and it is partieularly requested that nope may be offered, 

12th. One lamp is ordered to be kept lit in the dining-room during the night?

About Commercolly, on the rieht or southern 
bank of the Ganges, is the present blocked up entrance 
of the Mattabimga, or Bruken- headed river,— very 
appropriately named— it empties itself into the 
Hooghly by tlie outcast’s village. Above it is the 
blocked up entrance to the Jelllugee river, which emp- 
ties itself into the head of the Hooghly river, off 
Nuddea, after passing Kishnngur civil station. 

Six'ty»8ix miles from t'ornmercolly U Snrdah, on 
the left bank of the Ganges ; was formerly a coal de- 
pot, and is noted for Mr. Watson's large silk factory, 
formerly the Hon’blc Company’s. It is 443 miles from 
Calcutta by steamer’s route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, Steamers do not wait here, hut change pilots. 
Letters from and to Culcutta take 2 days; but they 
should not be sent here but to Hainpoor Beauleah. 
From hence the Burreyl river branches off to the east, 
through the ChuIIum and Beltobnckery Jlicels into 
the Bara Saugor river for the Janai and Dacca; but 
only navigable for small boats. 

Twelve m les from Surdah, on the left bank of the 
Ganges, is the civil station of Rampore Beauleah, in 
the district of llajshaye, distance 453 miles by steam- 
er from Calcutta, and only 155 miles by land. It is 
the residence of a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
postmaster, engineer officer and doctor, as likewise 
fiome indigo and silk manufactures.

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Burffatchia, on the left bank of the Qaneea, and 
Mahanuudee rivers at their junction, is 22 miles above 
Rampoor Beauleah ; there is a crossing ferry from 
Bcrhampore route for the new route to Darjeelling ; 
it is about 30 miles from Berhampore. Passengers 
can be landed here, this being the direct route from 
Calcutta to the sanatariurn. 

Furteepore factory is one of Lord Glenele’s, and in 
thedistrictofMalda, distant 24 miles from Malda. Is 
situated on the left bank of the Ganges, and is 50 
miles from Rampore Beauleah. At 3 miles above 
this is the junction of the steamer's route with the 
Bhagruttes and Sunderbuud routs. Passengers for 
Malda should land here. 

Sitbjunge is on a rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Ganges, and is by Bhagrutice 265 miles, by ^n- 
derbunds 68G miles from Calcutta, and by land^OB 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
should leave Calcutta on the 5th day after the steam- 
er, and from October to Juue on the 8th day, dawk 
route being 1 1 days. 

This is a very ancient city, and the ruins of an 
immense mass of bulldines, among which is an ancient 
palace, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &e. &c., worth inspecting. 
Here are some Christian graves and monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small way, 
are procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above .the 
steamer’s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels generally 
stop here 4 to 5 hours ; it is a very sickly place, owing 
to jungle. The hills are distant about 5 miles inland. 
The Himalaya hills are visible at times. It is a native 
darogah’s,aijd post office station. 

Twenty-one miles above Rtijmahal, and 2 miles 
below Sukreegullee hill and point is the beautiful 
Mootee Jburna waterfalh it is visible on tbe eastern 
side of the hills. At Sukreegullee point is an Indigo 
Factor’s bungalow ; would be an excellent (Shooting 
box; bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, Imgs, and 
deer of all kinds abound here, and among the hills 
feathered game abound. Steamers pass it in 101 days 
in the dry season. 

Twenty-three miles above Sukreegullee, on the 
left bank of the Ganges, is Kantnegur. Passengers fur the 
civil station of Purneah are landed and received here. 

Fifty-eight miles above Rajmahal, on the left 
bank of the river, is the junction of the Koosie rirer. 
On the Nepaul part of the Himalayas, nearly oppo- 
site, is Patturgaita hill, with one or two temples, 
and is noted in native tradition for a cove (only a small 
hole), into which, it is said, a Rajak with an Immense 
suit, and one lac of torch-bearers entered, and never re- 
turned ! Such is the story of an attending faquer. 
From hence are beautiful views of isolated bills, and 
the tips of the Colgong rocks. The southern or 
Patturgattah passage, up to Colgong, has some very 
dangerous rocks, where, if a boat tottches, not a soul 
can he saved.

The steamer’s passage to this is generally 12 days ' 
ill the ruins, oeeasionally 10 days in July, and in the dry 
season 13 to 14 days : the distance from Calcutta is 
398 mites by Bhagnittce, 666 miles by Sooderbunds, 
and 3i)4 by land, Dawk runs in 2| days. Letters for 
Bteeniersldiould leave town on 7th day after her, in 
July, and on the 8ih day in June, August, September 
and October, and on tiie 10th day in tlie dry season. 

On arrival here, the collector’s and magistrate’s 
book is sent on board for entry of all passenger's names, 
&c. &c. &c. Steamers stop here 3 to 5 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Monghyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them : they were formerly in the 
steamei’s track, but are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. 

On right bank of the Ganges, 20 miles above 
Monghyr, is the large villnge of SoocHjgurra, with a 
small river that runs down from the hills. Fowls and' 
kids are procurable here, through the ihannadar's assis- 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the right bank of the river, 60 miles above 
Monghyr, and 5(1 bt low Dintipore, is the large toiYu 
and mart of Bar, being a daroguh station, also a bye 
depot for sleumer’s coals. All this bunk of the ri\er, 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted for piggery vil- 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on (he right bunk, 87 miles above Monghyr, 
or 0 miles below 1'atna station, or rather Bankipore, is 
a large native town, with a river on its upper or western 
end, that flows fiom the hills, and has a pucka bridge 
ovrrit : it is u noted maiiufactoryof table cloths, of any 
extent, pattcrn,and texture that may be ordered. Also 
napkins and towels of all sorts, 

Futna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles along tl>e right hank, 14 miles below 
Dinapore ; is noted for opium, gram, and waX'CanrJIes, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
be( n counted laying here at one time. It is the residence 
of a nabob, and being a sadder or civil station, has a 
comm sdoner, a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint oflicers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, a post-master, European assistants and inissioa- 
aries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flights of steps ontside, to 
ascend to its top, on which is a targe circular hole, to ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain into. It 
has only one door, and was built fo^a depot, in case of 
famine. It is a very massive buildmg, and noted fur 
its very numerous, dear, and strong echos, and at pre« 
lent it is used as a guard house.

Steamers seldom stop here : somelimes not being 
able to get within a mile or two ; passengers can land 
at the lower end; and getekhas or hBckerieB«(a native 
onehoree conveyence) to take them up to Bankiporc, 
or to the miiitary station of Dinapore; U miles distant, 
by way of a novelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary by the road side. The road is very good 
up to the military cantonment. Deegah farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is the G unduck 
river from the Nepaul hills, with a large native town 
on its right bank, and on its left, or eastern bank, is the 
famous Hajeepore bungalow, and race course. During 
its annual large fair which is attended by petfjile from 
all parts of India, very good and cheap nags are 
procurable. 

Dinapore is a large European and native military 
station, where the steamers put to the bank by the can- 
tonment flagstaff, for 5 or 6 hours, to take in coals, dis- 
charge and take in cargo, and passengers: it is consi- 
dered as two-tliird of the passage upwards. It is on the 
right hank of the Ganges, distant from Calcutta, by 
steamer’s route via Dhagruttee, 508 miles ; via 81»un- 
derbunds 796 miles ; and by land 970, miles. Post takes 

days. Letters forslenmers should leave Calcutta on 
the lOlh day after the vessel in the rains, and 13(h in 
the day season. 

Mutton, beef, fowls, eggs, bread, blitter, fruits of va- 
rious kinds, and grapes in May and June, are procuro- 
ble ; as also table-cloths, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, also bats, muslin and cotton cloth shoes, har- 
ness, Patna scented wax candles, and gram. European 
shop keepers are here also. Here is a steam agent, a 
docter, and a clergyman. Plays are performed occa- 
sionally by amateur performers. Auctions are somc- 
;Imes held here.

Twenty two miles above Dinapore, on the left 
bank, is the civil sUtion of Chupru, the capital of Sarun 
district. Here reside a judge, a magistrate, a collec- 
tor, a doctor, and a post master. Steamers seldom 
tOQch here even in the rains. Passengers f< r this place 
should arrange to land above it at Itcvelgunge, where 
therdlsasleBm agent. 

Revelgunge, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
on the left bank of the rivcr,^9 a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agent’s care. From benco 
vp to Ghageepore, the villiagers are said to be uncivil 
and dishonest. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
large native village of fihuikan, a darogali station, 
noted for a fair annually held here, as al6o a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides are very strong 
liere ; boats being detained from 4 to 0 weeks, wailing 
for water, and a favourable breeze. 
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Buzar on the rfitlit bank, and Karntades on the 
left bank, le 88 miles above Dinapore, and is noted for 
beiiiCf the llori'ble Co.’s atud cstubliebment. There is 
a small fort here, where the battle was fought. Here 
are some European ofheers of the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, also a steam agent. 

Eight miles above Buxar, on the right bank of the 
river, is the j unction of the Kurrumnasa river : the 
touch of its waters is considered as one of the greatest 
mishaps that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is sfdd to 
debar him from admittance into Heaven. There is a 
bridge built, over it, by a rajah. This part of the coun- 
try is noted for dacoits. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 
or 31 miles above Bnxar on the loft bank of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ohazeepore, a very 
handsome place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on precipices. The 
European inhabitants, consisting of the judge, magis- 
trates, collectoi.s, doctor and opium agent, &c. &c. re- 
side on a level plain, about the centre of the station, 
tile cantonments from the upper part, and ti e Buio- 
poan hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel and Lord Corn- 
wallis’ tomb- 

This place is noted for its opinm manufactory, 
and Ooverument stud estahllshnu-ni, where horses 
, can be purchased j as also for its rose water, otlor of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, eggs, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and sugar, aie pro- 
curable j also Europe' n articles of consumption, nnd 
millineiy from the European shopkeepere. Its dis- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bh'Jgrnttin, 627 miles, via 
Soonderbiinds 915, and by land 431 milee. Tile dawk 
runs in 4 days, and letters for steamers should leave 
CfllcuUa on the day after the elcainer in the dry 
BCJisons, and on the lltb day in the rain? the ves- 
sel’s piipsage being from 17 to 20 days. Steamers re- 
main bore for passengers, and coal and cargo at the 
steam ageui’s. Passengers for Goruckpore should 
land here. 

This Is the lower extreme of Hie North Western 
Provinces or Agra Presidency, and is a great place of 
trade. It is the lowest station for the Agra flat boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from here||Up- 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ghazepore is the dangerous 
kunker reef of Bairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ohazeepore is Cho- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu- 
merous monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below Chockookpore, on lb's right bank 
of the river, is a sunken konkur rock, opposite to a 
palm tree, jnst below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above GhazStpore, by Ifucbaree 
on the left bank^ is a Very difficuU and mgerous 
sunken reef, 

. 6ix m leg above U Is Said spore a large naliva 
tow!i,wr<h a tehsseeldat and darogah; and ^ miles 
ebove Saidapore, is the junction of the Qooti^tie rivery 
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that ffO€8 ttp to Luf’know, sai l to be e very, intricate 
and rocky river, too shallow for the smallest boats in 
the dry seatioo. The Oanjje.s river, from above Ku«*h- 
uree reef, Sai()a[Mtre op to the <9oomtie, a disunce 
of 8 miles, U a very critical passage with various bad 
patches of hunker rock, on which native boats and 
budtrerows spilt instHctaneonsly. 

Fwe miles above tl»e is CliandrOulie, 

with a white temple. Here in raid channel, is a very 
daimeroiH pueka platform, on kimker, with the ruins 
of an oil) temple on it, and no passable chenin l on its 
liorihwestj.or Jinlmre side, and \ery danaennj^ for 
downward bound boats, as the current sc^s directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Ohnndroiitie is Puilooo Ghent 
and fetry on the ri^ht bunk: these banks arc formed 
of knnker rocki 

Fifty miles above Ghnxoepore, or 8 miles above 
Bullooa Ghuiit, on the ri^lit Ivmk of the rtvtr, is Ivye, 
and its sunken kiinkei’ reef, scarc^^ly avoidable in 
some dry seasons. Ff^rn hence due west over (he 
li'jUl bank', you will observe the Benares minarets, 
distance 9 in ins. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in Indi.i, at»d is certainly one of the 
most handsotne when Mvw»>d from a distance on the 
river, (hero biini! sncii numirous stone phuuts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable Esst India (lompnny ; but 
their dwellinps are divided into so many littl' cham- 
bers, or pigeon holes, (bat (he internal part of the dry 
has the appearance of a mass of mean buildings, piled 
op without any regard to order or appearance, and 
narrow, fl'lihy lanes, instcHfi of afreets. There is a 
large inclosed mart, culled a chouk that opens at 5 
V. M., where trinkets, toys, bbds, clofh, coarse hard- 
ware are exposed for sale. It ha*» a large well in it, 
and is also a resort for native QuetUms. Close to the 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goolhuduns, 
a very fine silk, of various patterns, worn by natives, 
as trowsers ; al-o fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery : also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller’s chouk, a native inn, and 
a large horse mart, where very fi ,e horses, of the 
Toorky^^Persiao, and Cabui breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rupees, and are brought here 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears from 
those coim tries* Hpre are several miniature painters, 
and aiil^ venders of miniatnres on ivory, said to be 
)»kenstu|i^nfdiffet«siitnativei»rinces, 8f|fl their queens, 
and xtawh girls; meOketiessesof native servants in 
costumi, tradessn^n and beggars.

Teller) rrovisioug are prouiirabie ; pnrtridgcs, quail, 
and wild ducks of sorts are to be obtained. Stcamera 
remain at Uaj Ohaut to discharge and tube in pack- 
ages, and to rrccive coals. The civil and military station 
is about 4 iniU'S inland, direct from Rsj Qhnut, where 
reside the commissioner, the judge, magistrates, collec- 
tors, the geiieiat, and all the military oflicers of the na- 
tive reuiments stationed here, and some European 
artillery, licre also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
Btcarii ggeiit, coach builder, and Europe an sligp-kccpera. 

Letter* for steamers, or travellers, are not for- 
warded tn the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very inconvenient, 'ihe city is about 2 miles 
long. The natives are very uncivil to strangers. 
Niimr ous fanatics are here, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy Oiinua, and the city of the most 
holy, seciirrs them « ternal happiuesa, 

Ihiiures is from Calcutta, via Bhagruttee GOG 
miles, via Sniidcrbiinds 984 miles, and by land or dawk 
route 428 miles. Letters take 4 days, Hhancies 7 dii>s. 
Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta, the 12th 
day after the vessel in the rains, and on the 14th day 
in the dry season. 

Pttlankteiis are procurable here, but infested with 
vile \ernii». Travellers wishing to visit the station 
of Surdc, should write up from Ohazeepore to any 
friend, or the steam agent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Hajuhaut for thorn, on their arrival. 

Rninnughnr, lj| miles above Benares, on the right 
bank of the river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Uajuh of Benares. 

flooltunpore, Benares, is a native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers b;ing to here a few minutes, on their 
passage up or down, as required, to land and receive 
passeiigcM It has a kunkery or rocky point, which 
is very avikward for unlive boats, as also for steamers, 
owiny to narrow ch.iiinel iind strong cm rents ; U is 
off the stables, which are called Little Calcutta. 

On the light bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Eonitunpore, is a very neat looking place, railed Chu- 
ntir, with u very neat-looking English churchy that 
reminds one of sweet/ sweet home.’ It is an invalid 
miiitarv station, and has a fort if! cation, on an isolated 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, forming a 
very nasty point to pass in the ruins. Hindoo tradi- 
tion tells us, this fortress was built In one night by a giant, 
and is impieguable : il completely commands the ri- 
ver, and is used us a place of confinemeut for state 
prisoners. There are several det&ched rocky hills, or 
stone quaries here. It is a very sickly place, owing 
to the iieat arising from the stone, which causes fevtr 
and spleen. Tills is a great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple* Tradition states it to 
contain a chest, which cannot be opened, unless the 
party opening it lose Ids hand— -four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on It. Very ^ne black 
and red earthenware is procurable here^ such as wins 
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coolers, which beincf filled with water, after the bottle 
is inserted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
wirids, (none other serves the purp. se,) ia the shade, 
cools (he confined liquor eqit ;1 to ieinc: it. Tiie cool- 
er must be (hied daily, Al^o red sandy water holder", 
or suries, which krep water voiy cool. lHiick hutter- 
pots, willi acaaiiisi for water, very neatly fiiii'-hed, and 
iHrp:e bla^k dioible urns, to contain breud'and keep it 
nioisL flere is a steam a ^ont; but steamers seldom 
stop more ilian ten minutes. 

8evcn miles above Oiiinitr, on the rii;ht bank of 
’ the river, is the \illiifj:e of Kuiniie, with rocky bottom 
and hanl lumps of red earth in the rivt r, » little above 
is a ravine, which is to he avoided hy nil boats. 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is tlie erosdti!; ferry 
of the Benares Kriind road, and of Kitwa and Uhud- 
doolee to Miizaporo. From hence to the latter place, is 
a fine road, distance 7^ tniles hy land, and 10 miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and ? miles below Mir- 
ZJipore, on the left hiuh hauk, is Jihajoan, Vvitli a white 
tomb, and a patch of kmiker in the river, on whicii 
many boats are lost. From here the caiitunments of 
Mirza|»orc are visible. 

Mirziif'OiT, a inilit ifT' cantonment, is Smiles be- 
low the oily.; and the civil sta ion, where the jud^eV, 
inuutsiraie's and cnllecior'a oificos ure, is ] mile below 
the city. Tlie sleamer stops at the a^enty aliaut, at 
the lower end of the city. This place is noted for a 
cotton murt, and cotton rnanui'acloiy ; ns likewise shell 
loc, lac dye, hardware in a small way. Many boats ate 
hire, at all si'a!<(ULs. 

The city is very confined and dirty, subject to ereat 
sickness. Thi^re ate *2 or B fine .stone {(haiils here, and 
some small temples and miniiretR. Bread, hnticr, ( tfus, 
mutton, IhidIi, kid, beef, veal and fowls ure [irocuruble 
here. Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Miizapnre is from Calcutta, via IMiu'iruttre, 74S miles 
via Sunderbtifids, 1030 milc", and by dawk route 4o5 
miles. The dawk takes5du,>s, and bliani/y 8 da)B to 
run. Letters for stejmera sliuuld leave ('’alcuttaon the 
13th day after her in the rams, and 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vesseds liavimi plenty of carLm to 
dischart^e here, are generally detained from four to 
five hours.

Letch yagurrec and its rAyirie, on the left bank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
bers when it was attached to the Onde territories. 

Sursa is a large cotton mart, on the riuht bank of, 

' the river, and is 60 miles above Miritalpore, and 23» 
miteB be low Allahabad, to which place is a good road. 
This is the station 'of a European custom's officer. 
There are s*everal pneka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Ironwork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Tin keys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahiibad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort is 
at the junction of the rivers Jumna and Gauges. It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. Tlie steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and I mile inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians* and officers* are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in ^ 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are ' 
kept here. Here is also a large stone pillar said to have . 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
quests! and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
lew feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the Sudder Dewauny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside t)jc fort on the sands, at point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Bread, 
butter, egg.s, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
lurkeysr, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, tccl, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops are 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
gliaut is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
Euiopean and native, are procurable. Shawlmen board 
the steameis, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoatiiig, cap.=?, gloves, socks, and Affgha- 
nistan w'oollen cloths; as also Delhi jewellers and ma- 
im factineis of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy oil rooms, and rather durable. A little bejmnd 
the chduk is the livery stables where bjcautiful horses 
are procurable, of the Persian, ('abool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is in the fort, where you must 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the I4th day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er. The distance from Calcutta is, via Bhagruttec, 
831 miles, via Sunderbunds 1180 and by dawk route 
50 1 miles. Steamer's regulated distance is 800 miles. 
Steamers remain here three entiie days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak- 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes, and pas- 
sengers. Apply to agent there, Or to commander, for 
pass^ downwards.* ‘ i ^

The following rules for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor 
General of India in council, uiid being approved, are appended for the guidance 
^ the officers of the department 

RUL£a FOA USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, hereafter specially provided for,) received at any Post OfiBce iu 
India for despatch by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postage, as the 
case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate stamp, bearing the name of 
such office of despatch, and when side-stamps are not provided, when the date of 
Che month and year forms part of thc».stamps Itself, the said date must be entered 
in writing across the middle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
received for despatch be post paid or bearing postage, the amount of postage so 
paid or due, must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the word 
paid” or “ bearing” as the ease may be.* 

2 All letters and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
affice stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year ; but the ainouiie 
of postage paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, as the 
siamp ot despatch regulates the levy of postage. 

3 The stamp for all service, soldiers or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the office and the word 
‘ free,” and must be stamped red, 

4 The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong inch long by I inch wide, bearing the name of the office and the 
word ”paid” and must also be stamped red. ^ 

5 The stamp for all letters or packets, on which a postage has not been paid 
in advance, in an oblong 1^ inch long by 1 inch wide, t>earing the name of the 
office and the word “bearing” and must be stamped black. 

6 Forwdid letters or packets, i. e., those which follow a party addressed 
from station, to station, are to be stamped at caah office of fresh despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola its weight, doubles, treble, 
Jtc. must be entered in writing on the face thereof, and on banghy parcels, the 
exact weight must in all cases be entered in writing on the same. 

8 All service, soldiers or other free letters or packets received from sea- 
ward, at any General Post Office are to be stamped with the ship letters free 
stamp. This stamp is a circular 1^ inch in diameter, leaving the name of the 
General Post Office, the date of tlie month and year and the words “ship letteis 
free” and must be sta mped red. 

9 All other letters or packets received from seaward at any General Post 
Office, are to be stamped, if received by ship with the ship letter bearing stamp, 
and, if by a Go^ eriiment steamer, with the steam lette. bearing stamp. The for- 
mer is a sqti'are stamp, 1^ inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month and year, and the words “ship letter bearing.” 
The letter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions, but with the words 
“ steam letter bearing,” Both these stamps must be stamped black. 

10 At the several stations where newspapers are published in India, news- 
paper stamps are provided with which ail newspapers received at such stations 
for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or bearing, as 
tile case may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may be, marked on the . 
same either by the stamper in writing. At offices of delivery where newspaper 
stamps may not be provided, newspapers will be marked with the usual office 
stamp, in like manner as other packets.

—when, after previous advertisement in the Government Gazette, the/ must 
be sold on the wharf and pay duty on gross amount sales. 

Rules for wharfage and godowu-rent may be learnt on personal application 
to the head Tide-waiter. 

No arms nor military stores to be imported without the speeial sanction of 
Government. 

No claim for drawback shall be admitted, unless the goods have been 
regularly passed, and duly entered in sworn export manifest ; iior iu any case 
for goods shipped, after the issue of port clearance. 

No Pilot shall allow any goods to be taken on board a vessel whieli baa 
obtained her port clearance, without seeing a certificate from the Custom 
House, which document is to be signed by the Pilot and returned to the 
Col lector. 

The Pilot shall detain the vessel for further orders from the Master 
Attendant, if any goodfi, without such certificate, should be taken on hoard 
by the commanding officer, and nuch goods are to be detained by the Pilot, 
and shall be liable to confiscation, when the Pilot will obtain his proper shnre 
•f reward. Moreover, goods seized, iu the attempt to ship them claodestinely, 
shall be liable to confiscation. 

All goods transhipped In port are liable to the prescribed duty for impor- 
tsftion, and if the transaction be regular, may claim drawback. But aooda 
which are transhipped, without due permission first obtained, or shipped, or 
attempted to be shipped, on any other vessel than that for which they may 
have been passed at the Custom House, or without pass, «hall be liable to 
<cenfiscatioD. 

No arms, ammoivition. nor ''military stores, shall be shipped without the 
epeolat sanction of Government. 

No vessel can obtain inward clearance, until all her import cargo figg 
been duly accounted for. ' . 

To protect from imposition such persons as are strangers in Calcutta, gndi 
who employ natives to transact business for them at this office^ it Is uoMftf d 
that for every sum taken, as government custom or duty, a receipted bill is 
given under the signature of the CoUeclor, or of his deputy, or bit covonanted 
assistant. 
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, Clearances, whether Jn^vfird of oolfirird, can be given oi^g in re^ttlar 
intn, and it ia for commandeis or others on their part, to see that their apfiiN 
cations be dol^ noted, Tvith the date and hour of receipt by tha Snpervlsora 
respectively. Applications for outward clearance, (or export ‘manifest#^), 
^nnot be rr ceiverl, unless thnt such applications be presented, at least three 
complete days pi eviousl’y to the date on which port clearance is desired, in 
order that time may be allowed for the adjudgment of export cargoes, though 
it will be issued earlier if practicable. 

No fees are tskrn for any ailidavits sworn in this office, on subjects of

Importers of gunpowder are requested to refer to the notification, by 
order of the Board of ('lustoms, dated the IStli and p'.bllshdtl in the Govern* 
menl Gazette of 23d Jan iary, 1823.

Considerable misapprehension is prevailing as to what articles arecoroprig* 
ed in the term baggage in use," and so entitled to free duty,! t is hereby declar* 
ed, that the term applies solely to wearing apparel, second-hand, or in use, cabin 
turnUore and I rising personal property, all in use and accompanying; the 
baggage of overland passencers not accompanying them is also imported 
free, if it would have been free, had the proprietor come in the ship with it. 

The tide-waiter on board each vessel after satisfying himself by inspec- 
tion, that baggage as above defiiied, haa been in use, will pass it direct from 
the ship. 

Fresh millinery, saddlery, musical instruments, guns, pistols, carriages,

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OFFKNCES AGAINST PROPE TY. 

Bye-Law, 11th Noyembeb, 1814.— Persons of evil fame freqnenlini; 
Btrects, &(‘. without a good aocount of thnnselvfs, and shewn upon oath 

1o hu\r been so fnqucnting streets, &c. with intent to commit a felony, may 
hr oiljudjjed, by two justices, to suft’er fifty stripes, or he sent to the house of 
correction for three inonllia. 

Bye-Law, ‘21st iAritiL, 1817.— Persons found in possession of lead, iron 
and other metals, and not able honestly to account for their being so, may be 
sentenced by two justices to pay a tine of Rs. 100, for Ist offence ; Its. 200 for 
2il (iffence, and Re, 400 for every subsequent off> nee * or, if the fine is not paid^ 
to 2, 4 OF (i months’ iinptisotniient with hard labor in the house of correction. 

I'owtr to tvTo Justices to make an order on a husband and father (o 
mairilaiti his vvite and children, legitimate and illegitimate, and to commit to 
Coiniip n Jail lor non-compliance for two months* 

Workmen, servants, labourers, oniplo;^ed at wharfs, arsenals, godowns, 
shops, found in | oesession of goods, &c. and not able to account for such pos> 
session aatisfaclorilv', may be committed, by two justices, to the house of cor- 
rection for 0 months. (N. B. No fine in this case.) 

Byk-Law, 12111 November 1818. — Journeymen arliBcers or workmen, 
purloining rnati rials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair, may he sentenced 
bv two Justices, to a fine of Its. lOO; or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 months' 
irnj)ris(iT<meiit in the House of Correction, or the like imprisonment without fine. 

Byb-Law, 22d October, 181{). — Offences similar to the last-mentioned 
occurring at the Mint, liable to 4 months' imprisonment in the House of 
Correction or to whipping, or fine, by authority of two Justices. 

Persons employed ut the Mint contravening rules in regard to alloy, liable 
to fine not exceiding 50 Rs„ or to public whipping, by two Justices. 

Also, principal nielters at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whip- 
ping, also to fine, by two Justices, of Us. 50 ; and commitment to common jail, 
and liouaeof coirection for a period not exceeding 4 months. 

Hyb-Law, 13th Novbmbrr, 1821. — Persons purchasing, regimriital 
accoutrements from soldiers, may be fined, by two Justices, in the sum of 
rupees 50, and if the fine is not paid, may be commiHcil to the common jail, 
or house of correction, for a period not exceeding 3 months, or inny be whipped, 

N. B. 7'he whipping may be without the fine, but not without the iinpri- 
Bonment apparently. 

Byb-Law, 13th April, 1810. — Mariners arriving in ships that may be 
burnt or destroyed, are liable to be compelled to serve in other slaps, and if 
they refuse, or desert, to irr. prison men i for two mouths, beyond the period for 
which they received advance, by two Justices. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PRESON. 

Bye-Law, 20tti July, 1814, amended 7rn February, 1818. — Power 
to two Justices to try charges of assault, forcible entry, or other injury, accom- 
panied by force, not being felony, and to inflict a fine, not exceeding Rs. 100; 
and if the fine is not paid to commit to the common jail foi 3 months. The 
whole of the fine may be awarded by way of satisfaction to the party injured. 
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Ryi!-LAW,18TH NovEMBRn,i814.— Power to two Justices to try charges 
of abduction, viz. enticing mid decoying away from parents or guardians for 
immoral purposes, married woman, or female children nuder 13 years of age, 
and to sentence to 200 rupees fine. If the fine is nut paid, then to commit to 
the house of correction to hard labor for G months. 

Bye-Law, 20rn Maiicii, 1810,— British and foreign miriners deserting 
from their vessels, or overstaying leave, are liable to imprisonment for 3 days in 
the common jail, or house of correction, b) two justices. 

Bye-Law, 13th April, 1810.— Domestic servants are liable to two 
months* imprisoiimeul, in itic house of correction, for mi3carria;'c,or insolence, 
by twojusiices. 

Bye-Law, 12x11 Noybmdeii, 18IG.— Journeymen and labourers refusing 
to work according to agreement, combining to raise wages, or decoy, or intimi- 
date others, are liable to a fine of 100 iiipccs, or iinprisonincnt lor GO days in 
the common jail, nr house of correction, by two justices. 

Bye-Law, IItii Novemiieh, 1814 — Seamen dpserting ships liable to a 
Rue of 50 rupees, in default of f^ayment, or not more than 30 days’ imprisonment 
in the house of correction, aud not less than 14 days sentence, by two jusiices. 

Bye-Law, 20x11 March, 1810.— Biiiish and foreign Sfarnen leaving their 
vessel against the will of the master, or overstaying their have, may be sent 
to the house of correction for 30 days by two justices. 

OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

Bye-Law, 8th July, 1810.— Persons taking wine or liquor into the 
ganisim of Fort William, without authority, if below the rank of Othcers, 
are liable to iinprisoomcnt in tlie cotemon jail or house of correction. 

ByB'Law, 18th Noyeuerr, 1814. — Persona throwing dirt, A:c., on 
roads, or intodruius, or leaving bricks, carriages, on roads, or ob^tiuctiug 
them, shall forfeit 10 rupcis. 

Jl’ersons not removing pnqections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, 
are liable to be fined 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen ri building Willis and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable to a fine of one thousand rupees, and the wall to be pulled d(»wii. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices, and levied by distress 
of goods. If such distress is nut f luml suthciciit, then offeuders may be com- 
mitted for six moulbs to the common jail. 

N. J3. This Bye-Law gives the power tojusticos to summon juries to assess 
the value ol lands about to be tuken for roads and sewers. 

By the same Bye-Law, persons of low condition walking wilh arms in the 
street witliout authority of government, or of a justice of the peace, liable to 
forfeilure of arms aud a fine ol 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one justice. 

Bye- 1 AW, 22d Junc, 18 2 — Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufac- 
tured or sold in Culcutia, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and fine of 500 rupees if made, aud 4 rupees per seer if sold. One justice 
may sentence where the penally is less ihuu one hundred rupees. License to 
be grunted by two justices. 

Bye-Law, 7th February, 1818 —Hotels, taverns, lunch houses, .See. to be 
licensed by twojusiices. If opened without license, a fine of rupees 100 may 
be levied by two jumiers. By this law a particular ghaut is appointed for 
seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter.) 

Bye-Law, 17th April, 1820,— Common or promiacuoas gaming for 
money liable to u fine of 100 rupees ; if not paid, 3 months' irnprUonment in 
the bouse of correction, hy two justices. 

Bye-Law, ^tii March, lS27.—Tepka bearers plying without badges, 
liable to a fine of 20 rupees, and in default of paYincut, imprisorirnent in the 
common juil or house of correction, not exceeding one month, by two justicesi 
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TEEKA PALANKEENS AND BEAPEnS, 

A nile, ordinance, and reuulation for tiiecood order and civil ^orrrnment 
of the Beltlpmenf of Fort William in Bengal, and for retzulaiinir the number 
and fue ofTeika pHlaokeena and Teekn Bnarerp/in the Town of C’nlcnlta, ina 'e 
and paaacd by tlie Vice-President in Council, of and for the presiidency of Fort 
William in Bengal , the eii'litli day of tMurch in the year of onr Lord one thou- 
fian'l eight hiiniired and twenty-seven, and registered in the Supreme Court of 
Judicatire, on the 27th Aftril, 1827. 

Whi'it aSjit is considered just and expedient fo regulate the number and 
fa'-e of Tceka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in tlie town of CuleutlH, t^iid to 
place them in such manner under control of the Police, as may lend to the 
greater convenience of the public. 

I. Be it therefore ordained, by the Vice-President in Council, of and for 
the presidency and i-etthnient of Fort Williain in Benyul. and h^* \irluo of the 
powers in him vested, hy a certain Act of Parliament pussed in the Ihirteentli 
year of tin* reign of His Majesty King George the III, (ijiilled An Act for 
estaldishing cerlain regul/thms for the better munageiuent of the vfTiiits of the 
East India Company, as well in India us in Europe,'* and by a eerlain other 
Act of Parllurnent, passed in the fortieth year of his said Majesty King George 
Jil , fnliileil “ An Act lor estabii-hi'-g further regulations for the gn\ernment 
oi tlie British territories in India, and tiie better administration of justice within 
tlie same," tliiit thiity davs after the due publication and registry of tins rule, 
orditiHiice and regulation in the Supreme Court of JudicMiure at Fort William 
in Bengal, with the consent and approbation of tlie said Supreme (.'ourt, if the 
B.iid eonrt shall, in its dit^eretion, approve of and consent to the publication and 
reg’.aiiv of the sunie, no person whatever shall let out or keep for hire any teeka 
pxluiiket n, or sene as a teeka bearer within tlie limits of the town of (hilcutin, 
wulioiit li.wiiig obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of Ills Ma- 
jcrty’s Jusiiees of the Peace, acting in and for the town of Calcutta. 

II. And b<* it fiiriher ordained, by the unthority aforesaid, Unit it shall 
and nni) be lawful for tlie aforesaid justices of the peae >, lo license ,siich num- 
ber of t^uki palHiikeens and teeka^liearers, iln y, tlie said justices, shall deem 
sudu'iLrit for the said sottlom^'iit of Fort William in Bengal, and tliat such )i- 
ceiisVi i>liall be granted for the term of one w^ar and sluli and may be recalled 
by any two of the said jiHtices, at any time within tiiesaid year, for any great 
iiiit^coiiduci, or iiiisbeliavhmr of any persons to wiiorn sutdi license sliull have 
b.eii granted • and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam ill Bengal, sliall let out or keep for hire any teeka palankeens, or serve as 
ticha bearers, wiihont Inning obtained sneh license as is required by this rule, 
ordi'iiince, and n gulation, nr after any licence which lie may liave obtained, 
ahali li^ve expired or been recalled, such jiersoii shall, upon conviction before 
two or n. ore of the said jiistleea of the peace, forfeit for each and ever^’ surh of- 
feneei a sum not exceeding lliirty rupeea, and in default of payment, shall be 
forthwith coiiimitted to the common jail or house of correction, for any period 
not exceeding two monilis, unless the line shuil he sooner paid. 

III. nd be it further ordained, hy the authotity aforesaid, that every 
palankeen so licensed, as aforesaid, shall bear oil etieh side tliereof, in large 
eluiructers ill English and Bengalee figures or ehanieters, the niirnher of such 
lltciise, end that every teeka bearer so licensed as aforesaid, shall wear engrav- 
ed or written thereon, in large characters in English and Bengalee figures or 
charucteis, and that if any person having ohtuiiied a license ns aforesaid, to let 
out and kee[» for hire a teeka palankeen, nr to serve as teeka bearer, shall neg* 
1( ct to have the number of his license on his palankeen or badge, as herein be« 
fore ordered and directed, every such person shall forhit, for each and every 
such offioicc, any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of payment, 
shall bo committed to the common jail or honse of cornclion, for any period 
not exceeding one montli, unless file fine shall bo sooner paid. 

IV. And be it further ordained, by the Hiilhorily aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful fur any fouror more of the uforesaiti justices of the peace, 
from time to time, as they may deem fit, to fix and settle the rates, and hire of 
tecku palanktcus and teeka bearers within the said settlement of Fort William 
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in Beniral, and that Buch rates and hire shall be published in the English nnd 
Bengalee languages twice in the Qovernmcnt Gazette, und affixed at the Court 
House, Bunkshall, Police Office, and other public placoo, fur flfieen du}s bofoie 
such rates or hire sliail be considered as fixed and settled ,* and that if the owner 
or person in charge of any teeka palankeen, shall refuse to hire and let out the 
same, at the rate and price so fixed by the said justices of the peace as aforesaid 
or shall receive or require any larger rate of hire, the person or persons to whom 
the license for such palankeeii shall have been granted, shall forfeit for each 
and every such offence any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of 
payment, shall be forthwith cornuiitted to the common jail or house of cor- 
rection, for any period not excetding one month, unless the line shall be 
Booner paid ; and if any teeka bearer shall lefuseto serve at tlie rate or liiro 
80 fixed as aforesaid, of shall receive or require any larger price or hire, every 
such person shall, for each and every sueli uffeuce, forfeit any sum not ex- 
ceeding ten rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith committed 
to the common jail or house of correction, for any period not exceeding fifteen 
days, unless the line shall be sooner paid, provided always, that no [lersoa 
shall be deemed or taken to be subject to tlie penalties in this stclion enacted, 
unless the fixed and settled rate of hire shall have been tendered and oficred 
tu him or to some one acting on his b‘ half. 

V. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that if any 
person shall refuse to pay to the owner of any teeka palankeen, or to any teeka 
bearer, so licensed as aforesaid, within the said setilement of Fort WiMiain, the 
hire earned and diK; to the owner of such teeka palankeen, or to such hearer 
according to the rate nnd hire so fixed ns aforesaid, or if any person shall 
wilfully break, cut, deface, or injure any teeka palankeen, such person shall, 
upon conviction before two or more of the ubiresuid jnliccs nl the peace, foifeit 
a sum not exceeding fifty nip es, nnd in default of pwyment, shall he forth- 
with committed to the common jail, for any peiind not exceeding fourteen 
days, unless the fine sliall he sooner paid ; and if the fine shall be paid, it shall 
and may be lawful for the just. ces before whom suidi person shall be convicted, 
to award or give to the party complaining, the whole or any puitof such fine. 

VI. And be it further ordained by tin* aulliorily aforisuid, that if the 
owner of any teeka palankeen or any teeka bean r, so licensed as aforesaid, 
within the said settlement of Fort William, shall make use of insolent or 
abusive language to, nr towards any person hiring, or proposing or offering 
to hire such palankeen or bearer, or oiherwise grossly misconduct himself, 
such person sliall for each and every such offtuiee, forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing ten rupees, and in default of payment, be commilled to tlie comrnou jail 
or house of correction for any period not exceeding fourteen days. 

Vlf. Anti be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for four or more of theoforesaid juticts of tlie peace, from 
time to lime, as they may tlilnk fit, to appoint ami fix I'ertain eonveiiient places, 
asstands for teeka palankeens and teeka liearers, and that notice of the same 
shall be twice published in the Govetiiment Gazette, in the EngTsii and Ben- 
galee languages, and shall be affixed at the Court llou-e, Bankshull, Police Of- 
liee, and other public places for fifteen days, before such places shall be consi- 
dered as fixed and settled stands and if the owner of any teeka palankeens or 
any teeka hearers, so licensed asaforesuid, with n the buM settlement of Fort 
William in Bengal, shall remain and wait for hire in any part of the public 
streets, road^, and passages within the said settleroenr, except such parts us 
shall be fixed and appointed by the said ju<)tice 8 of the peace, as aforesaid, such 
persons shall, for each an<l every such offmee, forfeit a sum not exceeding ten 
rupees, and in default of payment, shall be committed to the common juil or 
house of correction for any period not exceeding fourteen days. 

VIII. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that all of- 
fences committed, and all pecuniary forfeiture and penalties had, or incurred, 
under or against tliis rule, ordinance, and regulation, shall and may be heard 
'i **djudged and determined by two or more of the aforesaid justices of the 
peace, who are hereby empowered and authorized to hear and determine the 
and to issue their summens or warranty for bringing the party or parties 
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eom^^lained of before them ; and uponhiaor their appearancGi or contempt 
aud default, to hear the parties, examine witriesses, And (live jnd|{inent or aeu- 
tenee, according as in and by this rule, ordinance, arid regnlation is ordained 
and directed ; and that all sul'Ii fines and forfeitures, when paid, except only 
such parts of them as the justices shall have directed to be paid to the parties 
Gomplniiiing under the authority of section vi, sliall be from time to time, trans- 
mitted to (he General Treasury of the United Company of merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies, and be employed and disposed of according to the 
order and direction of 11 is Majesty’s said justices of the peace, at their general 
quarter, or other sessions. 

IX. Provided always that nothing In this regulation contained, shall in 
any way extend to prevent any person without license, from hiring or letting 
for hire, any palankeen for a month or any longer period, or to prevent any 
person without license from hiring any bearer or set of bearers for a month, 
or any longer period, or to prevent any person without license from encoding 
and liiringr himself to serve as a bearer for a month or any longer period, or 
from serving under such engagement and hiring.

In conformity with a rule, ordinanct., and regulation, passed for regulating 
fheiiuiiiher and fare of teeka palankeens and teeka bearers in the town of Cul- 
cnlta, notice is hereby given, that from and after the first of June next, no per- 
eon whatever shall let out or keep for hire any teeka palankeen, or serve as a 
teeka bearer, within (he limits of the town of Calcutta, without having obtain- 
ed a license for that purpose, signed by two of Ills Majesty’s justices of the 
peace, acting in aud for the city of Calcutta. 

Liti-nses will he ready for delivery on application, on and after the 20th 


instant at the police office. 

The following are the rates and hire of teeka palankeens and teeka bearers, 
which have been fixed by the magistrates:—

Breaches of above rules will, on conviction, be punisbed as the law directs. 


HOUSE ASSESSMENT.* 

As much misconception prevails on the part of landlords and others in 
regard to the remission of the House Tax, for periods during which houses 
are unoccupied, and to the rules, established for hearing appeals against the 
assessment, the collector of assesainent deems it necessary to inform land- 
lorda that ?io of house tax cr/w be allowed unless notice of thvva- 

cayicjf of premises he yicen within seven days of their becoming vacant ^ (for 
which notice a receipt is granted,) nor unless similar notice be given of the 
re occupancy of such premises within seven days of their becoming occupied^ 
(for which notice a receipt is likewise given ) 

The bills fur house tax, being made out from books prepared by the as- 
sessors, and approved by the justices at their quarter sessions, the collector 


* Tlift rnllertion of tlie lioiise fisseasTnewf is now IrnnsferreJ fo tlip mnnicipal commissioners, 
Imt u subject to the same uilcs as pi'evaUcU \\bco it \^us uiiiicr the justices, 
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I(B9 no powpr lo filter those bille in any respect, coneeqiiently, when parties 
are desirous of tirivin;; their own names subsiitoted for the names in which 
the bills are made out, or when the assessor's valuation of premises is objected 
to, they should apply to the justices at their quarter sessions lor the alteration 
of names or the abatement of asses^-tnent, ss the case may be, and luoiilords 
are particularly required to take notice that any abatement in the assessment 
which may be allownl’bv the justices in sessions hus effect from and after 
the quarter immediately succeeding that in which the abatement loas allowed, 
and not retrospectively* 

The Q oirttr Sessions are holdcn by H. M. Justices of the Peace in Fe- 
bruary, Ma^, Ansust and November in each >ear; at these sessions tlie 
Afcscssnis mtike such iiicrea‘>e in the vaiiiHlion of premises as they may detin 
pro[>er, timely notice being ser\ed upon the owners or occupiers of the pre- 
mises the assessment whereof it is proposed to increase. Public notice is 
given in the ('alcutta Exchange Gazette, of the bolding nf the qnurtf r Hussions 
and of the period allowed by the justices for receiving appeals against the 
assessment. Appeals should be delivered to the elerk to the justices, ami 
receipts obtained from bim of tbetr having been tiled in his office. Th'^iiSKts- 
snrs give notice to nppealants of the day and hour appointed by the Juatices 
to hear their appeals. 

The house tux is payable quarterly, nnd rerovorablc, in roses of default, 
by distres-* of the goods and chaMcls of the owner or occupia, nmlir the 
provisions of the statute 3;jid Geo, 3rd cap. 03d sec I5tli and the act (No. *24,) 
passed by the Governor General in Council, ou the 7th December, 1640.

Public religious edifices are eximpl from (be payment of tax. 

Tlie assrssmeot on all premises is taken on the rents already known. 
When rents fall, or the value drerensrs from any cause, partus may petition 
the Justices of the Pmci*, through the clerk of the pcuc'', wlnn alter ex- 
amination thrir cases will be taken into cmisideralion. In assessing mw 
premises, the assessor will serve on the proprietor a printed nir 'Cf, specifying 
the rate at which the tax will be levied, sliuild this appiar to the owner 
excessive, he rqii, as in the above ca-e, send to the clerk of the pence a petition, 
Stating his »ij c i'lns whui his case will be brought forward and heard. 
Should no obj< c'iiin be made, the rate uaiiitd by the assessor will be fixt'd. 
Sessions are held quarterly for iiearing all objrclinna as to rent, and any alter- 
ation made in session, whether of increase or o'rc eBse will take place from 
th«> commencenn itt oMhe n 'xt quarter, and will not have any retro peclive 
effect nor will the altertaiori break in upon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by huts, built by the tmants, besides the 
real amount of ground rent received by the proprietor, a valuation on the 
hnts is also made, nnd the owner is assessed for both the ground rent and the 
value of the huis ; he on his part may bavy the tax, or the differance between 
the ground reni and the valuation, from his tenants. 

On the sale or purchase* of property the purchaser should sre that all 
Jt^alsnces are odjusttd and proprietors shonld be careful to notify to the 
issersors that such change hus taken place, the assessor on being saticifled of 
the correctness of SI cb infurmaiion wd’, during the next session, insert ilie 
Rfisme of the new proprietor in the a.ssessment book, after which the bills 
m be issued m the ntima of the puiuhawr. 
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The tax is collected quarterly, and In caae of refaeal or evaelon of pay- 
ment, the collector may levy the game by dfgtrcsg of property of the occupier 
or proprietor. Par'ies often think it aufficient to intimate a fall in Ihrir 
rental to the collector, but this is of no avail, for the notice of occupation in 
which ilia eenerally iii<«erted, ia obliged to be kept in his nrhee, whilst the 
notice of reducMon should be made to the clerk of the peace, if with the view 
to having it rated accordingly. 

Her Majesty’s Justices of the Peace hereby proclaim and give notice to the 
Owners and Occupiers of Houses and Land in Calcutta, and to hIi ntlicrs whom 
it may concern, that the practice hitherto adopted, in the Collection of the 
House Assessment, of repeating demands, and of permitting arrears to accumu- 
late, before enforcing remedy by L<iw provided to compel payment from 
those who refuse nr neglect to pay this Tax, (so essential to the comfort and 
health of the luhubitants of Calcutta,) is discontinued ; and that henceforth all 
Assrssmeiits due and unpaid will be recovered and enforced without delay, a?kd 
with the utmost riiroiir of the Law. One demand only of each sum aasesoed 
will be made, upon failure to tM»mply wilii which on or before the ninth day 
after such deinand, the deranlliug party will be forthwith proceeded a^jaiiist, 
before u Justice of the Peace, by summons, warrant and distraint.

The i'lrii'.iiiclion of the Court is confined to the limits of 
Calcutta, but tlic execution of its decrees wi» bin the 24-l>rgunuab9 inuy be 
transferred to Ibe Court at Aliporc. Every pldiiitilF who jmts a defendant 
into jail in exteutiou, is required to lodge with the keeper of ibe jail, or his 
deputy, within llirce days eMir the commitment, diet- money for one month, 
at the rate of one anna and six pie pei day, and so on for every succtcding 
month, duiing which he maybe detained, and on failure of buoh lodgment 
the defendunt is released. 

Every Prisoner c<*nfined in execution, is entitled tohis t'ischarge at the 
expiration of one njoii 111 from the da>e of his commitment, if the debt and 
costs for v.'hicli he is citufioed do not exceed sicca rupees ten. 

If they exco.d ten ami do not exceed fifty, at the expiralon of four months. 

If above fifty, and not exceeding two hundred rupees, ci^ht months, and 
for all auras aboYe two hurdrr d rupees, one year. 

The property of such defendants however, \b liable to (seizure until the 
debt and costs, and the diet which have been paid them wbi e in jail, is 
aavisfl’d. The court sits daily, at 10 o’clock A. sr. and vM summonses bo^ 
Eiighsh and EcngaDce, are rctnrnabie seven days horn the date of tliidr bein^ 
entered in court, ^'o person Bhall pay into court any sum of money cither 
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BS costs or in performance of a D* cree or judflcment of the Court, or in comuli* 
hPce with any order of court ou nny other arcniirit whatever without a recipt 
for tl»e smne under the Signature of ttie clerk of court. Should any such pay- 
ment h<’ mude without such receipt hatiritr been had and obtiined, the^auie eliail 
not he dt'emed or considered as a payment into court, but held as if no such 
paymvul had ever been made.

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REGULATIONS OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY OF INDIA. 


The following regulations icere for the most part Sanciioned In 1838, hut 
modljications and additions have been made subsequently . 

ART. l.—Tlie promotion and improvement of the agriculture and horti- 
culturo of India, constitute the objects of the society. 

ART. 2.— Gentleman of every nation shall he eligible as members of the 
society 

ART. 3.— Candidates for adinisfion as ordinary members, shall he pro- 
posed by two members, at a general mectingr, and ballot ted for at the suc- 
ceeding, when a majority of votes will determine the election. 

ART. 4.— Honorary members shall be persons eminent for their know- 
ledge of or encouragement given to agriculture, or horticulture or tor services 
rendered to the society. They are to be proposed and ballottod for as ordinary 
members, but two-thirds of the votes are to determine their election. Ordinary 
members who may p culiarly disringiiish themselves in the aiJvaueein nt of the 
objects of the society, shall, on their finally quitting India, be eligible us honora- 
ry members, but must be ballotted for as above. 

Aut. 5. —Ordinary members are to pay an admission fee of 8 Rs., and 
the same sum quarterly, in advance, so long as they continue resident in In la, 
it shall be optional for any member to compound for the quarterly contribu- 
lions, by the payment of 4 0 Rs. to the funds of the society. 

ART. 6.— Members, whose absence from India is merely temporary, shall 
continue to be borne on the list ot members, but shall be exempt from the payment 
of subscription, iiniil their return to the country. 

ART. 7. — Kesideot members, allowing four quarterly bills to run into a 
fifth unpaid, the same having been duly demanded, shall cease to he members 
of the society, and their names shall be erased from its list. Ex-members thus 
situated, sliall not be eligible to re-election, except upon i.uymenl of all arrears, 
and it sliull he the duty of the secretary to bring litis article to the notice of 
the party proposing such ex-member, and prevent the name from being brought 
forward until all arrears of subscription are discharged.

ting ; all such notices shall be recorded in the journals along with the proceed- 
ings, and hung up for inspection in the society’s apartments. 

Art. 15. Motions of which previous notice has been given, shall take 
precedence of all others. 

Aur. 1C. -The same rule and precedence (see Nos 14 and 15) shall ha 
applicable to all motions involving points of importance, and no resolntioiis 
shall be confirmed at the time of being brought forward, unless the case be 
urgent. 

Ai.t. 17.- Members (non-resident) applying for seeds shall distinctly state 
to whose care such seeds are to be delivered in Calcutta. The society cannot 
undertake to di spatoh them.

Art. 19. — Members shall be entitled to a copy of the society’s transac- 
tiotis, published subsequently to their election. For all previously published 
volumes, they (hall pay the cost charges. Art. 17 applies equa'Iy to the tratis- 
mission of these volumes. 

ART. '20.— Members of branch societies, and who nre also mernhers of the 
society, shall not b/ exempt from contribu ring to this society, but they shall be 
entitled to a double share of all seeds distiibut'tble. 

ART. 21.— Authors, whose papers may be publlshfid in the Journal of 
the society, shall bo entitled to it) copies (or their one private use; any more 
required, must be paid for at prime cost.

COMMITTEE OP ARBITRATIOW .

RULES OF THE C IVIL FUND. 

[Finally adopted at a General Meeting of Subscribers on ^Wi Jan. 1838 ] 

Akt. I.— The object of the Civil Fund sh»11 lienfeforlh be to provide for 
the maintenance of the widows and children of sucli ot the subscribers as may 
not, at their deaths, leave property surticieiit for the subsistence and education 
of their families. 

ART. 11.— The lloii'ble the Court of Directors, and the Governor-General 
in Council, shall be solicited to continue patrons of the instituliun. 

Art hi.— T he fund shall be supported by the cmitnbution of the com* 
pony's covenanted Civil Servants on the Bengal es*ublishiiicnt, now subscribing, 
or who inny hereafter join the service, aided by the donation of the lionoiable the 
Court of Directors ; it being, as heretofore, at the option of such of the subscri- 
bers as were admitted to the service prior to the 17tli of January 16 3, and have 
not, in pursuance of a resolution passed at tlie General Meeting of the 2'^th of 
July 1817, signed the declaration of a determination to continue their contribu- 
tions to the fund during the wliole period of their service in Indiu, at any time 
to withdraw altogether therefrom, lorteiting thereby all claims upon the fui^d, 
whether lor sums subscribed, or on any other account wliatsoe\er. 

Art. IV.— The ordinary contrihutions to the fund shall be pro- 
portioned to tlie monthly salary, or other public allowance of whatever descrip- 
tion (including furlough allowauce) received by each subsciiber, uciordiug to 
the following rates:—

Second. The sum by which the annual income of the luml is Je^8 than its 
annual expenditure, shall be ascertained and declared by the imiiiaceTS iis on the 
1st of January 1838; and tlie deficit so declared shall he nmde up by assessing 
all Subscribers to the fund rateubly, according to their bIIowuiiccs. The rate per 
centum on allowances of extraordinary contribution so to be assessed, shall be 
declnreri by the Managers at the same time that the deficit is declared, and shall 
lemain unaltered for three years from the said date. 

Third. At the end ole very three years from the Ist of January 1838, the 
Jdanagers shall, in like manner, ascertain and declare the deficit as it may exist 
It each triennial period, and shall, in like manner, ascertain and declare the rate 
of extraordinary assessment, to be paid in tlie^^sHiiie manner during the next three 
years by all subscribers, for the puipose of meeting that deficit. 

Furth. 'I’he tunds shall be considered to be deficient when the annual sub- 
Bcriptions added to the donation of the. Court, and the interest of the accumulated 
capital shall not yield antficientto provide lor the annua! charges and a surplus 
of not less than ^bOQO Bs. 

ART. V.— The amount of contribution payable by each Subscriber sball, 
Nrith the permission of Guverninent, be deducted by ibe I'ivil Ainlitor or other 
e^|9t^c'aaditiiig the monthly pay bill of civil servants, and be trausfeired to the 
Tj||4|i||iier of. the fund, in such manner as may be found most advantageous 
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to tli3 funil, iinrier the direction of the cora^nittee of maQR;;on, and all euhscM- 
bcrl) From wliosi daleritfs deflucMous loay he iDode leoa than may be due troui 
them. Hliall be oblij^cJ, on ilioLOvery ol tiie err.t , lo make up the Oiiic.tiice to 
the fund, with interest thereon ac the rule oi five per cent, per aiiuutn. 

Aut. Vf. -Tile Siil»<Tn>:Hfirer of Government shall with the pe missinn of 
Govf*rninent, he Treasurer to the fund ; mid alt moffey and securities lor mon- y 
b»*loMt:in(r to Ihti fund in India, shall, with the like permission, be kept in 
public treasury, subject to the direction and control of the Manai'ers of the lun J. 

Art. VII.— The unappropriated receipts of the fund exceed int; the tmin nf 
tw » tlDusaml (-i.O'JO) (*oiu,ia'i>’s rupees, (to be ref<nUed lor • nrreiil expenses) 
shall be vested in the s**('iiriii.*s of Goveniiuent. ami mnde payable on aecouiit of 
tile i'liii 1 tin ler the si-jpiatiires nf any tlr<*e of the iVIa.iai^ers ; but the treasnrer 
of tli>{ fund shall uc corupeient of himicif to pass receipts tor the interest receiv< 
able I hereupon. 

Art. VU I,— T!ip miaa'rprs of the fun Mn India shall nominate such per- 
sons' Hs III ly appear to ih^-fn j»ro[)«*r to act as n:yents for the fund in EnglHiid ; arid 
any mo ley tiiat muv he r*^q ur 'd for ili* ilisbursenients of the fund in Kumpe, 
shall be drawn lor by, or lemiiied to tlieaijents, as may be mo^l advantutr^'otis to 
the fond, in su'di in inner ss Hie Munafjers, under the control of the subscribers

conclusive provided always, that no resolution of a prior meet in<{ shall be re- 
versed or altered at a subsequent meeting, except by a majority consisting of as 
many votes, at the least, as decided the question in the first iiHtance. All 
resolutions not subjected to revision under this Article, shall be deemed final and 
eoncluislve. 

Art. XV. -Upon all questions duly advertised for discussion, at any gene- 
yal or special meeting, allaubscribers sball he allowed to deliver tlieir sentiments 
and voles, either by a written commnnicatioii, to besianed by them and addressed 
to the chairman of the meeting, or by proxy, (leiieral proxies will only be 
allowed on behalf of members, who have proceeded to sea, and then will lust 
till the return or the receipt of intelligence of tiie decease of the party giving 
aucli proxy. 

Forties holdinsr general proxies, shall he entitled to vote on any question what- 
ever that may arise. The holder of a special proxy sball be entitled to vote on 
any point connected with the question for which the speuiul proxy was given, that 
may be discussed at the meeting summoned for Its detenninutiou. 

But it *18 hereby provided, 

Ut. That no proxy, either special or general, shall be in any wny valid, 
unless the same shall have been registered in the office of the secretary to the 
land, and countersigned by that officer, at least fifteen days prior to tiin occur- 
Fence of any meeting at which such proxy is intended to be used, and i 2 ndlv. 
Ibat no individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time more than 
twenty proxies. Should more than twenty proxies be tendered for registry in 
favor of any individual, it shall be the duty of the secretary to the fund, lo give 
notice thereof to the bolder and to the granters whose proxies are lust tendered 
for registry, witii the view to their appointing some other party to vote on their 
behalf. A second nomination (dmll he valid if registered and conmersigued at 
any time before the meeting at which it is intended to take effect. 

For forms of general and special proxies see A and U of the Appendix. 

Art. XVf.— The annual accounts of the fund shall be made up to the end

approved by the meeting, a general statement of the state of the fund shall be 
published for the information of the subscribers in the Cnlcutta Gazette. A 
committee of managers of the fund, shall at each January Meeting be appoint, d 
for the ensuing year, and shall c<Mi 8 i 8 i of the secretary to the Oovernment in 
the General Depart inent, the Accountant General, the aluh-Tieasurer, and the 
Civil Auditor for the time being, with five other Membeis to be elected at such 
general meeting. 

Art. XVII,'- The committee of managers, or tlie majority of those 
present at a meeting of five or more, or it less than five be piesent, any three 
members of t lie committee who may concur in opinion, siiall be competent to 
decide, in the fit St instance, upon all matters conmeted with the fund, not ex* 
pressly reserved for the deUnnination of a gcneriil meeting; but every act of 
the managers shall be liable to revision and control by the resolution of a 
general meeting. It shall, moreover be the duty of the managers, to rejiort. at 
the half-yearly meetings, the jnatters determined by them in the expired 
period* 

ART. X’VIII —The committee of managers shall, subject to the control 
^ a general meeting, appoint the secretary and accniiurnnl to liie fund, 
and shall fix sindi allowance for him payable from the hind, as they may 
consider adequate to bis services. The ollicer so appointed, shtll act under 
the immediate directions of the coiniriiitee of managers, and shall also 
attend and obey the instructions of ail general meetirigs of tlie subscribers, 
the proceedings of which and of the committee of managers, and generally 
all papeTS appertaining to the institution which may not be intrusted to the 
tea'tufvT In India or to the Ag<MUs in Kngland, shull he kept under the charge 
k III such Mcretary and accoantuiitj Atid shall oq applicalioti to him, or to the 
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committee of mana$:ers, be open to the inspection of any of the snbserFbers to 
the fiiriil. It is to be understood that tiie secretary end aceoiintant appointed 
as ahove, shall not be subject to removal from bis situation by a»y future 
committee of m-iciaKeinent, but in concurrence with ii raujority of subscribers 
at H general meeihig littld as prescribed; proviiicd, liowever, that it shall at 
any time he competent to tlie committee to suspend the said secretary and 
accouiitunt from the exercise of his functions, and to delegate them to another, 
pending tlie dis^iosal of the question which may have given rite to such a 
proceeding. 

Aiit. XIX.— In the event of any of the managers who may be elected 
annually being subsequently removed from the presidency, without an inten- 
tion or expectation of returning daring the year of tiieir election, in shall be 
communicated to the subset ibers at the next general meetiiig, and in such 
instances as well as in all in^tan&^s of a vacancy in the situation of manager 
by death or otherwise, a new eiecuoii, if necessary, shall take place for the mi-

Art. XX.— All applications fur admission to the benefits of the fund shall 
be made to the commitrec of inanawers, and shall he accompaiiiecl by the 
necessary information, docuiriviits, and proofs, to enable the inaitugers to ascer- 
tain the circumstances and siluaiiou of the party on whose behalf the appli- 
cation is made. 

The managers, after calling for any further information or evidence which 
may appear to them requisite, are to submit the application with the whole 
of tlie papers received by them, and the decision they may have come to there- 
upon for tlije determination of the •iibscrihers at the next general ineeiiiig. In 
cases of emergency and distress, when the managers may consider the party 
whom the application is made clearly entitled to the benefit of the fund, 
they are authorized to advance such proportions of the fixed allowances liere- 
after specified, as may ufipt^ar to them indispensably requisite, till a final de. 
termination can be passed by the subsribeis at the next general meeting afore, 
said. 


Art. XXI.— On the death of any subscriber to the fund, who may not 
be possessed of property sufficient to provide for his family, and may leave a 
wirelo-habitiiig with, or maintained by him, or living under his protection at 
tlie period of his decease, wiliiout an adequate provision for tier support, as 
hereufter spt^eifled, if on the information which may be submitted hy her or 
in her belialt to t lie managers of tlie fund, it shall appear to the satistiictioii of 
a general meeting of the subscribers, that she is a proper object of the fund, a 
pension shall be assigned to iier from the fund under the provisions ami with 
the limitations slated in the tollowing article. Provided that noiiiing contained 
t ‘.erein, or any port of tlie rules of tins iiisiitntion, sholl be ctnsidered to entiila 
to tlie benefits of it, any widow wtio miiy have been separated under a legal 
decision troiii her liushtind for miseondnet on her part, or who may be known 
to have been leaving in a state of udultery. though nut divorced or separated 
from liim by law. 

Art. XXII,— Firjf. If tlie widow at the time of her hushnud’s death, 
be res'dent in India, and be left vvitbout an income exceeding one liuiidre«l 
company B rupees per ineiisem, a pension shall be assigned to her from the 
fund, of three hundred company’s rupees per mensem iliiring her residence in 
India. Ii the widow be not residenl in India at the time for lier husbiwd’s death, 
or shall afterwards quit India, and iier income from htr husband’s otate, nr other- 
wise shall not exceed one iiinidred pounds sterling per aannm, the [lension to 
be assigned to her Irom the fund shall be three hundred pounds starling per 
annum. 

Second, If the income of the widow resident in India at the death of her

Third, fn the event of t tie widow, to whom a pension iiiay have been as- 
signed t)o>n the (iinil, III qnirint; sulHeqiitntly, by inherits noe, bequest or other* 
wise, any property or iiu:(>me wIikIi, with tlie property left on her hnshHini's 
dpceaset end the pension received by livr from the fuud, may render lier total 
iiKvune. ineiiidinii: her pension tiom the fund, more than four hundred compa^ 
ity's riipHfg per mensem diirhur her residence in India, or more than four him* 
dred pounds sterliniS per annnm in Kiiropc, or elsewhere, her pension from the 
fund slisll be liiilde to Hliuteinent in piof ortiun to the excess «il' her entire in- 
ronie, inciiidina the p'oisiou at>ove th*' sum specified; or he allouetlier discon- 
tinued in tlieexeiit of her propiTty or iiicmiie, exclusive of the pension assitfned 
to her from the fund, bein^ equal to the lull sum of four hundred company's 
rupees per inensem in India, or four hundred pounds stalling per annum in 
Eutope, or else vi here. 

Foviith. All pensions to widows shall he discontinued on their re-inarriau^e. 
Dut in the event of tindr bein;; auain lett in a suite ot widowhood wirhont an 
adequate provision for their support, and of their appearing to be firop^r^ hj^'cts 
of tins fund they m.iy he u^^ain adiuiiled to the heneliis of it under the sama 
provisions and limitations as on their on,;inal admission. 

FWh. The pensions to widows who may ha admitted to the benefits of the 
fund,shuli be paid in mUance iia ( > early to IheiiiHelves. or to their authoriis- 
ed aiteiits; but the a(*kuowl>*direiiieiit of the widow herself shall be taken (or 
all sums, piiiil on her belialt, and siiull contain a Hulenin deciinaiiim, that h^^r 
entire iiieom«‘, tncluditm the pension received by lier, does not exceed the 
of tour hundred company's rupees per riiensem, il she be resident in India, nr 
four liuii<iie<i jmiinds s'efiinK per auniim it she reside in Kurop*', or elsewhere. 
Audit shall he inciiiiihent on the inauugeis to suspend the po^uien of tha 
pension ot any widows who may refuse to make hmcIi tiee.laratioii, reporliiit; the 
case fur the decision ot auemral meeting ot the subscribers. 

Art. XXIII —If any 8ub«criber to the fund shall die without the mt'a'is of 
proviotfig for tns tamlly, and sh.til coneequenlly leave a clnld or children, Ua,p in 
wedlock, withou' a<i adequate proxisioii lor tlieir m tinienance and ediicdtiun, ami

til afford the sum« specifi d for their education and maintenance, the allow- 
aneeto be i;rnnted Irom the fund shall be such as, in additi m, to the properly tr 
jtoome possessed bv them, will make up Ihe several sums above specified, m. 
^Fdinu to Uicir respfcotivo ages, and ad they may be res>ideiU in iudia or in 
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Third. In theevpnt of the prooerty or income Irft to the eliild or children 
of a Biibsrriher at his death, or which may subseqiieutly devolve to, or he in any 
wise acquired bv them, heini^ such as to afford the amount speciHed for their edii- 
cation and maintenance, tliey wiil not be entitled to any ailowunce from the 
fund, and anv allowances whicii may have been granted before auch accessiott of 
property or income, shall be discontinued. 

h'ouHh, The allowances granted from the fund for the maintenance and 
ediiculiori al children, siiall be paid in advance half yearly, to their guardians 
or relatives iiaviiig the care of them, or to sncli persons ns may be intrusted 
with tlie dishursLment of the sums allotted for tlnm, either by the uiauagtfrs of 
the fund in India, or by the agents to the fund in England. 

Fifth. The provision so made from the fund for the maintenance and 
education of female children, shall cease on their inarringe, ami the provision 
P'lr male children shall cense on their being settled in any profession, or ein* 
filoymint, or on their attaining the age of twenty*one years, whichever shall 
fist happen. 

Akt. XXV. — No family becoming hereafter dependent on the fond, shall 
teceive iioin the fund an allowance exceeding in all six hundred pounds ster- 
ling per annum, or in India six hundred Coiiipuiiy’s rupees per inensein, and 
rlie reduction siiall be made rateably. 

Art. XXVI.— Hr, V/. It being the obvious duly of all persons who 
have families, and possess property siiflicieiit to provide for tliein, to make a 
proper testamentury provision for them, it shall be requisite in all cases of 
application being made to the fund for assistant to the tuuiily of a dec'^a^ed 
lubseriber, that an authenticated copy of the will of tlie deceased, or if ha 
shall have died intestate, (hat a lull and authentic statement oi any property 
left by him, and of tiie legal heirs thereto, i>e submitted tor the infoniiation of 
the managers and subscribers; and it is hereby declared, that a general 
meeting of the latter, duly held, according to the Kiites of the Institution, 
shall have full power to reject the application for aid from the iniid in any 
instance in which it may appear that a Subscriber leaving property at In’s 
death, and having the power to dispose of it, has made no due provision for 
his tamily. 

Second. And in case it shall he proved to the conviction of a general meet- 
ing of Subscribers, that a deceased member ol tins tnnd bus, during his life 
time, whether ill immediate anticipation of his death or otherwise, made such

Jiules nowin operation, adopted at Special General Meeting, 25th November, 1837, 
and confirmed at General Meeting 29lh January, 1838. 

The Bengal civil fund instituted in 1801. Subscription commencing from 
January 1801. All who entered the civil service from and after the 17th Ja- 
nuary 1823 being obliged* to subscribe and continue so during the whole period 
of thcii service. Members being civil servants of a piior date to 17th January 
JS23, have the option to withdraw at pleasure (forfeiting all benefit,) excepting 
such amongst them as have signed a resolution passed by the subscribers on 28th 
July 1817, binding themselves to subscribe to end of service. 

The ordinary contributions are regulated on allowances as follows

14. Whatever real or personal property the Widow or offspring of a subscriber 
may be possessed of at the time of admission shall be taken into account at a just 
valuation, or according to the amount realizable by public sale, and the income 
calculated thereon at the rat* of 4 per cent, per animio ; but the income on 
monies vested in Rank of Bengal shares, Ooveriiroent Notes, or other pub'ie 
securities, shall be taken according to what they actually yield. The same rule 
of calculation shall hold in the case of property of any description afterwards 
devolving on an incumbent ou the Fund.

No family becoming dependant since the 1st of January 183S, shall 
receive an aggregate allowance exceeding 200£ per annum in England, or 
dOU Co.’s lU. per mensem in India. 

Id. The pensions to widows shall be discontinued on remarriage, but shall 
recommence if again left in a state of widowhood and without adequate provision 
under the rules. 

The allowances for children shall cease in the case of girls on their mar- 
riage, in the case of hoj’s on their obtaining employment or on attaining the age 
of 21 years, whichever may first happen. 

17* Allowances from the Fund are payable half yearly in advance either 
In London or in India. For widows, to themselves or to their authorized agents 
(the acknowledgment of the Avidow herself being given for all sums paid on 
her behalf.) For children to their mother or other relation, or to their giiar- 
-dian. 

18. Before any half-yearly advances can be allowed a solemn declaration* 
must be made in the case of a widow without children according to form F if 
■with children according to additional form F. 

In the case of chddren alone according to form G.]; 

If the declaration is refused to be made by any party it is incumbent on the 
'managers to suspend the payment of the Pension claimed, reporting the case to a 
general meeting of subscribers. 

[In these declarations must be carefully noted (if such be the case) any pro- 
perty acquired, and in whatever way acquired, since the date of admission on the 
ji’und, whether it yield an income or not.] 

id. In any instance in which it may appear that a subscriber leaving 
property at his death and having the power to dispose of it, had made no pro- 
vision for his family, the subscribers have full power to reject the application 
for aid in respect to such family. And in case it shall be proved that a de- 
ceased member of the Fund had during his life, made such a disposition of any 
part of his property, real or personal, .as but for rule 26 would throw the en- 
tire or partial support of his widow or offspring upon the Fund, with the inten- 
tion of thereby benefiting any party at the expence of the Fund, then the wi- 
dow or offspring of such member shall forfeit all right to any support whatever. 

20. The od'spring of members born out of wedlock : and any widor; le- 
gally separated from her husband for misconduct on her part, or who may be 
known to be living in a state of adultery, though nut divorced or separated by 
law, shall mt benefit by the Fund. 

21. The I yeaily general meetings of subscribers to the Fund arc held 
in January and in July ; two months previous notice being given. At these 
meetings applications for admission on the Fund are determined, &c. and other 
general business is done, the managers also reporting the matters determined 
by them in the expired period. At the January meeting five managers are 
chosen in the room of those elected the preceding year,— though these or any 
of them may be re-elected. At the July meeting the annual accounts of the 
Fund closed to 30th April preceding are submitted,— and being approved or 
published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

22. A special general meeting may be called at any time by the commit- 
tee of managers or by any nine members ; the object of the meeting being ad • 
vertised two months previously. 

23. Should the managers or any member or members be desirous of bring- 
ing forward, at a ^ yearly meeting, any new general question or any question 
involving any increase or diminution of the rate of contiibution now fixed, or 
any essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the institu- 
tion now established, or any case not distinctly provided for under these 
rules, due notice of the purport thereof shall be given ; provided, however, 
that on such questions and cases no resolution of a general meeting whe-

each subscriber as may be determined by the meeting. It shall be the special 
duty of the chairman of any Meeting to require attention to this rule. 

84. The resolution of a General Meeting on any question not falling with- 
in the provisions of tlie preceding rule shall be open to revioion* After the usual 
notice given through tim Secretary to that effect at the next General Meeting 
whi< h may be held at a period of not more than four months subs* qucntly to the 
General Meeting at which sneh resolution was passed; but the resolution of 
such subsequent meeting no such question shall be final and conclusive ;-'provided

26. All Questions proposed at a General Meeting, wither yearly^ or 
specialf shall be determined by a majority op votbs ; but the concurrent 
voices of at lenst nin'* members actually present shall be requisite to carry any 
motion whatever. 

27. Upon all questions duly advertised for discossi »n at any General Meet* 
ing, all subscribers may deliver their sentiments and votes, either by writle™ 
communication addressed to the chairman, or by Proxy. Proxies may bs ot 
two kinds, (jerieral and Specia’. The form ei* is only allowed in case of Mem- 
bers who have proceeded to sea, and last till the return or receipt of intelligence 
of the decease of llie party give It. Such general proxy entitles the holder 
thereof to vote for the absentee on any question whatever that may arise du- 
ring his absence. 

A Special + proxy entitles the holder to vote on any point connected with 
the question for wiiieh such pr>»xy was given that may be discussed at the meet- 
ing suinmoned'for its Ue'erraination. 

But provided Ist. Tint no proxy, either Special or Genpral, shall be in any 
waji valid unless the same shall have been registered in the Office of the Secre- 
tary to (he Fund, and cotintersiiined by that Officer, at least fifteen days prior 
to the occurrence of any meeting at which such proxy is intended to be used:

28. The Cominittoe of Managers, or the majority of those present at a 
meeting of five or more or if less than five be present, any three Members of 
the Cominitiee who may concur in opinion sha I be corapetertt to decide, in the 
first instance, upon all matters connected with the Fund not expressly reserved 
for the determination of a General Meeting ; hut every act of the Managers shall 
be liable to revision and tjontrol by the resolution of a General Meeting. 

The last article of the rules of the Fund, viz. XXXVII Is of a peculiar and 
special character, nnd framed seemingly to provide for such cases as occurred on 
the iranster to the Bengal Civil Branch, of the civilians attached to the Canton 
Estahlisliment, some ot whom claimci and were specially adiuiUed to become 
Subscribers to the Fund. 

The rule therefore provides, under certain conditions, for the admission as 
subscribers to the Fund of any person who may enter the B mgal Civil Service 
and Having rank in that Service above any oilier person that has been a sub- 
scriber to the Fund for a longt^r p riod than one year.

All future oppointments to the office of Secretary and Accountant to 
the fund, aa well as the appointment of any other person, whom the Managers

The fsllowing description of persons, and they alone, are eligible 
to be subscribers to the Bengal Military Fund 

1st Officers or cadets in the military seivice of the honorable company 
under the presidency of Fort William. 

2d. Chaplains of the Bengal establishment. 

3rd. Olhceis of the Bengal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

4th. Officers of the Bengal establishm* nt, on the retired list. 

Art. 2. Individuals of the descriptions enumerated in the 1st article, 
who entered the seivice previous to the 30th August 1820, and uho hitherto 
have not btcome subset ibers, shall only be admissible on the following cun'- 
ditions: — 

1st. That the application for admission be amnojianied by the certificate 
of two surgeons, that the person desiring to subscribe is then, to the best of their 
knowledge, in good health. This certificate being confirmed by the declaration 
10 the same effect, from the ’•fiprson so applying to he admitted. Applications 
from married officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their marraige, 
and intimation of the correct age of the parties. 

2(1. That donation and arrears of subscription, according to the rank at the 
time of admission, he paid with compound interest on those sums accumulated 
half yeaily at the rate of eight per cent, per annum. The arrears to commence 
from the date of the iristitution of the fund, or from the entrance of the person 
into the service, if subsequent to the institution of the same, and prior to 30th 
August 182(5. If the an ears are paid by instalnn nts (which are not to exceed 
twelve monthly paynients from the date of admission) interest at 8 per cent, 
pej annum to he charged on all intermediate balances. ^ 

Art. 3, A subscriber withdrawing from the fund, forfeits, ipso factor all 
claims to its b> nefits, as also the amount of his donation and subscription, and all 
Ollier sums which he may have paid up to the period oi his secession, should he 
aftcrwaids he desiiousof again becoming a subscriber, he will be admissible on 
the same terms as a new subscriber, as described in the 2d article. Note— This 
article is applicable to voluntary subset ibers only. 

Art. 4. Subscribers who may retiie from the service on the presciibed 
pension of their ranks, or in ill health before entitled thereto, or who may re- 
turn, permanently, or upon furlough, to Europe, shall not forfeit their title to the 
benefits of the fund, provided they continue the regulai payments of the monthly 
s ihscription of their ranks agreeably to the rates l^id down for each rank in 
table No. 11. 

Art. 5 Subscribers not in ill health retiring from the service before they 
aie entitled to the full pension of their rank shall not forfeit all claims on the 
institution, provided they continue to pay the Indian rates of subsciiption of their 
respective ranks. 

Art. 6. Officers permitted to subscribe according to army rank, on 
furnishing the prescibed certificate of health, subscription and donation, as in 
everv other case, being calculated from date of such rank. Under this rule, 
medical officers and Veterinarj Surgeons may subscribe as captains after 15 yeais’ 
service. ~ ■ 

SECTION II. 

Donations and si/bscriptions to he paid to the Bengal Military Fund, 

Art. 7. All subscribers to pay a donation or premium on entering the 
fund, agreeably to the rates specified in the accompanying table No. I., and

Art. 8 The following rules have effect from first January 1837 : — 

All members who have served 32 years may snhscrlbe as colonels ; 
all who have served 27 as lieutenant-colonels; all who have served 22 yenis as 
majors ; all who have served 12 as captains ; and all junior officers as lieutenants. 

Second — Medical and Veterinary officers may subscribe as colonel after 27 
years’ service; as lieutenant-colonel after 22 years; as majors after 17 years ; and 
as captains after 10 years. 

FAirri— ( haplains may stlbscrlbe after 15 years. as lieutenant-colonels ; after 
20 years as colonels. 

Fourth - Admission to subscribe in the neat higher rank, to which his ser- 
vice may render an officer eligible, shall depend upon the payment of the increased 
donation within the period presoibed by regulation II. Further, the claim 
must be made to the managers in India within three months, if he be in India, 
or if at home, within 12 months from the completion of the qualifying service. 

Fifth, — If the privilege to subscribe in the next higher rank be not embraced 
within the above periods, the application, whenever subsequently made, must be 
accompanied by a health certidcate, and compound interest at 8 per cent, per 
annum shall be charged upon the additional don<ttion and arrears of subscription 
accumulated half-ycar'y (as by article 2 of the existing rules) from the date of 
these rules taking effect, or from the completion of the qualifying set vice. 

Sijeth * — Retired officers arc entitled to enter the higher clab^cs of subscrip- 
tion under the above conditions, on the expiration of the several periods w'hich, 
had they remained in the service, would have given them the same privilege. 
This rule is applicable to subscribers under article 5. 

N. B. The period of set vice under this article is calculated by certificate 
of admission to be furnished from thealjutant general’s office. Officers embra- 
cing the privilege granted by this rule must comply with all its provisions, 
calculated through each grade of service. 

Art. 9. Subscribers may redeem by a single payment the periodical sub- 
icription exigible under article 7, the equivalent sum being determined on this 
principle. 

Members in F.urone to redeem at Europe rates; in India at Indian rates; 
calculated by two tables ot diffcicnt values of an annuity, one adopted for Europe 
(as the Northampton tabV's,) the other for Indian (as the Indian tables,) receiving 
b,uk, or paying the diffeienceof premium according to residence in one or dther 
country. Parties visiting Europe on furlough, or for a-tempora y residence not 
exceeding three years, not to receive Ihe diifereuce, nor parties revisiting India 
to pay it, if tht? tempoiary residence does not exceed 1 year, The value to be 
taken from tables of which the following is a specimen. 

On promotion the subscriber w'ill be liable to pay the donation and to pay 
or redeem difference of subscription. 

2. Members who may redeem their periodical subscriptions by a single 
payment are precluded the benefit of passage money and equipment allowance. 

3. All subsciibers who may, from this date, Isi July, 1846, redeem their pe- 

riodical sub- c iplions by a single payment shall be liable for the difference be- 
tween existing rates of subscription and any future higher rates that it may be 
found necessary to adopt.

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Art. 1*^. Subscribers on promotion shall pay the donation of their in- 
creased rank as married or iiiimarried, agreeably to the rates specified in table 
No. 1, whether in India or in Europe. If in Europe the exchange to be calcu- 
lated at 2s. Gd. per ('ompaiiy’s Rupee. 

Art. 11. The donation may be paid at once, or by monthly instalments 
not exceeding twelve, at the option of the subscriber; in failure of which all 
claims shall be forfeited upon the fund, either for himself or widow, unless the 
amount be paid with interest at S per cent, p^r annum from the day of admis- 
sion. Subscribers paying donation by instalments pay interest at 8 per cenj; per 
annum upon nil unpaid balances until the wiiole is liquidated. 

Art. 12. Monthly subscriptiorH of suliscribers shall be paid within four 
months after they become due, or 8 per cent, per annum be charged on all ar- 
rears accumulated beyond that period and on every occasion ; if payment be then 
refused the name to be struck off, if the party entered the service before subscrip- 
tion was made compulsory. 

Art. 13. All members marrying, and who may be desirous that their 
widows should possess claims to the eventual benefits of the fiiiul, are required to 
inform the Secretary (if in India and the Agents if in Europe) of their marriage, 
and unless the payment of the additional donation be made within six months 
after such marriage, the subscribers will be required to pay the amount with 
interest at 8 per cent, per aiintiin, calculated from date of marriage, and to furnish 
a health certificate as requited by Art. 2, ('lause 1st., and no claim for pension on 
the part of the widow of an olficer not subscribing as a married member at the 
time of his decease, shall be admissible. 

Arrears which may be due to the fund by a married subscriber at the time 
of his death, will, if not discharged by the paymaster of the corps to which the 
deceased was attached, nr by the President of the Committee of Adjustment, or 
by his Executors or Agents, b'. deducted from the pension of the widow, and the 
whole donation and arrears to he paid, although the subscriber should become a 
widower before completing the full payment. In all cases when the difference of 
age of the husband exceeds that of the wife 15 years, the donation to be increased 
lO per cent. : when 20 years 13 per cent. : when 25 years 20 per cent. ; when 30 
years 25 per cent. : whan 35 years 30 per cent.: when 40 years 35 per cent, ; 
and thcrcaflct in a .similar proportion in every grade of promotion. 

?tll menihfrs remarrying, to pay the pi escribed married donation of their 
rank as on their first maniage, A subscriber withdrawing his name fiom the 
married list during the life time of his wife and afterwards wibhing to he again 
placed ill the same position fur her benefit, shall pay a second time the marriage 
donation, and furnish a health certificate of the fo m laid down in the Regulation. 

N. B. A member marrying is icquired to furnish his marriage certificate, 
and to state his own and his wife’s age. 

An unmarried subset iber to the fund inanying a person who has borne him 
cliildren, or with aliom he may have been colnabiiing, shall not be transferred to 
the married list, unless he furnishes a health certificate of the form laid down in 
the Kegnlatioris and pays up the prescribed marri.)ge donation a'ld subscription, 
with interest, calculated half ycaily at 8 per cent per anniiiri, for five years, com- 
mencing in the tank he then held, and paying the difference through each suc- 
cessive rank be may have attained by Regimental promotion. 

For the purpose of ensuring accurate inforinatiun on the required point b 
from applicants, power is vested in the Directors, in all cases seeming to them to 
call for us exercise, to forward certain sealed queries, to be filled up, on honor, 
by the parlies applying. 

Art. 14 Subscribers who may be prevented from drawing pay from a 
temporal y cause over which they had no control, such as captivity, or furlough 
extended on medical ccriificare, shall during such period, be exempted from the 
payment of monthly subscription, without forfeiture of the rights of the subsprip- 
tion ; but on the removal of such incapacity and upon the receipt of pay, the 
arrears are to be made good within six months, with iniercbt at 8 per cent per 
annum for any time beyond that period. But if the incapacity to pay proceed 
from any other cause, dependants upon the choice or conduct of the Indivi- 
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dual, Buch as fui lough extended on private affairs, or any penal suspension fiom 
rank and pay, not only'shall the arrears so accumulated he paid up within the above 
term, but compound interest charged at 8 per cent per annum on the amount. 


SECTION III. 

Henefiis derivable from the Bengal Military Fund, 

Art.'S The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold 
Ist. Such as are granted by the regulations to subscribers while living. 

2d. Such as are granted to widows ot deceased subscribers 
Art. 10 . The benefit granted to subscribers while alive, are considered 
personal, and subject to the decision of the Directors for the time being, who 
will be guided in their decision on each claim by the regulations of the fund, 
except when they have reason to entertain doubts with respect to any such 
claim; it will in such cases be their duty to call for further information from the 
claimant; and if this information should not be sati.sfactory to the Directors, 
they are authorized to withhold the payment of the claim. 

Art. 17. A subscriber of whatever rank' who may proceed to Europeon 
sick certificate, and who may not be allowed passage-money from Government, 
shall be authorized to apply to the Military Fund for the sum of rupees 1,200 to 
defray that expence, provided his application shall be accompanied by a sincere 
and solemn declaration that he does not possess the sum of rupees 5,000, or pro- 
perty of any description to that amount ; and also shall be entitled on bis return 
to India to receive from the agents in England, the sum regulated for the out- 
ward passage,* on the production of a declaration, that he neither possess'^s nor 
has, at any time, possesed ^500 sterling (exclusive of pay) during the period 
he has been in receipt of English pay on Furlough* 

All applications from subscribers for Passage -money from the fund, whether 
proceeding to or returning from Europe, must be accompanied by a guarantee 
(Form No, VI.) on the part of the Agents of ihe Ship or other respectable par- 
ty, that they will be responsible fur a moiety of the Passage-money allowed by 
the fund, being returned, in case of death previous to the Pilot quitting the Ves- 
sel on which the claimant’s passage may have been taken. 

Art. 18. A subscriber so proceeding to England on sick certificate, s^iall 
be authorized to apply for the further sum of rupees 300 for his equipment, his 
application being accompanied by a solemn and sincere declaration of his not be- 
ing possessed of the sum of rupees 2,000, or property of any description to that 
amount; but no allowance will, in any case, be made for equipment to a subscri- 
ber returning to India. 

N. B. The benefits held out in the two preceding articles should be applied 
for, when claimable ; and no claim will be admitted, which is not preferred with- 
in 12 months from date of furlough. 

Art. 19. Subaltern officers proceeding to England on sick certificate, who 
shall make a solemn and sincere declaration that they do not possess from any 
source (exclusive of pay and pension for wounds) a sura of money that will ena- 
ble him to expend i350 per annum, shall be allowed that sum annually during 
the period of receiving English pay on Furlough. The declaration to be renew- 
ed annually. 

N. B. The possession company’s rupees 1,500, or £150, precludes all 
claim to the above allowance. * 

Art. 20. It having, however, been deemed necessary to set limits to the 
claims for gratuitous passage money, equipment allowance, and income to sub- 
scribers proceeding to England on sick certificate, no subscriber who has received 
the benefits he is entitled to at any onetime shall receive a second indulgence until 
the expiration of eight years, reckoning from the renewal of Indian subscription, 
\ A subscriber who shall have received these benefits, before he has served 
ft years in India, will not be entitled to a second indulgence until he sliali have 
',^eeu (exclusive of first Furlough) 16 years in the service, 

* • All subscribers, of whatever rank, arc entitled on their return to India to receive only ^IIO 

^ for the outward passage. 
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Art. 21. Subscribers proceeding to England from any place not under the 
presidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal benefits which have been 
above enumerated, provided they shall have complied with the local regulations, 
and shall make immediate coinrnuiiication of the circumstances to the Directors 
of the fund. 

Art. 22. The second class of benefits, namely, those granted to widows 
of deceased subsciibers, aic absolute, not dependant on the decision of the Direc* 
tors, but coiitiollcd holely by the regulations of the institution. 

Art. 23. The widow^s of deceased subscribers shall be entitled to receive 
the annuities specified in the annexed table

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of these rules 
of the institution shall be considered to entitle to the benefits of it any widow 
who may have been legally divorced or separated fiom her hiisbar»d for adultery, 
Of who at the peiiod of her Husband’s demise may have quitted his protection, 
and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated 
from him by law, or who subsequently to her husband’s decease may be living 
in a iioloiioiis state of incontinence. 

Art. 24. If a widow pensioner on the fund marries, her pension is to 
cease during her coverture; but in the event of her again becoming a widow, 
shcfchall be re-admiited to all the benefits she may have enjoyed from the fund 
during her first widowhood, in like mariner as if she liad noc re>married ; but 
subject of couise to all the limitations and conduinn^ prescribed by }he regula* 
tions in the first instance. If the second husband shall also have been u sub- 
scriber to the fund, the widow will receive however only one annuity, taking 
that which may lie the greatest that is to say, according to the rank of the first 
or second husband, whichever may be the higher. 

Art. 25. Ever\ widow benefitting by the military fund, and not provided 
with a passage to Europe at the expense of government, shall be entitled (fur one 
passage onl\) to an allowance of rupees 1,200, the claiiTf to be determined by the 
fiillowiiig rule:— 

If the money possessed by a widow exceed the sum of 12,000 rupees, the 
same being available for immediate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, 
she shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money. In like manner, al- 
though not immediately available, norat her disposal, if the yearly interest of 
such money exceed the sum of £fi8-8-9 ; the claim to pas age-money will be 
disallowed. Widows in Europe at the time of their husband's death, arc not 
entitled to passage-money on roturningto India, or again visiting Europe. 

N. H. In proportion as a Widow's Pension from the Military and Lord 
Clive’s Funds are by the levy of income tax reduced, so the amount admissible 
as private income will be increased in a corresponding ratio, beyond tlic piesent 
maximum of £68-8-9 without debarring her of the elaini to Passage-nuoncy. 

All applications from widows for Passage-money from the fund, must be ac- 
companied by a guarantee (Form No. VI.) on the part of the Agents of the Ship, 
or other respectable party, that they wilt be responsible for a moiety of the Pas- 
sage-money allowed by the fund being returned in cases of death previous to the 
Pilot (|uittii)g the Vessel, on which the claimant's ^Passage may have been taken* 
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No claim for passage-money is admissible after tlie lapse of one year from 
the date of embarking for Europe. 

Art. 26. Should the fund, however, at any period fall short of the de- 
mands upon it so that the annual income wilt not defray the amount of the an- 
nuities and other claims, then it shall be in the power of the directors, after sub- 
mission to the army, to make a proportionate deduction from the annuity of 
each annuitant, excepting always the present annuitants of the Bengal widows* 
fund, and from the payments to -other claimants above the rank of subaltern, un- 
til the state of the fund shall afford the means of complete payment*, when, if 
a surplus income exists, the arrears shall be made good from the amount of sur- 
plus, but not otherwise. 


SECTION IV. 

General Regulations. 

Art. 27. The Bengal military fund is to be administered by a president 
and twelve directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the 15th of January, 
by a general meeting of all suhsetibers who may be present at the piesidency. 
Subscribers who may be absent from the presidency may vote for directors by 
proxy, on addressing to the secretary letters containing the names of the per- 
sons for whom they wish to vote, or by transmitting snch names under their 
signature to the general meeing by the hand of any other subscribers. The 
dircctois who shall be found duly elected shall then choose their president from 
among themselves. The precise day and plaee of meeting shall be notified by 
the president in the Government Gazette at least two calendar months before band. 

Art. 2S. At the annual meetings i he accounts of the fund and proceed- 
ings at the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for in- 
spection and approval by the subsciibers present, who were not of the direction ; 
after which the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing 
twelve months. The accounts to be published for general info ma'ion. 

Art. 29. Tlie Directors of the past year are eligible to be re- elected. 

Art. 30, All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying donations a d subsclptions in their respeciive ranks, during six continued 
months before any meeting, are entitled to to attend to examine the accounts' and 
proceedings and to vote' for Directory. 

Art. 31. In the event of vacancy in the office of Director occurring in 
the intei mediate period between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose 
a successor from amongst the subsciibers at the presidency, who may be elljblo 
to the office. 

Art. 32. On occasion of any paiticnlar and important business which 
may necessarily require the opinion of the society at large, special meetings will 
be called of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as pro- 
vided for in article 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent 
cause shovld occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society 
at large, a special meeting shall be summoned by the president on the written 
requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 33. The directors shall have a secretary shosen by themselves, who 
also shall be accountant, with an establishment upon such allowances as shall he 
deemed adequate to the resijffective duties. 

Art. 34. The secretary will be expected to have an office at his owm re- 
sidence for the accomodation of the meetings of the directors, for the preserva- 
tion of the records, and for the puspose of affording access to the officers of the 
army at large to the books of the institution. 

Art. 35. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meetings; 
but no meeting of the directors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be 
conpeten to the transaction of business; and it will rest with any director, or with 
the secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who 

( will convence a special meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the 
Application; but no special meeting shall be called with the view or re-coi)bider«< 
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ing lesoliitions which may have been alieady adopted by a former meeting of 
directors, uiile?s at the requisition of a number of directors greater than that 
which attended such meeting. 

Art. 36. The secretary will invariably lay before the directors, either at 
the regular or special meetings, all letters that may have been received by him 
since the last meeting Minutes of the proceedings of all meetings will be re- 
corded nnd authenticated by the signatures of the directors present. The secre- 
tary will also submit to the diiecto's who attended, drafts of all the letters which 
in those meetings he may have been desired to write. Lciteis deinindiug an 
immediate answer, when such may be of an ordinary nature, may be lepllcd to 
by the secretary, wthout waiting for a meeting of the directors : but every letter 
proposed to be dispatched by the secretary, must previously receive tlie special 
sanction of one director, signified by his initial to the drafts, which will be sent 
to him fur eonsideiation. 

ART. 37. The secretary will keep the set of books in use in the mili- 
tary widows’ fund under instructions which he may receive from time to time 
fiom ilie directors of the fund. 

ART. 38 The books and correspondence of the fund shall be at all times 
open to the inspection of subscribers. 

ART. 39. Wlieti any new regulation shall appear to the directors to be 
advisable such legulation shall be circulated to corps for consideration, and the 
affirmative or negative of the majority of individual votes (to be ascertained at 
the expiration of fmr months) shall decide its adoption or rejection. 

All propositions shall be published twice a week, in each of the Calcutta 
daily newspapers for a whole month before circulation to the army for their vote, 
to ensure prev^us publicity and discussion of their merits and demerits ** al the 
expence of the appellants* 

ART. 40. If any subscriber or claimant on the fund shall be desirous to 
appeal from the decii»ion of the directors to that of the subscribeis at large, upon 
any subject which may not be specifically defined by the regulation, such appeal, 
provided it be approved by three directors, shall be referred by the directors, and 
decided upon in the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the decision 
on such appeal, or that of the directors in cases not appealable, shall be final in all 
c»iscs*\hutever, any fu ther agitation of the question by a process of law or other- 
wise, being deemed in itself to be an absolute forfeitu'e of all claim on the fund. 

ART. 41. When a reference shall he made to the subscribers at large res- 
pecting either proposed regulation, or an appeal, the result of such reference 
shall he communicated to corps for the information of subscribers. 

ART. 42. Generally all payments due from the fund are made quarterly 
in England, and monthly in India ; but in cases when pensioners or claimants 
on the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears must be paid up to the 
end of the preceding month. 

ART. 43. Any arrear which may be due to the fund by a subscriber or by 
an annuitant who may have received an overpayment, shall in all cases be deducted 
from the fii st payments to be made from the fund to the person owing such arrear, 

ART. 44. All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund is declared 
to be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation of such income in 
any maimer, or under any pretence, shall be deemed in itself a forfeiture of all 
future benefits from the fund. 

ART. 45- If a subscriber who may be dismissed from the service by a 
court martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the service, he shall 
be re-admissible to the fund on payment of the arrear that may have accumulated, 
with compound interest thereon, in the same manner as if he had suffered only 
temporary suspension. See Art. 14. 

ART, 46. All property belonging to the military fund at any period shall 
be invariably vested in the honorable company’s securities. The necessity for 
retaining any balance is now dispensed with, and the secretary’s office has no 
cash transactions. All payments in Calcutta are, in future, to be made at the 
presidency pay office by order of government dated 1st July 1840. All contrU 
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butions from subscribers generally must be made tlirough the pay department 
or public treasuries. Private diafts are prohibited. 

ART. 47 The business of the fund in Europe is conducted through the 
ngency of Major H. Doveton, who will from time to time receive the necessary 
instructions for their guidance, and to whom such applications will be preferred 
as cannot with equal convenience be submitted to the directors of the fund in 
India. 

Notice.— A s subscribers falling into arrears often request exemption from 
the penalties prescribe d by the regulations, on the plea of ignorance of the rules, 
or of no demand having been made by the Secretary, the Directors notify that 
tliey do not admit either of these reasons as sufficient to entitle a subscriber to 
the exemption called for, gnd that every penalty incuired by non-payment of 
Donations and Subsciipticns must invariably and strictly be enforced, as prescribed 
by the rules of the Institution. The Secretary will continue to give notice when 
arrears are due, in all cases when they come to his knowledge, but every subscriber 
should protect his own interests, and sec that his Subscripiions and Donations are 
regularly deducted by his paymaster, and immediately rectify any errors or omis- 
sions of tliat functionary.

QUEEN’S MILITARY FUND. 


Uegulitlons of a General Military Fund^ for the benefit of widows and 
children of deceased officer s^ in Her Mojestfs Service in India, established in 1820, 
and revised in 1827 ; and Rules 21 and 22 added in 1845. 

Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquess of 
ITastings, commander-in'Chief in India, the above named fund was established 
in the year 1820, for the purpose of sending home, in comfort and respectability, 
the families of deceased officers in her majesty’s regiments, serving in India, who 
may have been left destitute ; and of preventing the painful and degrading 
practice of appealing to the public for subscriptions on such occasions ; and also 
of providing relief in such cases as may require it, until they can be conveniently 
sent home. 


It having since been found advisable to make some alterations in the rules 
and regulations then established, the following revised regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the officers of the army, have been approved of by his 
eaeetlency the right honorable Viscount Combermere, commaiider-in* chief in 
India^ who lias been pleased to become patron to the institution. 

His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough, Part. G. C, B,, commander-in -chief in 
India, with reference to several cases, arising out of the death of officers on ths 
voyage 6rom India to England, leaving their widows and children in circuinsiancee 
of great distress, and with advertence also to the manifest justice of allowing all 
widows and children of officers, being subscribers to the fund, who may die at the 
l^'Capeof Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Wales, the benefits of the 
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Military Fund, directed Rule 21— to be proposed for the consideration of the 
whole body of siibsc* ibers» and it having been carried by the votes of 227 mem- 
bers, with a minority only of 35, the Rule is accordingly rendered permanent* 
together with Rule 22, proposed at the same time, which was voted for by 233 
members, and a minority of 29.

15th. — But to prevent doubts and misconceptions wljich might possibly arise 
hereafter, it is distinctly declared, that no Widow who is not in distressed cir- 
cninstniices or no Lady continuing to reside in this country after the death of her 
hushand, can expect any provision or pension for hcjseli' or children from the 
Fund further than is stated in the 8th Clause of the Schedule of Awards. It 
is also declared, that no Widow is entitled to passage money or allowance for 
travelling, unless she shall actually proceed to Sea or on her journey in the 
manner fur which any allowance may have been drawn, and should she have 
received such allowance, she will be required to refund: and further that no 
Widow, under any circumstances, shall be entitled to any assistance from this 
Fund, unless the application shall be made in the usual form within six months 
after the demise of her husband. 

16th.— Orphan Children are eligible for the benefits of this Fund, hut 
awards for them must be specially made by a General or Sub-Committee ami 
S'luctioned by the Oom.nandei' in Chief of the Presidency, win is requested to 
a'ppoint some eligible person to take care of the.n, and provide a pa«.- 
sage, &c. &c. 

I 7 lh. — That the Agent or Agents of the Que.n’s Military Fund, acting for 
tlie Coiniiiitfcc of General MaiMgcment, Fort William, shall furnish an annual 
Account of the Receipts and Disbursements of this Fund, agreeably to forms 
annexerti, to the Adjutant General of ll^jr Majesty’s Forces; and that, that 
Otiicci be applied to, to circulate the same amotnst file bubscribeis, and the 
several Otfieers of Government at the three Presidencies. 

1 8th.— That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty’s Regiments be request- 
ed to pay particular attention in causing the regular quarlcily reiurttaiices to be 
made to the Agent or Agents of the Queen's Military Fund, acting for the 
Committee of Geticr.il Mairigement, Fort William, who are requested from 
time to time to apprize Commanding Officers whenever any Corps may fail in 
making such lemittances. 

19tli, — That no general Rule or Regulation of this Fund shall be altered^ 
eTfceptrecoramendedby the General Committee, and'approved by a majority of 
the Subscribeis. 

20th.— In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers Her Majesty's 
Forces in India, a very general wish has been expressed that nil Widows should have 
their passage to England, flee. &c. defrayed. The Funds will not now admit of 
it, but should the positive standing balance of the Fund ever amount to forty- 
thousand rupees (40,000) the committee will again put the question for the sene 
of the subscribers, with a provision that such charge should again cessc on the 
balance falling to thirty-thousand rupees (30,000) and as in that event all mar- 
ried officers will have a claim on the Fund their subscriptions shouM th^^n be 
augmented. As an officer ceases to be a subsciiber on le,^vi^g India, all claims 
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on the Fund must in like manner cease from the same period ; hut an officer 
going to Sea tor the benefit of his lieahhi being entitled to bis Company’s allow- 
ancesy will be considered as a subscriber during his absence. 

2lst.'-‘That all widows of officers, who were subscribers to the Fund, shall be 
entitled to the amount granted to all widows’^Und children, for passage money to En- 
gland, if their husbands die on their passage to England, or during their abisence 
on sick certificate, at tbe Cape of Good Hope, the Alauiitius, or New South Wales. 

22d. — That no special grants, in cases of great distress, (not provided for in 
the regulations of the Fund) shall be passed by the General t'oiniuittee in Cal- 
cutta, 01 the sub-conirnittee at Madras or Bombay, without the sanction on the 
Majority of {Subscribers ; which sanction is to he declared in the General Ab&tiact 
of account, published annually for the information of subscribers.

Jt would therefore in my npiuion pass to tlie Assignee under an ordinary 
bankruptcy, a fortiori it wiii I think, do an when, as in this CMse, the uppoiut- 
snenipf Assignees and tlie conscq ient transfer of property takes place under 
a sp iRtaueous appl cation fur relief under and submission to the provisions of 
the Mutate 7 and 8 Vic. OO, 

I tliink Llierefore ibut the Officers of the Fund will be discharged from 
f.irlher liability by paying fo the A.ssigoee as the person legal'y authorized to 
receive tLp same, see Rule 30; nor do J know what pTecaiiiiiMis they siiould

I httve read the rules of the Benattl Medical Retiri Fund, the same 
beiiif; contained in the Deed of lOih October, 1636; and it seems clear, that 
the Annuity' iii not in the nature of a pension or voluntary ^rant, but that it is 
a bentfit wliich the retiring officer aciaally purchases, and for which (in 
ordinary oases) he could proceed by suits at law or in equity. This disiiiw 
guishes the case from Gibson vs the Bast India Company, 5 Uingh. N. C. 202, 
wlicre the Court of Common Fleas in Biitfland held, that the peu^ion of a 
Military < fheer of the C ompany does not uoon his bankruptcy pass to his 
As-ieuecs. 1 Btn of opinion therefoie that Mr. P. U. Brett’s right, title and 
interest in the Annuity of £300 a year, to which he is entitled from the Bengal 
lilcdi al Rtiiiring Fund, pass wholly to his Assignee Mr. Belcher. The S.-cre- 
fary of tite Fund, or the London Agents, therefore will be justifiL.'d in making 
the payments lienccforlh as they accrue, direct to tlie Assignee, fur the time 
bcifig. The only prerauiiofl necessary to be observed is to take a riceipt from 
the Ascioiiee as such.

Fort William, lOrri March, 1821. 

With a view to guaid against any misapprenhension that might be ente*-- 
tained ic!>arcliiig the peculiar object to the General Bengal Military B.ink 
established by general orders of the 23d December last, the most noble the 
Governor-General in Council is pleased to notify, that the Bank having been 
instituted for the purpose of affording oflicers a ready mode of remitting and 
accummuiating portions of their allow ances, it i:> not intended that it should receive 

sums of aioiicy already pussci>'»ed by individuals ; such an extension of the 
con^riKs of Lite Bunk being inconsi;>feul with the plan of tlie institution. 

llis L'>idship in Council is further pleased to announce, that the 5th 
clause of the regulations of the Military Bank, is equally applicable to Native 
as to Eiitopcan legiments ; and that in any case where the Native Officers and 
men of a regimc'iit or batta ion, may funn a regimental Savings’ Bank, under 
the authority of their (.'ommanding Officers, the same facilities of remittance, 
through the Paymaster of (he division, are to be afforded to them, and their 
aggregate reun ttances cartied to account in the same manner as those of an 
Europ an regiment. 

Sabad.irs and Jcmadais are also amhorized to remit any sum of money 
not ICS'S than ten sicca rupees, and without fractions, to the Military Bank in 
Calcutta, in their own name, through the officer commanding their company.

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REGULATIONS REGARDING ADMISSION. 


(154.) No child posses!!;ed of property is admitted, but on the condition of 
t|ie total amount of siu h property being (in all practicable cases) lodged for ita 
use and benefit in the Society's Fund. 

(15G.) Children born prior to the entrance of their fathers into the ser- 
vice, or after the discontinuance, of their subscriptions, are not admissible— ex- 
cept (in the former case) if the parent has paid his subscription from the date of 
his eldest child’s birth, together with interest at 8 per cent, on such subscription. 

(15S.) The children of officers retired from the service are not admissible, 
unless the fatlier have continued his subscriptions after the period of his removal 
fioin the etlcctive strength of the army. 

(1.59.) No child of a subscriber, of whatever untk is admissible, unless the 
father have continued to contribute to the fund, to the period of his decease ; or, 
in other words, any Membei of the J^oiiety, who, after promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, or from any other cause, ceases to subscribe 'forfeits all 
claim on the institution. 

(160.) Applications for admission to the benefits of the institution arc

The guardians, or Trustees of all orphans making application for 
their admission on the foundation, are required to make an affidavit before a 
of the peace, or before the commanding officer of the station, or detach- 
ment, where tlieie is no justice of the peace, touching the true amount and va- 
lue of the monies, and estate wl]ic|i they hold in trust for such orphans; to the

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sucli exclusion or omission is considered to invalidate the claims of all tlic sub- 
scriber’s cliildreu lo the benefits of the institution. 

(167.) This rule holds where the properly bequeathed is only in expec- 
tancy : the will or intention of the parents being sulbcient to exclude orphans so 
situated. 

(168.) Tn like manner, all cases of captieious or unequal provision, which 
by favoring the mother in preference to the children, or one child in preference 
to another, appear calculated to throw all, or any part, of a Subsciibcr’s Family 
on the Fund, are considered to invalidate the claims of all. 

(169.) Any Provision by will, or settlement for the Widow of a Suhscriber, 
greater than three-fifths (3>5ihs) of the property to be deviced, where iheie is 
only one child ; of one-half ( J) where iheie are two, and of one-third (l-3d) 
where there is any greater number of chidren than two: the remainder being 
Considered to be the property of the child, or (in equal proportions) of the chil- 
dren ; is considered unequal agreeably to the two foregoing articles, and to 
invalidate the claims of the children accordingly.

No child of any subscriber dying intestate is admitted, if on en- 
quiry there appears to have been (after payment of lawful debts and adequate 
provision of the mother,) property remaiuiiiif to t))e estate, equal to making a 
provision for, and which might have been bequeathed to, such child.

3. No children, the offi|uing of fatlicrs not wholly European are admitted 
to the benefits of the School, the only exception to this rule iieing in favour of (he 
childien of Drunnnets and fifeis seiving in the army who are entitled to claim 
the usual siih.'sislence allowance' provided they are the offspring of girls hioitght 
up not less than 4 jears in the Oiphau School, or of soldiers* wives receiving the 
usual subsistence allowance granted by govcininent.

88. The children, of non-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Ma-

1. — The person on wliohe Liie the Assurance is to he effected, must wait on 
liie usual-Medioal Attendant with the accompunyiii{r letters, and transmit the 
same to the Directors of the society agreeably to the instriietioiiH given. 

2. — In case of the absence of the usual Medical Attendant, and the certify- 
ing Surgeon cannot of his own knowledge un^we^ the quenes put to him as to 
thegeneral habits of the person applying for assurance, sueh other cerhfieatti 
or eertiticatea may be furnished as may be presumed calculated to satisfy Ihn 
Directors. 

3. — The report of the Surgeon will be considered as strictly confidential; the 
Official Medical Adviser of the society will alone be consulted when the advisa- 
bleness of any ri«ik admits of doubt. 

4. — An Affidavit, of which the form isanneKed,nnust be taken before a Ma- 

fjlSTKATB, or, whtre there U7io Magistrate, hejore the Puincipal Civil or 
Militauv Opficbh^ op TiiK Station, or « declaration accordbuj 

to the same form must he madebefore either of the DiKBcrous or tlie Ambntb 
OP TUB Society in Calcutta, Madras ok Eombay, im soon us possible 
after the party has appeared before the Surgeon for exainiiiution. 

0. — Applicants being conscious of any of the diseases enumerated in the De- 
claration and Affidavit, may note the same, that tlio Dirrciors may consider 
whether an udditionui premium will cover the additioruii risk. 

0.— Should the Directors agree to take a risk more or le«.s objectionable, a 
rate of preintiim higher than ordinary will be stipulated for accordingly, to wlncU 
the Applicant may of course assent or not, as he may judge expedi*mt. Rut wlie- 
thera risk be altogether declined, or a rale of premium higher tliaii the ordina- 
ry be proposed, the otficersofthe society are prohibited from offering an^' ex- 
planations oil the subject.

The rluht honorable the Goveriior-OeiKral in roiineil directs that the 
fuliowint; rules of the Savings’ Bank, established in (bilcultu, under the guaran- 
tee and rrsponsib'llty of Ooiernmeul, Ic puMislnd forecm-rul information 

1. bank to be denominated “The (Jovernnienl Sin ings’ Bank.’* 

2. All classes, British Qud native, may invest their savings* in the Qu- 
vernment Savings' Bank. 

3 The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due 
thereon the undcrmintiuned rate, Is secured to the depositor under guaran- 
Ue of ib'e Supreme Government. 

4. The general direction and control of the bank shal! be vested in a 
I,. ComuiUuc ui management, consisting of covenanted civil and military ofiicerf 
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of the government, tinrl other perftoti9, to be nominated by the (ifovernor ‘ge- 
neral in council. Tlie committee shall meet at such stated periods as may be 
necessary for the due and elHcicnt control of the proceedings of the bank. 

5. Tlie govenirnent ai'ents are charged wiili the immediate supeiinten- 
deuce and exiculion of all details connected with the bank. They will also be 
ex-otFiciu members of tlie comiuittee of management. The third goveinmeut 
agent will be ex-officio secretary to the bank. 

6. A register o( deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts 
as may be delerinined on, and approved of, by the managing committee. 

7. Any sum not les^ than one rupee will be received in deposit. 

8. \Yliene\er any sum deposited by any one individual shall umdunt to 
500 ruptes, the same or so much thereof as may be necessary will be transfer- 
red from the bank to the government auent subject to the rules which obtain 
in his departtn'-nl for the purchase of a government note in the four per rent, 
or any other loan wliicli may he preferred and pointed out by the depositor,
